Population  (census  1901)  144,101 

At  tlie  time  of  this  report,  preparations  are  nearly 
complete  for  taking*  the  Census  of  1911.  When  the  re- 
sults are  known,  comparison  can  be  made  between  the 
estimates  made  on  the  usual  method  adopted  in  the 
interim,  and  the  actual  enumeration  of  the  Census. 

The  total  estimated  population  up  to  the  middle  of 
1910  for  the  Districts  represented  by  the  East  Kent  Joint 
Committee  was  163,893.  This  estimate  was  arrived  at 
by  calculation  of  the  annual  geometrical  rate  of  increase 
between  the  two  previous  Census  results,  with  some  modi- 
fication for  Districts  containing  garrisons,  and  for  cer- 
tain alterations  made  in  respect  to  the  boundaries  of  the 
respective  areas. 

During  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  East  Kent  Combined  Sanitary  District  was  3,268; 
while  the  total  deaths  numbered  2,094,  and  the  net 
deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the  incidence  of 
deaths  in  public  institutions  within  and  without  the  Dis- 
trict) amounted  to  1,863.

The  natural  increase  of  population,  by  excess  of  births 
over  gross  deaths,  was  1,174. 

The  birth-rate  (19.94)  exhibited  a further  decline  of 
0.9  upon  that  for  1909,  and  was  3.1  below  the  previous 
ten  years’  average.  Further,  the  birth-rate  was  4.9 
lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  during  1910. 
The  declining  birth-rate  was  referred  to  in  the  previous 
year’s  report  as  a subject  for  serious  consideration,  affect- 
ing, as  it  does,  the  East  Kent  area. 

The  mortality  records  come  more  within  the  scope 
of  the  work  of  the  Committee,  and,  as  a contrast  to  111  - 
unsatisfactory  birth-rate,  it  is  gratifying  to  have  to  re- 
cord low  rates  of  general  (11.37)  and  epidemic  (0.59) 
mortality,  accompanied  by  a low  rate  of  infantile  mor- 
tality (84. 7G)  in  proportion  to  the  births  registered 
during  the  year. 

By  reference  to  the  accompanying  tables,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  net  general  death-rate  was  1.4  below  the 
ten  years’  average,  and  2.0  below  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1910,  as  well  as  being  lower  than  the 
collective  rates  for  the  urban  and  rural  districts  for  which 
statistics  are  available  for  comparison. 

The  rate  of  infantile  mortality  in  proportion  to  regis- 
tered births  forms  a very  satisfactory  feature  for  com- 
ment. The  rate  in  whole  numbers  of  84  per  thousand 
births  corresponded  with  the  satisfactory  rate  for  the 
previous  year.  Moreover,  this  rate  was  10  below  the 
East  Kent  average  of  the  preceding  ten  years,  and  22 
below  the  rate  for  1910  for  England  and  Wales. 

In  regard  to  the  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic 
diseases,  the  contrast  is  also  a favourable  one,  whooping 
cough  alone,  a non-notifiable  malady,  showing  any  excess 
amongst  the  seven  chief  epidemic  diseases.

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  8 were  due  to  measles, 
1 scarlet  fever,  45  whooping'  cough,  13  diphtheria,  1 
croup,  1 typhus  fever,  5 enteric  fever,  53  epidemic  in- 
fluenza, 24  diarrhoea,  18  enteritis,  8 gastritis,  2 puerpeial 
fever,  2 erysipelas,  144  phthisis,  68  other  tuberculous 
diseases,  166  cancer,  127  bronchitis,  95  pneumonia,  7 
pleurisy,  29  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  17 
alcoholism  and  cirrhosis  oi  the  liver,  3 venereal  disease, 
60  premature  birth,  8 diseases  and  accidents  of  parturi- 
tion, 210  heart  disease,  61  accident,  21  suicide,  and  666 
to  old  age  and  other  causes. 


The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows  : — At  under  one  year  of  age,  277  died  ; at  one 
and  under  five,  99;  at  five  and  under  fifteen,  68;  at  fif- 
teen and  under  twenty-five,  81 ; at  twenty-five  and  under 
sixty-five,  591 ; and  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards,  747 
died. 

Whooping-cough,  already  referred  to,  was  most  fatal 
in  Herne  Bay.  This  watering-place  is  a favourite  re- 
sort for  mothers  seeking  change  of  air  for  sufferers  from 
this  complaint;  and,  as  the  disease  is  not  notifiable,  many 
people  have  an  idea  that  there  is  no  obligation  to  adopt 
preventative  measures  against  the  spread  of  the  malady, 
and  so,  those  in  charge  of  patients  travel  in  public  con- 
veyances, and  frequent  public  assemblies  with  impunity. 


Influenza,  another  non-notifiable,  but  equally  infec- 
tious disease,  caused  fifty-three  deaths,  producing  a 
death-rate  of  0.3  per  thousand  of  the  population.  If, 
however,  the  large  number  of  deaths  recorded  from  dis- 
eases of  the  respiratory  organs  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion, it  is  extremely  probable  that  Influenza  formed  an 
active  agent  in  their  development.  As  Influenza,  iik 
Whooping-cough,  m diffused  by  virtue  of  its  infective 
properties,  there  is  no  reason  why  precautions  should  not 
be  taken  against  its  spread,  especially  as  a short  period 
of  isolation  and  treatment  at  home  would  contribute  to 
the  greater  safety  of  the  patients  themselves,  as  well 
as  to  the  limitation  of  infection.

Consumption,  and  other  tuberculous 'diseases,  figure 
far  more  prominently  in  the  death-roll  than  Influenza  and 
all  the  other  epidemic  diseases  taken  together,  and  yet, 
for  years,  we  have  been  told  by  those  who  ought  to  know 
that  this  terrible  scourge  is  to  a large  extent  preventable, 
and  capable  of  gradual  extermination. 

At  present,  the  work  of  cure  and  treatment  of  the 
cases  which  are  notified  by  the  Poor-Law  Officials  natu- 
rally devolves  upon  the  Guardians,  and  this  responsibility 
is  becoming  realized.  Unfortunately,  Consumption  pro- 
duces pauperism,  and  the  disease  has  often  attained  an 
advanced  stage  before  notification  ensues.  The  time 
for  successful  treatment  has  then  passed,  and,  naturally, 
the  results  under  such  circumstances  are  not  encourag- 
ing. 

It  is  true  that  instruction  can  be  given,  and  care  exer- 
cised iu  regard  to  rendering  the  patient  less  dangerous 
to  other  people,  as  by  treatment  in  an  open-air  shelter  or 
sanatorium.  This  is  a distinct  gain  to  the  community : 
but  what  is  required,  is  notification  before  the  pauper 
condition  and  advanced  stage  of  the  malady  have  been 
reached.  Further,  with  the  attainment  of  such  know- 
ledge of  the  existence  of  cases  at  the  onset  of  their  at- 
tack, provision  would  have  to  be  made  for  the  establish- 
ment of  institutions  in  which  instruction  and  proper 
treatment  could  be  afforded.  Then  cures  might  be 
looked  for,  and  happy  results  expected. 

As  stated  in  the  report  for  1909,  some  conjoint  ar- 
rangement for  the  construction  of  an  inexpensive  sana- 
torium might  be  arranged,  which  would  suffice  for  a 
given  area.  Many  patients  would  be  able  to  contribute 
towards  their  maintenance,  and  their  cure  at  an  early 
stage  would  save  them  from  drifting  into  pauperism,  and 
becoming  chargeable  to  the  ratepayers.  Money,  there- 
fore, invested  in  a curative  institution  would  not  be 
lost,  because  a prospective  saving  might  with  confidence 
be  looked  forward  to  by  the  restoration  to  health  of  the 
breadwinners.

Examples  are  not  wanting  of  what  has  been  done  in 
other  places,  which  might  serve  as  a beacon  for  guidance 
when  designing  a sanatorium  on  the  most  economical  and 
useful  principles. 

Apart  from  the  fatality  due  to  the  three  diseases  re- 
ferred to  above — viz.,  Whooping-cough,  Influenza  and 
Tuberculosis,  the  general  mortality  returns  form  a satis- 
factory record. 

Full  particulars  of  the  general  public  health  work  ac- 
complished during  the  year  will  be  found  in  the  reports 
relating  to  the  individual  Districts,  but  it  may  be  men- 
tioned that  sixty-eight  samples  of  water  were  analysed, 
twenty-five  of  which  were  found  to  be  so  polluted  as  to 
be  unsafe  for  drinking  purposes ; while,  under  the  Hous- 
ing of  the  Working  Classes  Acts,  1890-1909,  one  hun- 
dred and  four  houses  were  reported  upon  as  being  un- 
fit for  human  habitation,  action  being  taken  in  each 
instance,  either  for  the  demolition  of  the  premises  in- 
volved, or  for  procuring  the  execution  of  such  repairs  as 
were  necessary  in  order  to  render  the  dwelling  habitable. 

During  the  third  year’s  work  (1910)  of  medical  inspec- 
tion in  the  Borough  of  Dover,  under  the  Education  (Ad- 
ministrative Provisions)  Act  of  1907,  1,288  school-chil- 
dren were  inspected,  and  a full  report  of  the  results  ob- 
tained has  been  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Dover 
Education  Committee.  The  following  summary,  how- 
ever, will  be  found  to  contain  a concise  statement  of  the 
conditions  observed  during  the  course  of  inspection  : — 

Clothing  and  Footgear. 

The  clothing  was  found  to  be  good  among  75.89  per 
cent,  of  the  boys,  and  82.83  per  cent,  of  the  girls;  while 
the  footgear  was  good  among  74. 7G  per  cent,  of  the  boys, 
and  78.95  per  cent,  of  the  girls. 

Cleanliness. 

Cleanliness  in  regard  to  the  head  was  found  to  exist 
among  94.34  per  cent,  of  the  boys,  and  84.92  per  cent,  of 
the  girls.  Body  cleanliness  obtained  among  93.53  per

cant.  of  flu'  hoys,  and  92.39  per  cent,  of  the  girls.  Nits 
in  the  hair  existed  to  the  extent  of  ().!)7  per  cent,  among 
the  hoys,  and  9.85  per  cent,  among  the  girls. 

Teeth. 

Only  59.22  per  cent,  of  the  hoys,  and  52. 09  per  cent, 
of  the  girls,  were  found  to  be  in  possession  of  sound 
teeth. 

Glands. 

Enlarged  tonsils  and  other  glands  were  discovered 
among  20.54  per  cent,  of  the  hoys,  and  22.58  per  cent,  of 
the  girls;  while  adenoids  were  present  in  4.53  per  cent, 
of  the  hoys,  and  G.12  per  cent,  of  the  girls. 

Vision. 

Vision  of  the  right  eye  was  found  to  he  good  in  77.18 
per  cent,  of  the  hoys,  and  78.08  per  cent,  of  the  girls; 
while  in  the  left  eye,  vision  was  good  in  75.17  per  cent, 
of  the  hoys,  and  75.34  per  cent,  of  the  girls.  Good 
vision  ill  both  eyes  was  shown  in  71.48  per  cent,  of  the 
hoys,  and  73.97  per  cent,  of  the  girls. 

Hearing. 

Hearing  in  both  ears  was  found  to  he  good  in  98.54  per 
cent,  of  the  boys,  and  98. 6G  per  cent,  of  the  girls. 

Speech  and  Mental  Condition. 

Speech  was  normal  in  9G.7G  per  cent,  of  the  boys,  and 
97. 1G  per  cent,  of  the  girls;  while  mental  condition  was 
normal  in  98. 3G  per  cent,  of  the  boys,  and  97.02  per  cent, 
of  the  girls. 

inspections:  Attendance  of  Parents. 

The  parents  or  guardians  of  the  children  were  present 
at  757,  or  58.77  per  cent.,  of  the  total  inspections  during 
1910.  The  teachers  rendered  cheerful  and  valuable  as- 
sistance in  securing  such  attendance,  and  the  parents, 
in  many  instances,  evinced  considerable  interest  in  the 
work  of  medical  inspection. 

As  referred  to  in  previous  reports,  the  employment  of 
a School  Nurse  would  form  a valuable  auxiliary  in  pro- 
curing, and  aiding  in,  the  treatment  of  skin  and  other 
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affections,  which  often  pyove  tedious  and  troublesome 
by  their  frequent  incidence  and  recurrence  among  the 
school  children. 

Hitherto,  the  principle  adopted  by  the  Education  Com- 
mittee, has  been  to  encourage  parental  responsibilty  in 
respect  to  the  care  and  medical  attendance  of  the  chil- 
dren. Where  particular  families’  resources  have  been 
unequal  to  the  provision  of  medical  treatment,  money 
has  been  subscribed  by  the  children  generally,  and  col- 
lected through  the  Head  Teachers  by  Mr.  Souden,  the 
Secretary  to  the  Teachers’  Association,  and  Hospital 
tickets  have  thus  been  obtained.  During  1910,  seventy 
children  were  provided  with  these  tickets.  At  the  Charl- 
ton Girls’  and  Infants’  Schools,  however,  a collection  of 
this  character  was  initiated  by  the  two  Head  Teachers 
before  the  general  collection  was  instituted,  and  these 
independent  efforts  have  been  continued  up  to  the  present 
time.  Spectacles  and  boots  have  also  been  bestowed  in 
needy  cases  by  the  Dover  Charity  Committee  and  other 
agencies. 


As  a result  of  the  efforts  made  to  secure  treatment, 
219  cases  received  attention.  In  38  other  instances,  pro- 
mises of  treatment  were  made,  which,  if  not  immediately 
fulfilled,  were  expected  to  be  carried  out  as  circumstances 
proved  favourable  for  securing  the  resources  necessary 
for  the  purpose  in  view. 

In  respect  to  the  cases  reported  in  the  East  Kent  Com- 
bined District  during  1910  under  the  Infectious  Disease 
(Notification)  Act  of  1889,  it  is  gratifying  to  have  to 
state  that  there  was  a considerable  diminution  as  com- 
pared with  1909.  Of  the  405  cases  notified,  178  were  re- 
ferred to  scarlet  fever,  138  diphtheria,  54  erysipelas,  29 
enteric  fever,  5 puerperal  fever,  and  1 to  typhus  fever. 

Investigations  were  made  into  the  several  outbreaks 
reported,  and  the  results  of  the  inquiries,  together  with 
information  as  to  the  extent  to  which  hospital  isolation 
was  resorted  to,  will  be  found  under  the  headings  of  the 
different  District's.  During  these  investigations,  it  is 
often  found  that,  while  a District  Council  may  be  doing

its  best  to  safeguard  the  health  of  its  own  District,  such 
District  is  liable  to  constant  invasion  from  outside  by 
convalescents  sent  for  recovery,  or  other  persons  who 
have  been  sent  away  from  infected  homes  in  order  to 
escape  infection.  Some  system  is  much  required,  where- 
by intimation  of  the  dispatch  of  patients  from  isolation 
hospitals  should  be  made  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  of 
the  District  to  which  such  patients  intend  to  proceed,  so 
that  some  espionage  might  be  exercised  in  respect  to  ihe 
suitability  of  the  arrangements  available  for  the  patients’ 
use,  and  also  to  secure  prompt  action  for  isolation  if  such 
procedure  should  become  necessary. 

Apart  from  the  great  value  of  isolation  at  home  or 
hospital  which  follows  notification,  the  discovery  of  in- 
sanitary conditions,  and  also  the  various  channels  by 
which  infection  is  conveyed,  constitutes  not  the  least 
valuable  of  the  results  of  the  inquiries  instituted. 

Unsuspected  causes  of  mischief  have  often  been  met 
with,  which  require  serious  consideration,  because  they 
are  the  results  of  arrangements  intended  to  protect  from 
disease,  but  which  act  in  the  contrary  direction.  One  of 
such  arrangements  is  the  position  of  drain  ventilators, 
the  summits  of  which  are  often  so  placed  as  to  permit 
of  entrance  of  sewer  gas  into  dwelling  or  sleeping  rooms. 
In  this  connection  also,  is  often  used  the  contrivance 
known  as  the  mica-flap  inlet  valve,  which  is  designed  to 
permit  of  the  ingress  of  fresh  air  to  the  drains,  but  which 
is  constantly  found  to  be  acting  as  an  exit  for  foul  air, 
Times  without  number,  I have  fo\md  that,  after  exclud- 
ing all  other  possible  channels  of  infection,  this  avenue 
was  the  only  one  left  to  account  for  outbreaks  of  disease. 
The  contrivance  attracts  the  curiosity  of  children,  it  is 
most  frequently  found  broken,  and  is  often  placed  at  an 
elevation  adapted  for  inspiration  by  a child. 

These  “inlet  valves”  have  been  frequently  com- 
plained of  by  the  mothers  of  children  attacked  by  sick- 
ness, and,  while  theoretically  supposed  to  be  excellent 
contrivances,  they  have  been  found  in  practice  to  be  ex- 
ceedingly dangerous,  and  their  use  should  not  be  ad- 
vocated as  has  been  the  case  in  the  past. 
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The  increasing'  resort  to  bacteriological  examination 
as  an  aid  to  diagnosis  in  doubtful  cases,  and  for  use  in 
the  detection  of  “carriers”  of  infection,  lias  led  to  a 
scheme  being  proposed  to  the  County  Council  for  the 
establishment  of  a County  Bacteriological  Laboratory. 
The  various  Councils  in  the  East  Kent  Combination  have 
been  asked  to  give  their  support  to  such  an  institution, 
as  also  have  the  other  District  Councils  in  the  County; 
and,  from  the  appreciation  of  the  project  which  has  been 
expressed  by  many,  there  seems  to  be  a fair  prospect  of 
the  success  of  the  scheme. 
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In  the  detection  of  tubercle,  enteric  fever  and  diph- 
theria, such  an  institution  ought  to  prove  exceptionally 
valuable,  and  become  more  and  more  recognised  as  an 
essential  part  of  the  Preventive  Medicine  equipment  of 
the  County. 

The  use  of  serums  for  curative,  prophylactic  and  im- 
munising purposes  opens  out  a vast  field  for  experimental 
trial  and  development ; but  it  may  be  asked  if  the  health 
of  the  individual  cannot  be  brought  to  such  a state  of 
perfection  as  to  practically  defy  the  onslaught  of  patholo- 
gical microbes  by  the  generation  of  protective  organisms 
from  within.  Better  houses  for  the  poor,  pure  water, 
pure  air,  and  all  that  is  embraced  in  the  comprehensive 
word  “hygiene,”  will  lead  the  way,  and  contribute  to 
this  result. 
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BLEAN  RURAL  DISTRICT. 


Area  (excluding  water)  20,865  acres. 

Population  (census  1901)  7,054 


During  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  lUean  llural  District  was  158,  of  which  9 (or  5.70 
per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  91, 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the  in- 
cidence of  deaths  in  public  institutions  within  and  with- 
out the  District)  numbered  71. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  7,218,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  21.89  per  thousand;  while  the  total  death- 
rate  stood  at  12.61,  and  the  net  death-rate  at  9.84  per 
thousand  living. 

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  1 was  due  to  measles,  1 
whooping-cough,  1 influenza,  1 diarrhoea,  6 phthisis,  1 
general  tuberculosis,  1 tuberculosis  of  intestines,  5 can- 
cer, 3 bronchitis,  1 pneumonia,  2 premature  birth,  12 
heart  disease,  2 accident,  5 suicide,  1 snina  bifida,  1 
meningitis,  2 infantile  convulsions,  6 apoplexy,  1 soften- 
ing of  brain,  1 paralysis  agitans,  1 strangulated  hernia, 
1 obstruction  of  bowels,  1 colitis,  2 chronic,  interstitial 
nephritis,  1 renes  gramilosum,  1 degenerative  pancrea- 
titis, 1 chronic  rheumatism,  9 senile  decay. 

The  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  was 
equal  to  0.41  per  thousand  of  the  population;  but  no 
deaths  were  registered  from  notifiable  diseases. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows: — At  under  one  year  of  age,  6 died;  at  one  and 
under  five,  4;  at  five  and  under  fifteen,  4;  at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-five,  1 ; at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty- 
five,  21  ; and  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards,  35  died. 

Infantile  mortality  was  equal  to  37.97  per  thousand 
births  registered  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889, 

9 cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  5 of  which  were  re- 
ferred to  diphtheria,  2 scarlet  fever,  1 enteric  fever,  and 
1 to  erysipelas.

Due  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  parish 
of  Whit  stable-  cum-Seasalter,  and,  in  this  instance,  the 
nature  of  the  disease  was  not  recognised  until  the  con- 
valescent stage  had  been  reached.  No  evidence  could  be 
obtained  of  exposure  to  any  previous  case,  and  the  only 
probable  source  of  the  disease  appeared  to  be  due  to  the 
defective  drainage  arrangements  discovered  at  the  in- 
fected premises. 

The  remaining  four  cases  occurred  at  No.’s  8 and  9, 
Cotton  Mill  Row,  St.  Stephen’s.  There  had  been  no 
previous  cases  at  the  school  attended  by  the  sufferers, 
nor  in  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen’s,  and  there  was  no  his- 
tory of  exposure  to  any  infection.  The  row  of  cottager 
where  these  cases  appeared  are  situated  on  a damp  subsoil 
near  the  river  Stour,  and  for  some  years  the  solid  and 
liquid  excretions  of  the  occupants  have  been  disposed  of 
on  small  garden  plots  adjoining  the  back-doors  of  tin1 
houses  in  question.  This  highly  fertilized  soil  proved 
a good  cultivation  ground  for  the  organisms  of  Diph- 
theria, which  are  often  found  to  thrive  outside  the  human 
body  when  sown  in  suitable  pabulum  of  this  kind. 

One  of  the  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at 
Herne  Street,  and  the  other  in  the  Union  Workhouse. 
In  respect  to  the  case  at  Herne  Street,  the  only  apparent 
source  was  attributable  to  infected  wall-paper  in  tin* 
sufferer’s  bedroom,  which  room  had  been  occupied  on  a 
previous  occasion  by  a Scarlet  Fever  patient.  The  case 
notified  during  1910  occurred  a short  time  after  the  walls 
had  been  stripped  of  the  old  paper.  Previous  instances 
of  this  kind  have  come  under  observation,  and  it  is  well 
known  that  the  infection  of  Scarlet  Fever  has  a trouble- 
some habit  of  hanging  about  premises  for  a prolonged 
period  after  gaining  access  thereto,  even  after  exposure 
to  germicidal  agents. 

In  regard  to  the  case  in  the  Workhouse,  all  the  in- 
formation that  could  be  obtained,  was  that  the  patient 
had  been  suffering  from  otorrlioea  for  some  weeks  pre- 
vious to  notification  : so  the  germs  of  the  malady  may 
have  been  introduced  into  the  middle  ear  and  remained 
for  a time  dormant  before  developing  the  virus  of  the 
Fever. 

The  single  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  that  of  a nurse, 
who  had  been  temporarily  engaged  at  the  Isolation  Hos- 
pital in  attendance  on  a case  of  the  same  malady,  which 
had  been  admitted  from  Herne  Bay.  The  nurse  evi- 
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dently  contracted  tin*  disease  during1  llie  course  of  her 
duties. 

1 nder  t lie  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1908,  four  notifications  were  received  during  the  year,  as 
follows : —

One  patient — “ G.G.,”  a male,  aged  0 years — who  had 
been  ill  from  birth,  was  the  child  of  a woman  who  was 
also  suffering  from  the  malady. 

In  another  instance — “ M.C.,”  a female,  aged  33  years 
— the  sufferer  was  sent  out  of  the  Workhouse  improved 
in  condition.  This  patient’s  illness  commenced  a few 
years  ago,  after  an  attack  of  Influenza.  There  was  no 
family  history  of  Phthisis. 

The  third  case — “A.H.,”  a female,  aged  28  years— 
was  received  into  the  Workhouse  on  the  9th  June,  from 
Ford,  and  died  the  following  day  of  haemoptysis. 

The  fourth  sufferer — “C.D.,”  a female,  aged  20  years 
—was  notified  from  Sturry,  where  the  patient  had  been 
sent  from  the  Romford  Union  Infirmary,  Essex.  After 
remaining  two  months  at  Sturry,  the  patient  returned  to 
Romford  improved  in  condition.  No  history  was  obtain- 
able in  regard  to  her  illness. 

Cautionary  handbills  were  left  at  the  houses  of  con- 
sumptive patients,  and,  where  possible,  disinfection  of 
premises  vacated  by  sufferers,  by  death  or  otherwise, 
was  carried  out. 

In  respect  to  the  pauper  cases  occurring  at,  or  sent 
into  the  Workhouse,  the  Guardians,  during  the  summer 
months,  made  use  of  a temporary  shelter  erected  in  the 
grounds.  The  question  of  improving  this  provision,  or 
appropriating  and  reconstructing  part  of  one  of  the 
wards,  is  one  which  will  engage  the  attention  of  the 
Authority,  as  soon  as  some  definite  plan  can  be  submitted 
for  approval. 

On  the  15th  August,  1910,  the  Local  Government 
Board  issued  an  Order,  empowering  District  Councils  to 
obtain  supplies  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard 
to  poor  persons  for  both  curative  and  prophylactic  pur- 
poses. The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made 
recommendation  to  the  Council,  (a)  that  the  Poor  Law 
Medical  Officers  should  be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply 
when  necessary,  (b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform  the 
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Medical  Officer  of  Health  immediately  in  every  case 
where  the  Anti-toxin  is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or 
prophylactic  purposes,  and  (c)  that  the  Council  should 
authorise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  himself  lo  obtain, 
at  his  discretion,  a supply  for  use  in  accordance  with  the 
Order. 

The  Council  agreed  to  these  recommendations,  and 
arranged  for  a firm  of  chemists  in  Canterbury  (Messrs. 
Bing  and  Son),  to  supply  the  serum  when  required. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  was  ho  serious  epidemic 
of  disease  in  any  part  of  the  District.  Four  of  the  cases 
of  Diphtheria  were  removed  to  the  isolation  hospital,  as 
were  also  the  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  and  the  single 
case  of  enteric  fever. 

At  Cotton  Mill  Bow,  where  the  outbreak  of  diphtheria 
occurred,  the  insanitary  conditions  revealed  are  to  be 
remedied  by  an  arrangement,  proposed  to  be  effected  by 
the  owner,  for  instituting  a water-carriage  system  for 
disposal  of  excreta  and  slop-water,  with  connection  of 
the  outfall  with  the  Canterbury  sewer,  which  passes 
along  the  road  near  to  the  dwellings  in  question. 

Other  insanitary  conditions  discovered  during  inquiry 
into  outbreaks  of  disease,  or  during  visitation  of  the  Dis- 
trict, were  either  referred  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  or 
formed  the  subject  of  report  to  the  Council. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  a steam  disinfecting 
apparatus  by  the  District  Council  still  remains  in  abey- 
ance. Difficulty  on  some  occasions  arises  in  consequence 
of  the  apparatus  at  the  Workhouse  not  always  being 
available  for  use  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Mumps  was  prevalent  amongst  the  scholars  at  tin' 
Herne  Church  of  England  School  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  and  this  school  was  closed  under  the  authority 
of  the  County  School  Medical  Officer  from  the  8th  to  the 
24tli  March.  This  was  the  only  school  in  the  Blean 
Rural  District  officially  closed  dining  1910,  on  account 
of  infectious  disease. 

A comprehensive  sewerage  scheme  lias  been  prepared 
for  dealing  with  parts  of  Herne  and  Reculver,  including 
the  Union  Workhouse  at  Herne  Common.  Herne  Street, 
Eddington,  Broomfield,  Beltinge  and  Ilillborough. 

The  Chairman  and  Council  have  giwn  considerable 
time  and  attention  to  this  difficult  question,  which  has 
now  been  before  them  for  a long  time.  The  natural  out- 
fall appeared  to  be  discharge  into  the  sea  via  the  sewer- 
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age  system  of  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District;  but  tlie 
opposition  from  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  Council 
proved  an  insuperable  obstacle  to  tin*  various  propositions 
made,  although,  negotiations  between  the  two  Councils 
were  entered  into,  with  a view  to  an  equitable  arrange- 
ment. 

% 

The  present  plans,  prepared  by  the  Surveyor,  under 
the  advice  of  Mr..  Stanton,  the  Consulting  Engineer, 
abandon  what  was  known  as  the  Herne  and  Reculver 
scheme,  which  would  have  dealt  chiefly  with  Beltinge, 
and  embrace  the  construction  of  a sewer,  commencing 
just  above  the  Workhouse  at  Herne  Common,  and  thence 
continued  through  Herne  Street  (with  a branch  from 
School  Lane)  to  Lower  Herne,  and  on  to  the  low  level 
in  Eddington  Lane. 

Another  main  sewer  will  be  laid  from  the  railway 
arch  at  Eddington,  down  Eddington  Lane,  to  join  the 
sewer  from  Herne  Street.  At  the  low  level  in  Eddiugi-  n 
Lane,  where  the  two  sewers  mentioned  above  will  find 
their  outfall,  Shone’s  ejectors  will  be  placed,  in  order 
to  raise  the  sewage  through  a cast-iron  rising  main  up 
Pigeon  Hill,  to  discharge  into  the  main  gravitation  sewer 
at  Herne  Brow ; and  the  sewer  will  then  pass  through 
Hunter’s  Borstal,  Broomfield,  Heart  in  Hand  Corner,  to 
i lie  proposed  site  for  the  disposal  works  at  May  Street 
Cross  and  Sweecli  Bridge  (marked  125  on  the  Ordnance 
Map). 

Beltinge  will  be  dealt  with,  by  a separate  sewer,  com- 
mencing opposite  Reculver  Villa,  and  carried  along 
the  main  Reculver  Road  to  a point  where  the  brook 
crosses  under  the  road.  Another  sewer  will  be  carried 
down  the  valley  in  order  to  make  provision  for  the  Rail- 
way Men’s  and  Friendly  Societies’  Convalescent  Homes, 
and  all  intermediate  new  streets,  to  find  a junction  with 
the  main  sewer  in  Reculver  Road. 

At  this  point,  Shone’s  ejectors  will  again  be  fixed,  so 
as  to  lift  the  sewage  through  a cast-iron  rising  main, 
in  older  to  discharge  into  a gravitation  sewer  at  the  sum- 
mit of  the  hill,  opposite  “Sea  View”  Cottages. 

The  gravitation  sewer  will  be  extended  through  II i 1 1 - 
borough,  by  Hillborough  Church  and  Schools,  over 
Sweecli  Bridge  to  the  purification  works. 

The  station  for  air-compression  will  be  situated  on  the 
site  of  the  disposal  works,  and  air-mains  will  be  carried 
to  the  ejectors  at  the  points  already  designated.

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The  proposed  purification  works  will  consist  of  Dib- 
den's  slate  beds,  and  clinker  contact-beds,  with  over- 
flow discharging*  into  humus  tanks,  and  filial  outfall  into 
a wafer-course,  whence  the  effluent  will  eventually  reach 
the  sea. 

The  execution  of  these  works  will  terminate  the  oft- 
repealed  and  serious  complaints  concerning  the  over- 
flow oi  re.- spools  in  file  localities  referred  to.  Notwith- 
standing li  e unremitting  efforts  of  the  Council  and  their 
Officers,  the  nuisance  arising  from  such  sources  has  at 
<!  n;-s  assumed  su  di  gravity  as  to  induce  complaint  to 
tin  ! < al  Government  Board  by  the  aggrieved  house- 
holders. 

Owing  to  the  question  of  the  Whitstable  Urban  Dis- 
trict’s sewerage  system  still  remaining  in  abeyance,  the 
Blean  Dural  District  Council  have  been  hampered  in  tak- 
ing further  action  in  respect  to  the  sewerage  of  Whit- 
stable-cum-Seasalter,  as  the  scheme  for  the  hitter  men- 
tioned place  could,  as  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  be  best 
effected  in  conjunction  with  the  suggested  sewerage 
works  for  the  Town  of  Whitstable. 

Complaint  was  received  during  the  year  concerning 
the  flooding  of  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Hampton 
Brook,  the  complainant  also  entering  into  correspondence 
with  the  Harbour  Department  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 
The  seaweed,  which  produced  t lie  nuisance  formerly  com- 
plained of,  lias  been  removed  under  the  instructions  of 
the  Council,  and  the  accumulation  of  beach  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Brook  now  prevents  further  ingress  of  the  weed. 
U is  difficult,  however,  to  see  what  reasonable  action 
the  Council  can  take  to  deal  with  the  sea  encroachment, 
which  is  responsible  for  the  flooding  of  which  complaint 
has  been  made. 

Complaint  was  also  received  concerning  the  condition 
of  the  ditch  at  Beltinge,  which  receives  the  sewage  of 
the  Convalescent  Homes  in  the  vicinity.  On  investiga- 
tion, however,  it  was  found  that,  owing  to  a strong 
growth  of  aquatic  vegetation  in  the  ditch,  the  nuisance 
was,  at  the  time,  inappreciable.  The  execution  of  the 
sewage  works  already  described  will,  however,  remove 
any  cause  of  complaint  from  this  ditch. 

The  following  statement  deals  with  the  five  houses 
reported  to  the  Council  during  the  year  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  under  section  IT  of  the  Housing, 
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Town-Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909,  as  being  unfit  for  human 
habitation  : —

In  the  remaining  eleven  instances,  formal  procedure 
is  still  in  operation  for  securing  remedy  of  the  conditions 
observed. 

It  has  not  at  present  been  found  possible  to  obtain 
the  number  of  houses  in  the  District  within  the  limits 
of  the  rental  specified  in  section  14  of  the  Housing, 
Town-Planning,  etc.,  Act  (i.e.,  not  exceeding  £16  per 
annum). 


After  these  Regulations  were  issued  bv  the  Local 
Government  Board,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  was  desig- 
nated by  the  Council  as  the  Officer  (acting  under  the 
direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health)  to  make 
systematic  inspection,  and  keep  records  of  the  work  per- 
formed. The  following  statement  shows  a summary  of 
the  work  carried  out  after  the  appointment  of  this 
Officer  (exclusive  of  the  premises  referred  to  above)  : —

I hirteen  samples  of  water  were  analysed  during-  the 
year,  nine  of  which  were  found  to  be  so  polluted  as  to 
be  unsafe  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  water-supplies  of  the  Canterbury  and  Herne  Bay 
Companies  are  available  J_n  the  localities  which  the  mains 
traverse,  and,  during  the  year,  twelve  fresh  premises 
were  connected  with  these  public  supplies. 

The  dairy  farms  in  the  District  again  received  careful 
attention  during  the  year,  and,  where  defects  were  ob 
served,  action  was  instituted  bjr  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  secure  improvement.  One  new  cowshed  has  been  con- 
structed and  efficiently  drained  in  the  parish  of  Blean. 
There  are  now  sixty-seven  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milk- 
shops  on  the  Council’s  register. 

Towards  t he  end  of  the  year,  my  attention  was  direct- 
ed to  a herd  of  milch  cows,  which  were  suffering  from 
an  eruptive  disease  of  the  udder,  complicated  with  garmd 
—an  epizootic  well  known  to  dairy-farmers.  At  first, 
the  malady  was  suspected  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon 
consulted  to  be  anthrax,  on  account  of  the  indefinite 
symptoms  exhibited  by  the  animals,  and  also  because 
several  of  the  men  engaged  in  milking  had  suffered  from 
a bad  form  of  pustular  disease  of  the  hands,  which 
necessitated  active  surgical  treatment.  The  milk  was 
suspended  from  distribution  until  the  nature  of  the  dis- 
ease was  determined  and  all  risk  from  the  use  of  the 
milk  removed. 

No  cases  of  Tuberculosis  amongst  animals  came  under 
observation  during  the  year.  The  tuberculin  test  was, 
in  several  cases,  applied  to  cows  by  veterinary  surgeons, 
at  the  instance  of  the  owners  of  the  animals. 

No  samples  of  milk  were  collected  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  either  bacteriological  or  chemical  exami- 
nation during  the  year. 

The  single  slauglPer-house  in  the  District  was  re- 
gularly inspected,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  during  times 
of  slaughtering.  The  sanitation  and  general  condition 
of  the  premises  were  found  to  be  good. 

The  adoptive  Acts  which  are  in  force  iu  the  Blean 
Rural  District  are  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention) 
Act,  1890,  aud  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1890. 
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The  Council  have  also  duly  advertised  their  intention 
to  make  application  to  the  Local  Government  Hoard  for 
an  Order  declaring  the  following  sections  of  the  I’ublic 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  to  be  in  force  in  the 
District:  Part  II.,  sections  15,  .16,  17  and  26,  and,  Part 
III.,  sections  34,  35,  38,  43,  44,  46  and  49. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  now 
approximately  385  water-closets,  31  eartli-closets,  457 
pail-closets,  and  32  privies  existing  iu  the  District. 
Where  privies  were  found  to  be  proving  a nuisance, 
notices  were  served  for  their  abolition,  and  this  action 
resulted  in  the  conversion  of  seven  such  privies  into 
either  pail  or  earth-closets.  The  construction  of  privy- 
vault  closets  is  not  now  permitted  in  the  District. 

The  collection  of  domestic  refuse  and  contents  of  pail- 
closets  is  carried  out  in  certain  portions  of  the  parishes 
of  Herne,  Sturry  and  Westbere,  and  the  lleltinge  portion 
of  Reculver.  The  collected  material  is  deposited  in 
isolated  positions  in  the  respective  parishes,  and  is. after- 
wards applied  to  the  land.

In  addition  to  the  work  already  enumerated,  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  41  drainage 
defects  were  remedied  during  the  year,  all  involving  the 
construction  of  new  drainage  systems,  discharging  into 
cesspools. 

The  work  of  emptying  cesspools  was  carried  out  with 
the  four  cesspool  exhausters  belonging  to  the  Council. 
The  contents  of  the  cesspools  are  pumped  into  the  re- 
ceivers, and  deposited  on  land  remote  from  all  dwellings. 
Each  exhauster  is  provided  with  an  apparatus  for  destroy- 
ing the  foul  gases  by  tire  during  the  process  of  emptying 
the  cesspools. 
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As  already  described,  the  collection  of  domestic  refuse, 
and  the  contents  of  pail-closets,  is  carried  out  in  certain 
portions  of  the  District. 

Disinfection  of  premises,  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  was 
carried  out  after  every  case  of  infectious  disease. 

Two  hundred  and  thirteen  inspections  of  the  dairies 
and  cowsheds  in  the  District  were  made  during  the  year, 
resulting  in  the  issue  of  f)7  notices.  All  these  notices  re- 
lated to  the  omission  of  limewashing,  and  necessity  for 
improvement  in  regard  to  general  cleanliness.  All  the 
requirements  were  complied  with. 

The  workshops,  etc.,  were  frequently  visited,  and  the 
matters  dealt  with  are  included  in  the  preceding  tabular 
statement.  A large  amount  of  useful  work  was  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year.

During  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  Bridge  Jfural  District  was  230,  of  which  15  (or 
0.52  per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  255, 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the 
incidence  of  deaths  in  public  institutions  in  the  District) 
numbered  125. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  10,324,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  22.28  per  thousand ; while  the  total  death- 
rate  stood  at  24.70,  and  the  net  death-rate  at  12.11,  per 
thousand  living. 

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  4 were  due  to  whooping- 
cough,  6 influenza,  4 diarrhoea,  1 enteritis,  1 gastritis, 
12  phthisis,  1 intestinal  tuberculosis,  1 tubercular  men- 
ingitis, 1 tubercular  osteitis,  13  cancer,  10  bronchitis, 
6 pneumonia,  1 atelectasis,  1 bronchial  catarrh,  1 growth 
in  lung,  3 premature  birth,  1 parturition,  15  heart  dis- 
ease, 3 heart  failure,  3 accident,  1 suicide,  5 infantile 
debility  and  marasmus,  2 infantile  convulsions,  1 arterio- 
sclerosis, 1 acute  tonsillitis,  1 exophthalmic  goitre,  2 
strangulated  hernia,  1 diabetes,  1 pernicious  anaemia,  2 
chronic  nephritis,  1 pyonephrosis,  4 apoplexy  1 cerebral 
tumour,  1 epilepsy,  1 general  paralysis  of  insane,  and 
12  to  senile  decay. 

The  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  was 
equal  to  0.77  per  thousand  of  the  population ; but  no 
deaths  from  notifiable  diseases  were  registered. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows  : — At  under  one  year  of  age,  21  died  ; at  one  and 
under  five,  6;  at  five  and  under  fifteen,  2;  at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-five,  2;  at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty -five, 
37  ; and  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards,  57  died. 

Infantile  mortality  was  equal  to  91.30  per  thousand 
births  registered  during  the  year,

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889, 
20  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  8 of  which  were  re- 
ferred to  diphtheria,  6 scarlet  fever,  4 enteric  fever,  and 
2 to  erysipelas. 

The  general  and  epidemic  death-rates  corresponded 
very  closely  with  the  figures  for  rural  England  and 
Wales*  while  the  rate  of  infantile  mortality  was  nearly 
five  per  thousand  births  less. 

In  estimating  the  population  as  a basis  for  calculating 
the  foregoing  rates,  the  total  population  includes  1,148 
occupants  of  the  Chartham  Lunatic  Asylum  (1,012 
patients,  and  18G  on  the  staff,  etc.)  The  institution  in- 
cludes a majority  of  inmates  not  belonging  to  the  Dis- 
trict, but  sent  therein  for  custody  and  treatment.  If 
the  n umber  of  patients  at  the  Asylum  be  eliminated  from 
the  statistics,  then  the  net  death-rate  for  the  District 
would  be  13.42,  instead  of  the  figure  as  stated  in  Table  I. 

'i’he  first  case  of  Diphtheria  in  1910,  was  one  at  “The 
Mint.,’'  Harbledown,  notified  on  the  5tli  March.  The  case 
was  that  of  a child,  aged  five  years,  attending  Harbledown 
school.  The  patient  had  not  only  been  ill  for  a fortnight 
before  report,  but  her  illness  had  been  preceded  by  a bad 
case  of  sore  throat  in  the  same  family.  Two  other  cases 
subsequently  occurred  at  “ The  Mint,”  the  first  of  these 
being  discovered  when  in  a convalescent,  but  still  infec- 
tious condition,  as  shown  by  the  appearance  of  the  con- 
tact case  which  followed  in  the  same  locality. 

The  fourth  case  occurred  at  the  Workhouse,  and  the 
only  history  as  to  the  origin,  was  that  the  disease  might 
have  been  contracted  from  exposure  to  some  unrevealed 
source  while  out  for  a day’s  visit. 

Of  the  remaining  cases,  one  occurred  at  Kingstone, 
two  at  Barham,  and  one  at  Bekesbourne.  In  two  of 
these  instances,  the  disease  was  attributable  to  the  in- 
sanitary conditions  discovered  at  the  premises  where  the 
cases  arose;  while  the  third  case  was  due  to  contact  with 
one  of  these  patients.  The  last  case  reported  during  the 
year  occurred  after  the  sufferer  had  received  a visit  from 
a friend,  who  was  suffering  from  what  was  thought  to 
be  nasal  catarrh. 

Two  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  occurred  at  Little- 
bourne,  two  at  Bridge,  one  at  Kingstone,  and  one  at 
Bekesbourne. 

The  only  source,  after  other  possible  avenues  of  in- 
fection had  been  eliminated,  pointed  to  school  influence 
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as  the  active  agent  in  the  transmission  of  the  Fever,  es- 
pecially as  cases  of  sore  throats,  complicated  with  in- 
fluenza, had  occurred  among  the  scholars  attending  the 
suspected  schools.  As  the  classical  symptoms  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  not  present  in  the  cases  of  sore  throat  re- 
ferred to,  a positive  diagnosis  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  diffi- 
cult to  establish. 

In  respect  to  the  four  cases  of  Fnteric  Fever,  one,  at 
the  Asylum,  was  reported  to  be  of  a doubtful  nature,  and 
the  subsequent  result  of  Widal’s  test  was  negative  in 
character. 

In  the  remaining  three  instances,  there  was  a history  of 
shell-fish  acting  as  vehicles  of  the  Fever.  In  one  case, 
oysters  had  been  eaten,  and  formed  the  only  source  that 
could  be  traced ; while,  in  the  remaining  two  instances, 
the  fact  of  the  consumption  of  cockles  being  the  cause  of 
the  malady  admitted  of  little  doubt. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1908,  two  notifications  were  received  during  the  year,  as 
follows

One  of  these  cases  was  reported  from  the  Workhouse, 
where  the  patient  had  been  sent  in  from  Littlebourne, 
while  the  other  sufferer  was  residing  at  Fordwich. 

The  question  of  the  treatment  of  consumptive  cases 
has  been  under  consideration,  hut,  as  the  demand  for 
special  accommodation  has  not  been  of  a pressing  nature, 
the  matter  has  been  allowed  to  stand  over  for  further 
inquiry  and  debate. 

Cautionary  handbills  were  left  at  the  houses  of  con- 
sumptive patients  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and,  where 
possible,  disinfection  of  premises  vacated  by  sufferers, 
by  death  or  otherwise,  was  carried  out. 

On  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Board 
issued  the  “ Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910,”  empowering  District  Councils  to  obtain 
supplies  of  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to  poor  persons 
for  both  curative  and  prophylactic  purposes.  The  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made  recommendation 
to  the  Council,  (a)  that  the  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers 
should  be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply  when  necessary, 
(b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  immediately  in  every  case  where  the  Anti- 
toxin is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or  prophylactic

purposes,  and  (c)  that  the  Council  should  authorise  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  himself  to  obtain,  at  his  dis- 
cretion, a supply  for  use  in  accordance  with  the  Order. 

The  Council  agreed  to  these  recommendations,  a;> 
arranged  for  the  serum  to  be  obtained  from  the  Clinical 
Research  Association. 

Removal  to  the  isolation  hospital  was  effected  in  every 
case  <jf  scarlet  fever,  and  six  of  the  diphtheria  cases, 
and  two  of  the  enteric  fever  patients,  were  also  segre- 
gated in  this  manner. 

Report  was  made  to  the  Council  concerning  nuisance 
arising  from  the  overflow  of  a cesspool,  irregularity  of 
surface  and  lack  of  drainage  in  respect  to  the  yard,  and 
accumulation  of  refuse,  at  premises  occupied-  by  a baker's 
manager  at  Rattington  Street,  Chartliam. 

Report  was  also  made  in  respect  to  nuisance  arising 
from  a pond  at  h’brdwich,  which  had  an  outfall  into  the 
river  Stour,  and  recommendation  was  made  that  the 
pond  in  question  should  be  filled  up. 

After  occurrence  of  sore  throats  of  a diphtheritic  char- 
acter in  a family  living  at  Milton  Chapel,  report  was 
made  to  the  Council  in  regard  to  the  defective  drainage 
arrangements  and  damp  condition  of  the  house  where 
the  cases  arose. 

In  addition,  on  making  inquiry  concerning  a case  of 
diphtheria  at  Derringstoue,  Barham,  it  was  found  that, 
at  the  premises  where  the  case  occurred,  there  existed  a 
filthy  cesspit,  common  to  three  privy-vaults  of  the  most 
obnoxious  type,  and  recommendation  was  made  to  tin* 
Council  that  these  arrangements  should  be  abolished,  and 
pail-closets  substituted . 

After  report,  these  matters  were  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  carry  out  the  directions-  of 
the  Council. 

In  regard  to  the  inquiry  at  Derringstoue,  however, 
it  may  be  mentioned  1 h at  this  place,  in  accordance  with 
the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1010, 
was  specified  to  the  Council  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  as  being  a portion  of  Barham,  tfie  early  inspec- 
tion of  the  houses  in  which  portion  should  be  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

The  additional  works  of  sewerage  for  the  parish  of 
Harbledown  have  proved  a costly  and  difficult  under- 
taking, involving  delay  and  litigation. 

The  cost  of  the  first  scheme  carried  out  for  draining 
part  of  Harbledown  amounted  to  £5,380,  and  only  a 
small  portion  of  the  parish  was  benefited  thereby.  Sub- 
sequently, the  Directors  of  the  Wesleyan  College,  situ- 
ated at  the  eastern  edge  of  the  parish,  beyond  llough 
Common,  demanded,  as  a necessity,  the  right  to  have 
their  drains  connected  with  the  sewerage  system,  and 
the  works  which  have  been  carried  out  for  this  purpose 
have  involved  a further  outlay  of  £2,551. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  parish  now  have,  on  account  of 
the  sewerage  works  which  have  been  executed,  to  pay 
a special  rate  of  Is.  8d.  in  the  pound. 

The  experience  in  connection  with  this  parish  has  been 
such  that  ihe  Council  hesitate  to  proceed  with  works  of 
sewerage  at  Barham,  Bridge,  Littlebourne,  Ickham  and 
Wickham,  places  the  Council  have  frequently  had  in 
view  as  localities,  whose  sanitary  condition  would  be 
much  improved  by  some  well-designed  sewerage  system. 

The  following  statement  deals  with  the  nine  houses  re- 
ported to  the  Council  during  the  year  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  under  section  17  of  the  Housing,

r . After  the  llegulations  referred  to  in  the  margin  were 
issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  was  designated  by  the  Council  as  the  Officer 
(acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health)  to  make  systematic  inspection,  and  keep  records 
of  the  work  performed.  The  following  statement  shows 
a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  after  the  appointment 
of  tins  Officer  (exclusive  of  the  premises  referred  to 
above)  : —

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  about 
1,300  houses  in  the  District  within  the  limits  of  the 
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rental  specified  in  section  14  of  tlie  Housing,  Town- 
Planning,  etc.,  Act  (i.e.,  not  exceeding  ,£1G  per  annum). 

Five  samples  of  water  were  analysed  during  the  year, 
one  of  which  was  found  to  he  so  polluted  as  to  be  unsafe 
for  drinking  purposes. 

The  number  of  houses  supplied  with  water  from  the 
mains  of  the  three  public  sources  of  supply  which  are 
available  in  the  District  (the  Canterbury  and  East  Kent 
Waterworks  Companies,  and  the  Margate  supply)  con- 
tinues to  increase. 

During  investigation  concerning  an  outbreak  of  in- 
fectious disease,  the  attention  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  directed  to  some  cottages,  situated  on  either 
side  of  Gutter  Street,  Wickham breaux,  which  are  pro- 
vided with  shallow  wells,  from  which  the  inhabitants  are 
supposed  to  obtain  their  drinking  water.  In  most  in- 
stances the  wells  were  found  to  be  in  anything  but  a 
satisfactory  condition,  being  very  shallow,  and  possess- 
ing no  covers.  The  householders  rarely  use  the  wells, 
relying  upon  water  obtained  from  their  neighbours’ 
houses,  some  of  which  are  connected  with  the  public 
water-supply  from  the  Margate  mains.  Recommenda- 
tion was  made  to  the  Council  that  all  these  cottages 
should  be  provided  with  a proper  and  sufficient  water 
supply  by  connection  with  the  Margate  water-main, 
which  passes  down  the  street  in  question. 

The  hop-pickers’  huts  were  visited  during  the  season, 
and  were  found  generally  to  be  maintained  in  accord- 
ance with  the  bye-laws. 

The  dairy-farms  in  the  District  were  kept  under  care- 
ful supervision  during  the  year,  any  unsatisfactory  con- 
ditions observed  being  dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector, who  lias  paid  special  attention  to  the  paving  and 
lighting  of  the  cowsheds. 

There  are  now  38  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  on 
the  Council’s  register,  and  the  Inspector  states  that 
there  are  between  400  and  450  cows  now  in  the  District. 

No  cases  of  Tuberculosis  amongst  animals  came  under 
observation  during  the  year.  As  far  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained, the  tuberculin  test  was  not  applied  by  the  owners 
of  any  cows  in  the  District  during  1910. 

No  samples  of  milk  were  collected  by  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector for  either  bacteriological  or  chemical  examina- 
tion.

lilt*  ten  slaughter-houses  in  t lie  District  were  regularly 
visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  on  some  occasions 
during  the  time  killing  was  in  progress.  No  carcases 
of  diseased  animals  were  discovered. 

L lie  adoptive  Acts  which  are  in  force  in  the  Bridge 
Ilural  District  are  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention) 
Act,  1890,  and  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1890. 

I he  Council  have  taken  no  action  in  regard  to  the 
adoption  of  any  parts  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amend- 
ment Act,  1907. 

1 lie  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  now 
approximately  500  water-closets,  750  earth  and  pail- 
closets*  , and  from  300  to  400  privy-vaults  in  the  District. 
Scavengers  for  the  removal  of  excremental  matter  are 
appointed  yearly  in  the  parishes  of  Parham,  Bridge, 
Chartham,  Ickhani,  l'ordwich,  Harbledown,  Littlebourne 
and  Petliam.

In  addition  to  the  work  already  described,  it  appears 
from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  that  597  primary 
visits  to  various  premises  were  made  during  the  year, 
followed  by  201  secondary  visits  after  the  issue  of  notices 
to  remedy  different  conditions  observed.  One  hundred 
and  one  notices  to  abate  nuisances  were  issued,  15  privy- 
vaults  were  converted  into  pail  closets,  and  3 into  water- 
closets.  Two  cases  of  overcrowding  were  abated,  and 
4 dirty  houses  dealt  with. 

Thirty-one  visits  were  paid  to  the  ten  slaughter-houses 
in  the  District,  and  the  thirty-eight  dairies,  cowsheds, 
etc.,  were  visited  on  127  occasions.  In  addition,  the 
knacker’s  yard  and  hop-pickers’  huts  were  periodically 
visited. 


A great  amount  of  time  and  labour  was  involved  in 
dealing  with  1 lie  various  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease, 
in  regard  to  disinfection  of  premises,  clothing,  etc.,  and 
supervision  of  the  patients’  removal  to  hospital.

During  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  liroadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District  was 
121,  of  which  4 (or  3.30  per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  86, 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the  in- 
cidence of  deaths  in  public  institutions  within  and  with- 
out the  District)  numbered  90. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  7,862,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  15.39  per  thousand;  while  the  total  death- 
rate  stood  at  10.94,  and  the  net  death-rate  at  11.45,  per 
thousand  living. 

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  1 was  due  to  whoop- 
ing cough,  2 diphtheria,  1 typhus  fever,  1 diarrhoea,  4 
phthisis,  1 tubercular  peritonitis,  3 tubercular  meningi- 
tis, 12  cancer,  4 bronchitis,  5 pneumonia,  1 pleurisy,  1 
asthma,  1 pulmonary  embolism,  1 alcoholism,  2 pre- 
mature birth,  2 parturition,  15  heart  disease,  4 heart 
failure,  1 popliteal  aneurism,  1 exophthalmic  goitre,  1 
“found  drowned,”  1 infantile  debility,  1 want  of  breast 
milk,  1 otitis  media,  1 lymphadenoma,  1 gastric  ulcera- 
tion, 1 chronic  pancreatitis,  1 gall  stones,  1 chronic 
nephritis,  1 intestinal  obstruction,  4 cerebral  haemorr- 
hage, 1 congestion  of  brain,  1 epilepsy,  1 spastic  paraly- 
sis, 1 cerebral  meningitis,  and  9 to  senile  decay. 

The  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  was 
equal  to  0.63,  and  that  from  the  notifiable  class  of  dis- 
eases to  0.38,  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows: — At  under  one  year  of  age,  6 died;  at  one  and 
under  five,  4;  at  five  and  under  fifteen,  5;  at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-five,  2;  at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty-five, 
35;  and  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards,  38  died.

Infantile  mortality  was  equal  to  49.59  per  thousand 
births  registered  during  the  year. 

I lie  general  death-rate  was  low,  and  the  rate  of  in- 
fantile mortality  in  proportion  to  registered  births  was 
a lecord  one.  thus,  as  infantile  mortality  is  often  con- 
sidered a true  index  of  the  salubrity  of'  a locality,  Broad- 
stairs  stands  out  in  bold  relief,  for  the  average  propor- 
tion ol  deaths  at  under  one  year  of  age  to  registered 
births  during  the  last  ten  years  has  only  reached  78.5 
per  thousand.  It  is,  therefore,  not  surprising  that  this 
seaside  resort  is  selected  for  first-class  schools  and  con- 
valescent homes. 

g lider  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889, 
2->  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  10  of  which  were  re- 
ferred to  diphtheria,  7 scarlet  fever,  5 erysipelas,  and  1 
to  enteric  fever. 

Of  the  ten  cases  of  Diphtheria,  two  occurred  at  the 
Yarrow  Convalescent  Home,  one  of  the  patients  being 
ill  on  the  day  of  arrival.  Another  occurred  at  “Wood- 
stock"  (convalescent  home),  and  one  at  the  St.  Mary’s 
Home.  These  four  cases  Tiad  no  association  with  each 
other.  They  appeared  at  dates  wide  apart,  and  could 
only  he  assigned  to  some  unrevealed  “carriers.” 

The  six  remaining  instances  arose  in  different  house- 
holds in  the  town.  Two  of  the  sufferers  were  visitors 
who  were  found  to  be  ill  on  arrival,  and  were,  there- 
fore, clearly  imported  cases.  One  was  due  to  contact 
with  a non-reported  case  attributable  to  exposure  to  un- 
satisfactory drainage  arrangements;  while  the  remain- 
ing three  instances  were  directly  due  to  exposure  to  the 
fumes  of  sewer  gas,  emitted  from  faulty  drains. 

Of  the  seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  occurred  at 
the  Yarrow  Home,  but  the  source  was  not  definitely  dis- 
covered, although  visitors  to  the  Home  were  suspected 
to  have  introduced  the  specific  virus.  The  six  other 
cases  arose  in  the  months  of  July  and  August,  when  tin* 
largest  influx  of  summer  visitors  takes  place.  In  the 
first  of  this  series,  the  patient  was  taken  ill  on  arrival 
home  from  a visit  to  London,  and  the  second  case  was 
due  to  contact  with  this  sufferer.  In  the  third  instance, 
the  patient  was  a visitor  who  was  taken  ill  soon  after 
arrival  at  Broadstairs,  and  the  remaining  three  instances 
occurred  at  a boarding-house,  the  disease  being  con- 
tracted from  a convalescent  visitor,  who  arrived  whilst 
in  an  infectious  condition. 
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The  single  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  due  to  exposure 
to  drainage  arrangements  of  a very  defective  character. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1908,  three  notifications  were  received  during  the  year, 
all  being  reported  under  Form  B. 

In  the  first  case — “ A.J.,”  a male,  aged  50  — the 
patient  was  a boatman,  whose  father  and  brother  both 
suffered  from  the  malady.  This  case  terminated  fatally. 

The  second  patient — “M.B.,”  a female,  aged  31 — had 
only  resided  at  Broadstairs  for  a few  months.  The 
sufferer  succumbed  to  the  malady,  which  developed  after 
an  attack  of  pleurisy,  from  which  deceased  had  suffered 
a year  prior  to  her  death. 

In  the  third  case — “A.P.,”  a male,  aged  35 — the 
patient  had'  been  ill  for  about  six  years.  He  was  for- 
merly a railway  porter,  and  the  malady  developed  sub- 
sequently to  his  contracting  a severe  chill.  For  some 
months  he  was  an  inmate  of  St.  Catherine’s  Hospital, 
Ramsgate.  No  family  history  of  consumption  could  be 
elicited.  The  patient  was  able  to  follow  some  light 
occupation  in  the  summer  months. 

Cautionary  handbills  were  left  at  the  houses  of  con- 
sumptive patients,  and,  where  possible,  disinfection  of 
premises  vacated  by  sufferers,  by  death  or  otherwise, 
was  carried  out. 

Where  necessary,  pocket  spittoons  were  also  supplied 
to  the  sufferers  at  the  cost  of  the  Council. 

On  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Board 
issued  the  “Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910,”  empowering.  District  Councils  to  obtain 
supplies  of  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to  poor  persons 
for  both  curative  and  prophylactic  purposes.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Council,  (a)  that  the  Poor  Law  Medical  Offi- 
cers should  be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply  when  neces- 
sary, (b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  immediately  in  every  case  where  the 
Anti-toxin  is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or  prophy- 
lactic purposes,  and  (c)  that  the  Council  should  autho- 
rise the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  himself  to  obtain,  at 
his  discretion,  a supply  for  use  in  accordance  with  the 
Order. 

No  decision,  however,  has  yet  been  arrived  at  by  the 
District  Council,  who  still  have  this  matter  under  con- 
sideration.

Seven  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria,  all  the  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  and  the  single  case  of  enteric  fever,  were 
removed  to  the  Isle  of  Tlianet  Joint  Isolation  Hospital 
for  treatment,  and  disinfection  at  the  premises  where 
t he  cases  occurred  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

At  the  instance  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  a 
report  was  made  to  the  District  Council  on  the  18th 
August,  concerning  a case  of  Typhus  Fever,  which  was 
admitted  to  the  Isle  of  Tlianet  Union  Workhouse  from 
Broadstairs.  The  sufferer,  who  unfortunately  died  in 
the  Workhouse,  was  a visitor  to  Broadstairs  from  Brad- 
ford. The  malady  was  undoubtedly  contracted  before 
the  patient  s arrival  at  Broadstairs,  but,  on  inquiry,  no 
information  could  be  obtained  as  to  the  existence  of 
Typhus  Fever  at  Bradford,  although,  almost  immediately 
before  his  leaving  that  place,  there  had  been  a good 
many  cases  of  Enteric  Fever. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  resort  to  closure  in 
regard  to  any  of  the  schools  in  Broadstairs  during  the 
year. 

The  District  has  the  advantage  of  a water-carriage 
system  of  sewerage,  with  an  outfall  discharging  into  the 
sea  at  the  northern  end  of  the  town.  Thirty  additional 
premises  were  connected  with  the  main  sewers  during 
the  year. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  .still 
nine  privy-vaults  remaining  in  outlying  portions  of  the 
District.  The  contents  of  these  are  removed  at  least 
once  a week. 

The  inhabitants  are  required  to  provide  covered  gal- 
van  ized-iron  receptacles  for  the  storage  of  house-refuse, 
the  contents  being  collected  daily  by  the  Council  s own 
carts.  The  refuse  is  conveyed  to  land,  within  the  Dis- 
trict, hired  from  a farmer,  who  disposes  of  the  material 
for  agricultural  and  brick-making  purposes. 

The  following  statement  deals  with  the  two  houses 
reported  to  the  Council  during  the  year  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  under  section  17  of  the  Housing, 
Town-Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909,  as  being  unfit  for  human

Government  Board,  the  Sanitarv  MlSPector  'yas>  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  design -<e.d  by  tbe  Couneil  as  tlie 
Officer  (acting-  under  the  Affection  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health)  to^make  w stematic  inspection,  and  keep  re- 
cords of  the  work  performed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  regular 
procedure  under  the  Regulations  will  be  carried  out 
during  1911. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  about 
GOO  houses  in  the  District  within  the  limits  of  the  rental 
specified  in  section  14  of  the  Housing,  Town-Planning, 
etc.,  Act  (i.e.,  not  exceeding  TIG  per  annum).  Of 
these,  he  states  that  twenty-nine  are  back-to-back  houses. 

The  District's  water-supply  is  obtained  from  the  Coun- 
cil's own  works  at  Rumfields,  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet 
Rural  District,  augmented  by  a supply  from  the  Margate 
works. 

Five  samples  of  the  Rumfields  supply  were  examined 
by  the  public  analyst  during  the  year,  by  direction  of 
the  Council,  the  report  in  each  case  showing  the  water 
to  be  pure  in  character. 

The  premises  of  the  cowkeepers  in  the  District  were 
kept  under  careful  supervision  during  the  year.  In  two 
cases,  after  notice,  improvement  was  effected  in  regard 
to  general  cleanliness.  The  Inspector  reports  that  con- 
siderable care  is  exercised  by  some  of  the  cowkeepers,  in 
respect  to  the  grooming  of  the  cows,  the  washing  of 
teats  and  udders  before  milking,  and  the  personal  clean- 
liness of  the  milkers. 

In  one  case,  where,  during  the  preceding  year,  the 
cows  were  found  to  be  overcrowded,  the  action  of  the 
Inspector  has  resulted  in  the  dairyman  securing  more 
suitable  premises  in  the  adjoining  district. 

The  milkshops  have  also  received  regular  attention, 
and  have  been  found  to  be  maintained  in  a cleanly  con- 
dition.

Iii  addition  to  the  work  already  described,  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  1,339  in- 
spections of  houses  were  made  during  the  year,  notices 
being  issued  in  all  cases  where  defects  were  discovered. 
Forty-four  informal  notices  were  issued  during  the  year, 
together  with  eight  statutory  notices,  while  two  hundred 
and  thirteen  letters  relating  to  sanitary  matters  were 
written.  Ten  complaints  from  inhabitants  were  receiv- 
ed and  dealt  with. 


The  abatement  of  the  various  nuisances,  etc.,  which 
came  under  observation  during  the  year,  involved  the 
following  works: — The  construction  or  reconstruction  of 
drainage  in  respect  to  34  premises;  the  provision  of  29 
new  w.c.'s  ; the  provision  of  new  w.c.  flushing  apparatus  in 
15  cases,  and  the  repair  of  existing  apparatus  in  14  in- 
stances; the  abolition  of  2 cesspools  and  1 privy -vault.; 
the  provision  of  23  new  sinks;  the  substitution  of  stone- 
ware gully-traps  for  defective  traps  in  7 cases ; the  dis- 
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connection  from  tlie  drain  of  5 rain-water  pipes;  the 
cleansing  of  7 drains;  the  repair,  ventilation,  etc.,  of 
drains  in  32  cases;  the  provision  of  traps  for  waste-pipes 
in  36  instances;  the  repair  of  23  yard  surfaces;  the  re- 
pair of  roofs  or  guttering  in  17  cases ; the  provision  of 
proper  water-supplies  in  5 instances ; the  repairs  of  walls, 
plaster,  floors,  or  ceilings  of  7 premises;  the  cleansing 
and  purifying  of  4 dwellings;  the  cleansing  and  lime- 
washing of  4 workshops  and  4 stables;  the  paving  and 
draining  of  3 stables ; and  the  removal  of  7 offensive 
accumulations. 

The  Inspector  also  supervised  the  connection  of  thirty 
premises  with  the  main  sewers  during  the  year,  the  new 
drains  being  thoroughly  tested  under  his  direction. 

Thirty-nine  inspections  of  the  twenty-seven  dairies, 
cowsheds  and  milkshops  on  the  Council's  register  were 
made  during  the  year ; while  the  six  slaughter-houses  in 
the  District  were  visited  on  one  hundred  and  fifty-six 
occasions. 

The  different  outbreaks  of  infectious  sickness  involved 
the  disinfection  of  forty-two  rooms,  while  the  steam- 
disinfector  was  brought  into  use  on  thirty-eight  occa- 
sions, dealing  with  1,391  articles  of  bedding,  clothing, 
etc. 

Eighteen  samples  of  milk,  three  of  butter,  and  three 
of  lard  were  purchased  for  analysis  during  the  year. 
Two  of  the  milk  samples  were  found  to  be  slightly 
fic-ient  in  fatty  solids,  and  the  Clerk  was  directed  by  the 
Council  to  forward  a cautionary  letter  to  each  vendor. 

One  sample  of  so-called  lard  was  found  to  consist 
wholly  of  cocoa-nut  oil,  and  proceedings  were  instituted 
by  the  Council,  when  a tine  of  £25  and  costs  was  in- 
flicted. The  offender,  however,  carried  an  appeal  to 
Quarter  Sessions,  when  the  conviction  was  quashed. 

All  the  remaining  samples  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

The  fish-hawkers’  barrows,  fishmongers’,  greengrocers’ 
and  butchers’  shops  were  kept  under  observation.  It 
was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
in  any  case,  but  quantities  of  plums,  twenty-five  pots  of 
shrimp  paste,  one  carcase  of  a sheep,  and  the  liver  and 
spleen  of  a heifer,  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  and  were  destroyed,  with  the  owners’  con- 
sent.

During"  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  Cheriton  Urban  District  was  252,  of  which  2 (or 
0.79  per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  04, 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the  in- 
cidence of  deaths  of  “residents”  in  public  institutions 
beyond  the  District)  numbered  00. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  9,932,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  25.37  per  thousand;  while  the  total  death- 
rate  stood  at  0.44,  and  the  net  death-rate  at  0.G4,  per 
thousand  living. 

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  4 were  due  to  whooping 
cough,  1 diphtheria,  2 influenza,  1 enteritis,  1 gastritis, 
4 phthisis,  1 general  tuberculosis,  1 tubercular  meningi- 
tis, 7 cancer,  4 bronchitis,  3 pneumonia,  2 atelectasis, 
2 cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  4 premature  birth,  1 parturition, 
11  heart  disease,  1 accident,  1 suicide,  1 heart  failure 
while  under  an  anaesthetic,  2 infantile  convulsions,  1 per- 
sistent foramen  ovale,  1 cerebral  haemorrhage,  1 
epilepsy,  1 pernicious  antenna,  1 gastric  ulceration,  1 
colitis,  1 abscess  of  liver,  1 cellulitis  of  arm,  2 chronic 
nephritis,  and  2 to  senile  decay. 

The  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  was 
equal  to  0.50,  and  that  from  the  notifiable  class  of  dis- 
eases to  0.10,  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows  : — At  under  one  year  of  age,  18  died;  at  one  and 
under  five,  0;  at  five  and  under  fifteen,  2;  at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-five,  0;  at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty-five, 
25;  and  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards,  9 died. 

Infantile  mortality  was  equal  to  71.43  per  thousand 
births  registered  during  the  year.

1 lie  general  death-rate  for  the  year  was  an  extreme!  v 
one  and  the  rate  of  infantile  mortality  exhibited  a 
satisfactory  record  and  compared  very  favourably  with 
that  for  the  preceding  year.  The  chief  epidemic  death- 
iate  was  due  mainly  to  whooping-cough,  a non-notifiable 
malady. 


I able  A . contains  the  actual  registered  causes  of  in- 
fantile mortality  during  1910,  and  from  this  it  will  be 
observed  that  there  was  an  absolute  freedom  from 
diarrhoea,  wliicli  formed  the  infant  destroyer  in  1909.

! rider  the  jnfectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889, 
8 cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  4 of  which  were  re- 
ferred to  scarlet  fever,  3 diphtheria,  and  1 to  erysipelas. 


•w/l  * ?ase  of  Scarlet  Feve1'  was  reported  on  the 
-fifth  May,  when  in  the  convalescent  stage  of  the  malady, 
the  sufferer  being  a child  who  was  attending  Sunday  and 
day  schools  at  the  time  of  attack.  No  known  cases 
however,  had  occurred  among  the  scholars.  A few  days 
previous  to  the  onset  of  the  Fever,  one  of  the  house- 
drams  at  the  patient’s  residence  had  been  blocked. 


Ihe  next  two  cases  were  reported  in  October,  the 
patients  being  children,  aged  six  and  eight  respectively, 
they  attended  the  same  school,  and  one  was  in  the 
desquamating  stage  during  attendance.  The  infection 
in  both  instances  was  probably  derived  from  some  un- 
suspected scholar. 


The  last  case,  reported  on  the  19th  December,  occurred 
m a house  where  the  disease  had  existed  in  the  previous 
year.  Prior  to  the  last  outbreak,  the  drains  at  this 
house  had  been  frequently  blocked,  and  there  may  have 
been  some  resuscitation  of  the  virus  retained  in  the  de- 
fective house-drains. _ This,  at  any  rate,  was  the  chief 
point  of  interest  elicited  during  investigation. 


4 he  three  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported,  respec- 
tively,  on  the  8th  May.  and  the  91st  and  97th  October 
In  the  first  instance,  the  sufferer  was  a yomm  child, 
whose  mother  had  previously  suffered  from  sore  throa* 
<d  an  undetermined  character,  while  lodgers  in  the  same 
house  were  said  to  have  had  whooping-cough  and 
measles.  No  history  of  exposure  to  any  previous  case 
could  be  traced,  but  the  sanitary  conditions  at  the  house 
invaded  by  the  malady  were  found  to  be  faulty  in  char- 
acter. 
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In  the  other  two  instances,  both  patients  were  scholars 
attending  All  Souls’  School,  and,  in  addition  to  contact 
with  each  other,  had  also  been  in  contact  with  cases  of 
sore  throat  at  the  school. 

Two  of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  the 
hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment,  but  the  other  two 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  and  the  three  diphtheria  patients, 
were  treated  at  their  homes,  where  segregation  was 
adopted,  and  supervision  exercised. 

In  the  absence  of  a steam  disinfecting-apparatus,  de- 
struction by  fire  of  infected  articles  was  resorted  to  where 
disinfection  could  not  otherwise  be  satisfactorily  carried 
out. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1908,  no  notifications  were  received,  but  information 
was  given  by  officers  of  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps 
in  respect  to  three  soldiers  in  the  District  who  were 
suffering  from  pulmonary  consumption. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  a supply  of  cautionary 
handbills  for  distribution  at  the  houses  of  any  consump- 
tive cases  which  come  under  observation;  and,  where 
necessary,  pocket  spittoons  are,  at  the  cost  of  the  Coun- 
cil, available  for  supply  to  sufferers. 

Disinfection  of  premises  vacate  d by  sufferers,  by 
death  or  otherwise,  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

On  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Board 
issued  the  “ Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910,”  empowering  District  Councils  to  obtain 
supplies  of  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to  poor  persons 
for  both  curative  and  prophylactic  purposes.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Council,  (a)  that  the  Poor  Law  Medical  Offi- 
cers should  be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply  when  neces- 
sary, (b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform*  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  immediately  in  every  case  where  the 
Anti-toxin  is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or  prophy- 
lactic purposes,  and  (c)  that  the  Council  should  autho- 
rise the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  himself  to  obtain,  at 
his  discretion,  a supply  for  use  in  accordance  with  the 
Order. 

The  Council  agreed  to  these  recommendations,  and 
arranged  for  a chemist  in  Folkestone  (Mr.  Stainer),  to 
supply  the  serum  when  required. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  resort  to  closure  of  ai\y 
of  the  schools  in  Cheriton  during  the  year.

A complete  water-carriage  system  of  sewerage  exists 
throughout  the  District,  the  majority  of  the  sewage 
being  discharged  into  the  system  of  the  adjoining  town 
of  iolkestone  on  the  one  side,  while  a small  portion  is 
received  by  the  system  of  the  Borough  of  Hythe,  on  the 
other  side  of  the  District. 

There  are  no  privies,  earth  or  pail-closets  in  the  Dis- 
trict, water-closets,  connected  with  the.  public  sewers, 
being  the  only  type  of  sanitary  convenience  in  use. 

There  are  1,075  water-closets  in  the  District,  irrespec- 
tive of  those  at  the  Shorncliffe  Camp  and  War  Depart- 
ment buildings.  The  only  type  allowed  to  be  erected,  is 
the  straight-back,  wash-down  pan,  with  water-waste- 
preventer  cistern  of  a capacity  of  at  least  two  gallons. 

The  house-refuse  is  collected  by  a contractor,  and  de- 
posited at  the  Cheriton  brickfields,  where  it  is  utilized 
for  brick-making  purposes,  etc.  Each  house  is  provided 
with  a sanitary  dust-bin,  the  contents  of  which  are  col- 
lected weekly,  while  those  at  schools  and  large  premises 
are  emptied  twice  weekly.  The  Shorncliffe  Camp  dust- 
bins are  emptied  daily.  The  arrangement  has  worked 
satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  no  nuisance  has 
arisen  at  the  depot. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  make  re- 
presentations to  the  Council  under  these  Acts  in  respect 
to  any  premises  in  the  District. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  designated  by  the 
Council  as  the  Officer  (acting  under  the  direction  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health),  to  make  systematic  inspec- 
tion, and  keep  records  of  the  work  performed,  under 
the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910. 

The  following  statement  shows  a summary  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  this  Officer  during  the  year : —

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  now  870 
dwelling-houses  in  the  District,  irrespective  of  the  Camp 
and  War  Department  buildings.  Eleven  new  houses 
were  erected  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year.  The 
Inspector  also  states  that  there  are  544  houses  in  the 
District  within  the  limits  of  the  rental  specified  in  sec- 
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tion  14  of  the  Housing,  Town-Plannng,  etc.,  Act  (i.e. , 
not  exceeding  £16  per  annum).  There  are  no  back-to- 
back  houses  or  cellar  dwellings  in  the  District. 

The  District  has  the  advantage  of  an  ample  supply 
of  water,  derived  from  the  mains  of  the  Folkestone 
Water  Company.  All  the  dwelling-houses  in  the  Dis- 
trict are  connected  with  the  public  mains. 

The  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  were  kept  under 
strict  supervision  during  the  year,  and  the  premises 
were  found  to  be  in  a generally  satisfactory  condition. 
There  are  now  eight  of  these  premises  on  the  Council’s 
register.  In  nine  cases  minor  nuisances  were  detected 
and  abated. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  states  that,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  there  were  96  cows  in  the  District,  of  which  63 
were  actually  in  milk. 

Of  the  three  dairy-farmers  in  the  District,  only  one, 
the  largest  owner,  has  his  cows  tested  with  tuberculin. 

No  samples  of  milk  were  collected  by  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector during  the  year  for  either  chemical  or  bacterio- 
logical examination. 

The  three  slaughter-houses  on  the  Council’s  register 
were  regularly  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  on  most 
occasions  during  the  time  killing  was  in  progress.  The 
premises  were  all  found  to  be  maintained  in  a satisfac- 
tory condition.  Notices  served  on  two  of  the  owners  at 
the  end  of  1909  were  satisfactorily  complied  with  during 
the  year  under  review. 

The  entire  carcases  of  eleven  bullocks  and  heifers,  one 
sheep,  and  portions  of  the  carcases  of  thirteen  bullocks, 
sheep  and  pigs  were  condemned  and  destroyed,  consent 
to  this  course  being  voluntarily  given  by  the  owners. 
In  nineteen  of  these  cases  the  meat  was  found  to  be 
tuberculous. 

The  majority  of  this  meat  was  discovered  by  the  mili- 
tary authorities  amongst  that  supplied  for  consumption 
by  the  troops  at  Shorncliffe  Camp.  Where  the  quality 
of  the  meat  at  the  Camp  was  suspected,  the  officer  on 
duty  communicated  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  en- 
listed his  aid  in  the  inspection,  and,  when  necessary,  the 
disposal  of  the  unsound  flesh. 

Although,  legally,  the  Officers  of  the  District  Coun- 
cil have  no  control  in  regard  to  places  under  Govern- 
ment direction,  combined  action  of  the  kind  described

The  only  adoptive  Act  in  force  in  the  Cheriton  Urban 
District  is  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907, 
Parts  II.,  III.,  IV.  (with  the  exception  of  section  G7), 
and  V.  of  which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council.

In  addition  to  tlie  work  alread}-  shown,  it  appears  from 
the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  20  complaints 
from  householders  were  received  and  dealt  with  during 
the  year;  151  inspections  of  dwelling-houses  were  made; 
85  of  factories,  workshops,  etc.  ; 51  of  dairies,  cowsheds 
and  milkshops ; 42  of  fried-fish  shops;  and  18  inspections 
of  schools. 

The  works  involved  in  remedying  the  various  matters 
observed  included  the  cleansing,  ventilation  or  relaying 
of  25  house-drainage  systems;  the  repair,  etc.,  of  9 water- 
closets;  the  lengthening  or  repair  of  10  drain  ventilating 
shafts;  the  removal  of  10  offensive  accumulations;  and 
the  cleansing  of  5 houses.  Twenty-eight  drains  were 
tested  during  the  year. 

At  four  houses  the  drink-water  was  found  to  be  taken 
from  tanks  in  connection  with  w.c.  cisterns,  and,  in  all 
these  cases,  alterations  were  effected,  in  order  that  the 
drinking-supply  should  be  obtained  direct  from  the 
mains.. 


Inspector’s 

Report. 
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The  outbreaks  of  infectious  sickness  involved  a con- 
siderable amount  of  work  in  regard  to  disinfection  of 
premises,  and  disinfection  or  destruction  of  quantities  of 
bedding,  clothing,  etc. 

The  eight  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops  on  the 
Council's  register  were  inspected  on  51  occasions,  nine 
nuisances  being  discovered  and  abated. 

The  three  registered  slaughter-houses  were  visited  10G 
times,  all  the  premises  being  found  to  be  maintained  in 
a satisfactory  condition. 

The  schools  were  regularly  visited,  and  the  sanitary 
arrangements  kept  under  observation. 

The  greengrocers’,  fruiterers’,  fishmongers’,  butchers’ 
and  fried-fish  shops,  and  hawkers’  barrows,  were  kept 
under  supervision,  quantities  of  fruit  and  fish  being  de- 
stroyed, with  the  owners’  consent. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  found  to  be  necessary  dur- 
ing the  year.

During  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  Borough  of  Dover  was  1,005,  of  which  34  (or  3.38 
per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  were  531, 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the  in- 
cidence of  deaths  in  public  institutions  within  and  with- 
out the  Borough),  numbered  526. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  51,746,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  19.42;  while  the  total  death-rate  stood  at 
10.26,  and  the  net  death-rate  at  10.16,  per  thousand 
living.

The  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  was 
equal  to  0.44,  and  that  from  the  notifiable  class  of  dis- 
eases to  0.13,  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows: — At  under  one  year  of  age,  92  died;  at  one  and 
under  five,  37  : at  five  and  under  fifteen,  23  : at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-five,  25 ; at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty- 
five,  1G9;  and  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards,  180  died. 

Infantile  mortality  was  equal  to  91.54  per  thousand 
births  registered  during  the  year. 

The  population  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General's 
method,  upon  file  geometrical  rate  of  increase  of  the 
civil  population  between  the  census  of  1891  and  that  of 
1901.  To  this  estimate  is  added  the  military  population 
in  barracks,  as  obtained  by  inquiry,  year  by  year,  of  the 
military  authorities.  Although  a considerable  number 
of  naval  vessels  were  stationed  at  Dover  at  various  times 
during  the  year,  the  number  of  these  vessels  fluctuated 
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to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  impracticable  to  arrive  at 
any  estimate  in  regard  to  the  population.  Only  two 
deaths,  however,  were  registered  among  sailors  during 
their  stay  at  Dover,  so  the  statistics  are  affected  to  a 
quite  inconsiderable  extent. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889, 
182  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  55  of  which  were 
referred  to  diphtheria,  50  scarlet  fever,  17  erysipelas 
6 enteric  fever,  and  4 to  puerperal  fever. 

Diphtheria  was  again  the  most  prevalent  of  the  noti- 
fiable diseases,  but  the  cases  reported  only  reached  about 
half  the  number  notified  during  the  preceding  year. 
The  greatest  number  of  cases  was  reported  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year,  the  number  in  the  other  three 
quarters  being  about  equal  to  each  other. 

Elementary  school  influence  was  responsible  for  four- 
teen of  the  cases,  three  occuring  among  the  scholars  at 
each  of  the  St.  Mary’s  and  River  Schools,  two  amongst 
those  at  each  of  the  Barton  Road  and  St.  Martin’s  Coun- 
cil Schools,  and  one  among  the  scholars  at  each  of  the 
Christ  Church,  St.  James’,  Buckland,  and  St.  Bartholo- 
mew’s Schools.  In  addition,  three  cases  were  reported 
among  the  scholars  attending  one  of  the  private  schools 
in  the  Borough. 

Twenty-eight  other  cases  were  found  to  be  connected 
with  various  insanitary  conditions,  defective  w.c.  fit- 
tings, improper  flushing  arrangements,  defective  traps, 
and  actual  blockage  of  the  drainage  system,  being  the 
principal  defects  discovered. 

Six  of  these  twenty-eight  cases  formed  part  of  an  out- 
break at  Kearsney  and  River,  due  to  the  insanitary 
surroundings  existing  thereat.  The  contents  of  the 
pail-closets  in  use  at  the  patients’  dwellings  were  found 
to  be  emptied  on  to  a small  piece  of  ground,  which  had 
become  sewage-sick.  In  addition,  the  sink-waste  was 
conveyed  into  a large  cesspool,  formed  by  an  old  well, 
the  ventilation  of  which  was  defective,  thus  giving  rise 
to  offensive  emanations. 

In  consequence  of  an  unsuspected  case  of  nasal  diph- 
theria from  this  neighbourhood  attending  the  River 
Council  School,  considerable  spread  of  the  malady  took 
place  amongst  the  patient’s  fellow  scholars,  and  in. 
neighbouring  families.  On  the  discovery  and  isolation 
of  the  patient  in  question,  the  spread  of  the  disease  was 
at  once  arrested.

Of  the  cases  remaining  to  be  accounted  for,  two  were 
imported  to  the  Borough  from  Cheriton  and  Brighton, 
our  were  doubtful,  the.  diagnosis  not  being  confirmed 
i),V  bacteriological  examination,  and,  in  four  instances 
i li<‘  disease  was  contracted  from  some  undiscovered 
source. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  numbered  one  less  than  those 
reported  in  1909.  Of  the  fifty  cases  notified,  thirty-two 
were  traced  to  elementary  school  influence,  nine  occurr- 
ing among  the  scholars  at  the  St.  Mary’s  Schools,  five 
among  the  pupils  at  each  of  the  St.  Bartholomew’s, 
Buckland,  and  Charlton  Schools,  three  St.  Paul’s,  two 
Trinity,  and  one  amongst  the  scholars  attending  each  of 
the  St.  James’,  St.  Martin’s  and  Belgrave  Boad  Schools. 
In  addition,  three  cases  occurred  in  connection  with  pri- 
vate schools  in  the  Borough,  and  one  amongst  the  pupils 
at  the  County  School. 

Of  the  remainder,  three  cases  were  due  to  contact 
with  previous  sufferers  in  the  same  family,  four  were 
so-called  “ return  cases  ’’ — i.e.,  cases  which  were  due  to 
continued  infectiveness  of  patients  after  discharge  from 
the  Isolation  Hospital;  in  six  instances  the  source  was 
undiscovered,  while  in  one  case  the  diagnosis  was  doubt- 
ful, the  patient  being  discharged  after  a few  days’  de- 
tention at  the  Hospital. 

Six  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  reported  during  the 
year,  the  case-mortality  being  equal  to  IG.G7  per  cent., 
and  the  death-rate  to  0.02  per  thousand  of  the  popula- 
tion. 

Two  cases  were  notified  in  February,  and  one  in  each 
of  the  months  of  March,  June,  July  and  September. 

The  first  case,  notified  in  February,  was  that  of  a ser- 
vant, who  complained  of  indefinite  pains  internally,  but, 
after  being  kept  under  observation  for  some  days,  and 
Widal’s  reaction  test  proving  negative,  she  was  dis- 
charged from  hospital.  The  second  case  in  February 
was  that  of  a pilot,  who  developed  the  Fever  shortly  after 
piloting  a ship,  homeward  bound  from  India,  which  had 
touched  at  Malta  where  Enteric  Fever  was  prevalent. 

Tt  was  thought  that  the  drinking-water  on  board  might 
have  become  contaminated,  and  so  produced  his  attack. 

The  single  case  in  March  was  that  of  a small  boy, 
who,  in  common  with  other  members  of  the  household, 
had  suffered  with  symptoms  resembling  influenza,  the 
typhoidal  condition  developing  later. 
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The  June  case  was  that  of  a child,  living  at  premises 
which  were  in  a generally  damp  condition,  the  drains 
having  overflowed  on  several  occasions.  The  disease 
was  evidently  due  to  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  sur- 
roundings. 

The  case  notified  in  July  was  that  of  a boy — the  son 
of  the  pilot  who  contracted  the  disease  in  February- — 
and  was  either  due  to  the  father  acting  as  a protracted 
“carrier,”  or  to  the  insanitary  conditions  which  were 
discovered  at  the  school  attended  by  the  sufferer.  For- 
tunately, there  was  no  further  spread  of  the  malady  in 
the  family. 

The  last  case,  reported  in  September,  was  that  of  a 
youth,  who  lived  in  close  proximity  to  the  sewage  pump- 
ing station.  The  patient  was  thus  exposed  to  emana- 
tions of  sewer  gas  from  this  source,  while,  in  addition, 
there  was  also  a defectively  placed  drain  ventilating 
shaft. 

Four  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified  during 
the  year.  The  first,  in  March,  was  that  of  a woman  in 
a poor  state  of  health,  who  had  suffered  from  a poisoned 
finger  some  time  before  her  confinement,  and  whose 
system  became  generally  infected  with  the  pus  or- 
ganisms, probably  via  the  uterus.  This  case,  unfor- 
tunately, terminated  fatally. 

In  the  second  case,  reported  in  June,  the  symptoms 
were  mild,  and  no  likely  source  was  discovered. 

The  third  case,  in  July,  occurred  in  the  person  of  a 
woman,  who  was  living  amid  very  insanitary  surround- 
ings. The  fact  that  the  drains  were  blocked,  and  the 
house  kept  in  a generally  filthy  condition,  evidently  led 
to  the  septic  infection  after  confinement. 

The  fourth  instance,  also  in  July,  was  one  of  doubtful 
diagnosis.  A rise  of  temperature  occurred,  but  the 
patient  recovered  in  a few  days. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,

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of  the  disease.  In  a few  of  the  cases  the  hereditary 
element  appeared  to  be  a partial  factor  in  the  origin. 

Cautionary  handbills  have  been  obtained  by  the  Coun- 
cil for  distribution  in  regard  to  known  cases  of  consump- 
tion, and  a supply  of  pocket  spittoons  is  available  for 
issue  to  suitable  cases. 

Disinfection  of  rooms  vacated  by  consumptive  suf- 
ferers, by  death  or  otherwise,  was  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  disinfectants  were  also  supplied 
for  use  at  the  patients’  residences. 

Diphtheria  0"  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Board 
Anti  toxin.  issued  the  “ Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910,”  empowering  District  Councils  to  obtain 
supplies  of  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to  poor  persons 
for  both  curative  and  propl^dactic  purposes.  The  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made  recommendation 
to  the  Council  (a)  that  the  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers 
should  be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply  when  necessary, 
(b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  immediately  in  every  case  where  the  Anti- 
toxin is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or  prophylactic 
purposes,  and  (c)  that  the  Council  should  authorise- the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  himself  to  obtain,  at  his  dis- 
cretion, a supply  for  use  In  accordance  with  the  Order. 

After  consideration,  ho'wever,  the  Council  decided  to 
take  no  action  in  the  matter. 

Action  Taken.  Removal  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  effected  in  re- 
gard to  98  of  the  132  cases  of  infectious  sickness  notified, 
of  which  48  were  cases  of  diphtheria,  48  scarlet  fever, 
and  2 enteric  fever. 

In  connection  with  the  diphtheria  cases,  the  insanitary 
conditions  found  formed  the  subject  of  notice  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  Especially  during  the  outbreak  at 
River,  many  visits  to  the  infected  premises  and  elemen- 
tary schools  were  involved. 

In  addition,  bacteriological  examination  was  resorted 
to  in  regard  to  “suspects,”  and  such  action  led  to  the 
discovery  of  the  previously-mentioned  case  of  nasal  diph- 
theria, which  was  probably  the  cause  of  the  entrance  of 
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the  disease  into  the  Itiver  Council  Schools,  and  its 
spread  in  the  neighbourhood. 


Under  the  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act, 
1907,  1,288  school  children  were  medically  inspected 
during'  1910  (the  third  year  s work),  and  a full  report 
on  this  subject  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  submission 
to  the  Borough  of  Dover  Education  Committee. 

During  the  year,  26  school  class-rooms  were  cleansed 
and  disinfected.

The  Sanitary  Inspector  was,  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
designated  by  the  Council  as  the  Officer  (acting  under 
the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health),  to  make 
systematic  inspection,  and  keep  records  of  the  work  per- 
formed, under  these  Regulations,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
regular  procedure  will  be  carried  on  during  1911. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  at  pre- 
sent about  8,877  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough,  of 
which  about  4,000  are  estimated  as  coming  within  the 
limits  of  the  rental  specified  in  section  14  of  the  Hous- 
ing, Town-Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909  (i.e.,  not  exceeding 
£10  per  annum). 

There  are  no  cellar  dwellings  in  the  Borough,  but  the 
Inspector  states  that  there  are  about  78  houses  which  are 
either  back-to-back,  or,  from  other  causes,  have  no 
through  ventilation.  In  addition  to  these,  six  such 
houses  have  been  discontinued  during  the  year — one  (35, 
Oxenden  Street)  is  now  under  a Closiug  Order,  another 
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(1,  Albion  Place),  has  been  converted  into  a store,  while 
the  remaining'  four  (Nos.  1 to  4,  Dolphin  Court),  have 
been  appropriated  to  form  part  of  a factory. 

Only  one  case  of  overcrowding’  came  under  observa- 
tion during'  the  year,  and  this  was  abated  on  notice  from 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.  It  was  not  found  necessary  for 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  certify  under  section 
91,  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1ST 5. 

For  the  most  part,  the  sewage  of  the  Borough  is 
dealt  with  by  means  of  a water-carriage  system,  the  out- 
fall discharging  into  the  sea  at  the  western  extremity  of 
the  Town. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  states  that  there  are  still  sonv> 
nine  earth-closets,  and  twenty-two  sanitary  pail-closets, 
in  use  in  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough;  while,  in  that 
part  of  the  parish  of  River  at  present  unsewered,  in  most 
cases  water-closets,  discharging  into  cesspools,  are  in 
use. 

In  consequence  of  the  outbreak  of  diphtheria  at  River, 
report  was  made  to  the  Council  by  Hie  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  recommending'  the  extension  ot  the  sewers  to 
those  portions  of  the  parish  within  the  Borough  which 
are  at  present  unsewered.  The  Council,  however,  after 
considering  the  matter,  decided,  for  the  present,  to 
undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  and  the  removal  of 
the  contents  of  pail-closets,  etc.,  in  this  parish,  in  cases 
where  the  occupiers  are  desirous  of  this  course  being 
pursued. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  obtained  sanction  ■ rom 
the  Local  Government  Board  to  a loan  of  £11,000  for 
the  construction  of  additional  sewers  and  surface  water 
drains  in  Folkestone  Road,  and  £3,500  for  similar  works 
in  Tower  Hamlets.  The  sewers  and  drains  in  each 
instance  will  be  composed  of  concrete  tubes,  which  are 
being  constructed  locally.  The  diameter  of  the  tubes  at 
different  points  in  Folkestone  Road  will  be  27,  36  and 
48  inches,  and,  in  Tower  Hamlets,  27,  30  and  36  inches. 

It  is  anticipated  that,  with  the  construction  of  the  new 
sewers,  flooding  of  the  houses  in  Folkestone  Road  and 
Tower  Hamlets  with  storm -water,  which  has  formed  the 
subject  of  serious  complaint  in  the  past,  will  be  entirely 
prevented. 

The  house-refuse  of  the  Town  is  collected  daily,  ex- 
cept in  River,  where  a collection  is  made  twice  weekly. 
Part  of  the  material  is  loaded  into  a hopper-barge,  by 
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which  it  is  conveyed  one  mile  out  to  sea  in  the  tideway, 
and  there  discharged. 

The.  Borough  is  supplied  with  a pure  and  constant 
supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  own  works,  the  water 
being  derived  from  the  chalk  formation. 

Four  new  headings,  having  an  aggregate  length  of 
1,597  feet,  have  lately  been  driven  into  the  chalk. 
Heading  “A  ” extends  from  the  working-shaft  in  a 
south-easterly  direction  to  form  connection  with  the 
pumping-well,  while,  .from  the  working-shaft,  headings 
..  j>^-  i<  q >>  an(]  “ ])  ” }iave  Been  driven  to  the  north-east, 
north-west  and  west,  in  order  to  tap  the  water-bearing 
formation  in  these  directions. 

The  result  of  this  work  has  been  to  increase  the  supply 
per  twenty-four  hours  by  758,720  gallons.  The  total 
yield  from  the  water-works  in  twenty-four  hours  is  now 
2,258,720  gallons. 

The  99  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  on  the  Coun- 
cil's register  were  inspected  on  222  occasions  during  the 
year,  and  were  found  to  be  generally  kept  in  a cleanly 
and  satisfactory  condition. 

The  two  largest  milk-purveyors  in  the  Town  make  it 
a condition  in  receiving  milk  from  the  cow-keepers  that 
the  cows  shall  have  the  tuberculin  test  applied,  so  that 
any  infected  animals  may  be  detected  and  dealt  with. 

Jso  samples  of  milk  were  collected  during  the  year  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  18  slaughter-houses  now  on  the  Council’s  register 
were  visited  on  280  occasions  during  the  year,  any  un- 
satisfactory conditions  observed  being  dealt  with  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  makes  it  a practice  to  visit  as 
far  as  possible  during  the  time  killing  is  in  progress. 

Two  diseased  carcases  of  sheep,  and  one  tuberculous 
set  of  ox  lungs  were  discovered  during  such  visits,  and 
were  destroyed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector. 

The  hawkers'  barrows,  fishmongers’,  poulterers', 
greengrocers’  and  butchers'  shops  were  kept  under  re- 
gular observation  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector;  while  the 
wholesale  fishmarket  was  inspected  daily  by  the  Assistant 
Sanitary  Inspector.  The  following  articles  were  de-

The  Local  Government  Board  have  intimated  that  they 
are  prepared  to  receive  formal  application  from  the 
Borough  Council  for  an  Order  declaring  the  whole  of 
Parts  II.  and  III.,  sections  52  to  G7  of  Part  IF.,  the 
whole  of  Part  V.,  and  sections  93  and  95  of  Part  A.,  ot 
the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  to  be  m 
force  within  the  Borough. 


During  the  prevalence  of  Cholera  in  Russia,  Turkey 
and  Italy,  all  vessels  arriving  were  kept  under  observa- 
tion, but  no  cases  of  the  disease  were  discovered. 


Members  of  two  Russian  families  from  Liban,  bound 
for  the  Argentine,  were  found  on  their  arrival  m the 
train  from  London  to  be  suffering  from  Measles,  and,  in 
consequence,  were  not  allowed  to  embark  at  lloiei  on 
the  s.s.  “ Frisia  ” of  the  Royal  Holland  Lloyd  line  Ar- 
rangements were  hurriedly  made  for  the  five  infected 
children,  with  the  two  mothers  in  attendance,  to  be 
segregated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  other  sixteen 
members  of  the  two  families  were  returned  to  London  by 
the  shipping-agents,  there  to  await  recovery  of  the  sut- 
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ferers.  The  whole  of  Hie  party  were  able  to  proceed  by 
the  next  steamer  to  their  destination,  no  further  spread 
of  the  malady  having  taken  place. 

Tn  all,  175  ships  were  visited  during  the  year,  and  the 
return  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Local 
Government  Hoard,  showing  The  ports  infected  with 
Cholera,  Plague  and  Yellow  Fever  were  again  found  to 
be  of  great  service  for  reference.

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In  addition  to  the  work  already  described,  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  156  com- 
plaints were  received  from  inhabitants  during  the  year, 
in  addition  to  380  matters  reported  by  the  Inspectors. 

Four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  preliminary  notices 
were  issued,  and  also  53  statutory  notices.  Of  these 
notices,  488  were  complied  with,  while  7 instances  of 
non-compliance  were  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council.  In  connection  with  the  various 
outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  113  rooms  were  disin- 
fected, together  with  25  school  class-rooms;  while,  in 
addition,  2,361  articles  were  dealt  with  in  the  steam  dis- 
infecting apparatus . 

Under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  103  samples 
were  collected  during  the  year,  46  being  samples  of  milk, 
19  butter,  1 (Grice,  8 cheese,  8 margarine,  7 cream  and 
5 of  flour.  Uf  these,  8 of  butter,  8 of  margarine,  and  the 
5 samples  of  flour  were  taken  informally;  24  were  pur- 
chased by  agents ; while,  in  accordance  with  the  Amend- 
ment Act,  2 samples  of  cream,  and  11  of  milk  were  taken 
in  the  course  of  delivery. 

Six  different  persons  were  employed  as  agents,  and 
every  endeavour  made  to  obtain  the  same  articles  as 
would  have  been  supplied  to  the  general  public. 

Rice  : The  samples  of  rice  were  taken  in  consequence 
of  the  issue  in  1909  by  the  Local  Government  Board  of 
a report  bearing  on  the  facing  and  preparation  of  rice  for 
sale,  in  which  it  was  recommended  that  a maximum  limit 
of  0.5  per  cent,  of  mineral  matter  should  be  fixed. 

Of  the  ten  samples  taken,  all  were  reported  as  being 
faced  with  steatite,  the  mineral  coating  ranging  from 
0.15  per  cent,  to  0.46  per  cent.,  none  exceeding  the  sug- 
gested limit  referred  to. 

Cream : — The  samples  of  cream  were  taken  in  conse- 
quence of  a report  to  the  Local  Government  Board  by  Dr. 
Hamill — one  of  the  Board’s  Inspectors — -concerning  the 
use  of  preservatives  in  cream,  in  which  report  it-  was 
recommended  that  the  presence  of  preservatives  should 
in  all  cases  be  stated  to  the  purchaser,  and  that,  in  the 
case  of  cream  containing  boric  acid,  the  maximum 
amount  of  the  acid  should  be  fixed  at  0.4  per  cent,  from 
May  to  October  inclusive,  and  0.25  per  cent,  for  the  re- 
mainder of  flie  year.

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Five  of  the  samples  were  taken  in  November,  and  con 
tained  boric  acid  in  proportions  ranging  from  a trac 
only  to  0.22  per  cent.,  all  below  Hie  suggested  standard 
In  the  remaining  two  cases,  one  sample  was  found  t 
contain  0.52  per  cent,  of  boric  acid.  This  was  sold  fror 
a tin,  which  bore  a label  stating  that  the  contents  wen 
preserved  cream,  and  that  the  substance  contained  boro 
preservative.  A further  sample  of  the  same  kind  o 
cream  was  taken  in  December  in  the  course  of  delivery 
This  sample  was  found  to  contain  0.51  per  cent,  of  bori. 
acid,  and  less  than  4 per  cent,  of  fat.  It,  however,  wa 
consigned  in  a tin  labelled  as  preserved  cream,  with 
notification  that  it  contained  boron  preservative,  but  nr 
exceeding  0.5  per  cent.,  and  also  a recommendation  the, 
it  should  not  be  used  for  infants  or  invalids,  for  wliou 
sterilised  cream  was  recommended.  No  legal  proceec 
ings  were  taken  by  the  Council. 

Adulterated  Samples: — Two  samples  ol  milk  were  r< 
ported  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  containing  4 per  c.en 
and  23  per  cent,  of  extraneous _ water,  respectively 
Four  samples  of  milk  were  reported  as  being  respective! 
9,  10,  12  and  15  per  cent,  deficient  in  fat,  while  oi 
sample  of  milk  contained  0.002  per  cent,  of  forinalch 
hyrle. 

The  vendors  of  the  samples  of  milk  containing  e 
traneous  water  were  cautioned  by  the  Town  Clerk.  1 
the  case  of  the  milk  containing  23  per  cent,  of  extran 
ous  water,  it  was  only  possible  to  obtain  a small  samp 
in  the  first,  instance,  and,  on  a second  sample  being  take 
from  the  same  vendor,  the  milk  proved  fo  be  genuine. 

The  vendors  of  the  samples  deficient  in  fat  were  al 
cautioned  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  subsequent  sampl 
taken  proved  genuine. 

The  vendor  of  the  sample  containing  formaldehy 
was  also  cautioned,  after  further  samples  had  been  e< 
lected  from  the  various  sources  of  his  supply. 

Samples  af  poor  quality: — In  addition  to  the  abo\ 
mentioned  results,  the  Public  Analyst  called  attenfi' 
to  7 samples  of  milk  as  being  slightly  below  the  standa 
limit  for  fat,  one  sample  as  being  slightly  below  t 
standard  limit  for  non-fatty  solids,  and  one  sample 
skimmed-milk  as  being  coloured  with  anatto. 
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Generally : — The  percentage  of  samples  certified  as 
adulterated  was  8.7,  as  against  3.0  in  1909,  and  11.2  m 
1908 ; while,  taking  milk  oniv,  the  percentage  was  15. 
compared  with  9.1  in  1909.  and  14.5  in  1908.  The  per- 
centage of  fat  and  of  non-fatty  solids  m the  samples  of 
milk  reported  as  genuine  averaged  3.39  and  8.7J,  ie- 
spectively. 

The  Public  Analyst  is  always  informed  as  to  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  the  samples  are  taken,  and  ot 
any  statement  or  declaration  on  the  labels,  etc.

During-  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  Dover  ltural  District  was  156,  of  which  2 (or  1.28 
per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  77, 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the  in- 
cidence of  deaths  of  “residents”  in  public  institutions 
bejmnd  the  District)  numbered  93. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  6,989,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  22.32  per  thousand ; the  total  death-rate 
standing  at  11.02,  and  the  net  death-rate  at  13.31,  per 
thousand  living. 

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  3 were  due  to  whooping- 
cough,  1 diphtheria,  1 influenza,  2 diarrhoea,  5 enteritis, 
3 phthisis,  1 tubercular  meningitis,  1 tubercular  laryn- 
gitis, 6 cancer,  10  bronchitis,  8 pneumonia,  1 asthma,  5 
premature  birth,  1 accident,  2 “found  dead,”  1 “found 
drowned,”  9 heart  disease,  1 heart  failure,  1 atheroma, 
3 infantile  convulsions,  3 infantile  debility,  2 meningitis, 
5 cerebral  haemorrhage,  1 epilepsy,  1 bulbar  paralysis, 
1 transverse  myelitis,  1 locomotor  ataxy,  2 gastric  ulcera- 
tion, 1 appendicitis,  4 chronic  nephritis,  and  7 to  senile 
decay. 

The  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  was 
equal  to  0.86,  and  that  from  the  notifiable  class  of  dis- 
eases to  0.14,  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows: — At  under  one  year  of  age,  21  died;  at  one  and 
under  five,  2;  at  five  and  under  fifteen,  4;  at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-five,  3 : at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty- 
five,  26 ; and  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards,  37  died.

[nfantile  mortality  was  equal  to  134.61  per  thousand 
births  registered  during  the  year.  This  rate  was  con- 
siderably above  the  average  of  the  preceding  ten  years 
(86.6).  By  reference  to  Table  V.,  the  separate  causes 
of  death  will  be  seen,  and  it  will  there  be  observed  that 
six  of  the  infantile  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week 
of  life. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act  of 
1889,  29  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  14  of  which 
were  referred  to  scarlet  fever,  12  diphtheria,  2 erysipelas, 
and  1 to  enteric  fever. 

The  first  three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  Ring- 
would  in  March,  the  patients  being  members  of  one 
family.  The  disease  was  contracted  by  contact  with  a 
sufferer  who  lived  in  the  adjoining  Urban  District  of 
Walmer,  but  who  attended  the  Ring  would  school. 

The  next  case,  at  Kingsdown,  was  reported  on  the  5th 
•Tuly.  The  patient  was  a visitor,  who  had  been  in  con- 
tact with  measles  before  leaving  home,  and  the  incuba- 
tion period  corresponded  more  closely  with  that  of 
measles  than  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

In  the  next  instance,  at  a laundry  at  River,  the  source 
of  infection  could  not  be  ascertained. 

Two  other  cases  occurred  in  one  house  at  Wootton, 
the  infection  being  derived  from  contact  with  a case  in 
Dover. 

Five  cases  occurred  in  a family  at  Shepherd  swell. 
The  children  attended  the  same  school  as  the  infected 
scholars  from  Wootton,  and,  as  no  other  source  could 
be  traced,  school  influence  was  the  most  likely  agent  to 
account  for  the  introduction  of  the  Fever  into  the  house- 
hold at  Shepherdswell. 

The  last  two  cases  in  the  year  arose  in  one  family  at 
Church  Alkham,  in  December.  No  other  cases  of  Scar- 
let Fever  were  reported  from  the  locality,  either  before 
or  subsequently  thereto.  Another  child  in  the  same 
family  had,  prior  to  the  notified  cases,  suffered  from  an 
attack  of  measles,  and  this  child  attended  the  local 
school,  where  an  epidemic  of  measles  prevailed  amongst 
the  scholars. 

The  first  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  one 
family  at  Whitfield,  residing  at  premises  where  insani- 
tary conditions  existed.  The  sufferers  attended  a 
school  where  influenza  and  tonsillitis  had  been  very  pro- 
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valent  amongst  tlie  scholars.  Bacteriological  examina- 
tion proved  negative  in  respect  to  the  presence  o 1 tie. 
bacillus  of  Diphtheria. 

the  third  case  was  that  of  a scholar  attending  tlie 
East  Langdon  school,  where  influenza  was  prevalent 
amongst  the  children.  The  bacteriological  exam- nation 
in  this  case  also  proved  negative.  The  sanitary  ar- 
rangements at  the  patient’s  residence  were  found  to  be 
very  faulty  in  character. 

Two  cases  arose  in  a family  at  St.  Radigund’s.  Be- 
yond communication  with  children  suffering  from  ton- 
sillitis, no  history  as  to  the  origin  of  the  cases  could 
be  obtained. 

A case  at  Ewell  was  reported  on  the  lGth  February, 
but  no  source  could  be  ascertained.  Another  instance, 
in  the  same  village,  was  reported  on  the  27th  June. 
This  patient  resided  on  premises  which  were  found  to 
be  very  defective  in  regard  to  sanitation. 

In  four  cases,  occurring  in  July  and  October,  the 
infection  was  derived  from  children  attending  the  River 
school,  in  the  Borough  of  Dover. 

The  last  case  in  the  year  was  a single  instance  at  Mar- 
tin Mill,  reported  on  the  7th  November.  The  only  his- 
tory in  respect  to  this  case,  was  that  the  boy  attacked 
had  handled  the  putrid  carcase  of  a sheep,  which  had 
been  deposited  in  a quarry.  The  cause  of  the  animal's 
death  was  not  discovered,  as  the  carcase,  on  being  found 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  was  quickly  disposed  of. 

Tlie  single  case  of  Enteric  Fever  developed  after  the 
sufferer  had  been  engaged  in  emptying  an  offensive  cess- 
pool. The  patient,  53  years  of  age,  lived  on  premises 
which  were  kept  in  a good  sanitary  condition,  and 
the  drinking-water  was  obtained  from  the  East  Kent 
Company’s  mains,  a supply  well-known  to  be  pure.  The 
regular  occupation  of  the  patient  was  a healthy  out-door 
one,  the  exposure  to  obnoxious  cesspool  vapours  being 
an  unusual  incident  in  his  daily  life  and  habits. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
of  1908,  no  notifications  were  received  during  the  year. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector,  however,  has  a supply  of 
cautionary  handbills  for  distribution  at  the  houses  of 
any  consumptive  sufferers  who  may  be  reported,  and  a 
supply  of  pocket  spittoons  is  also  available  for  provision 
in  suitable  cases.

On  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Board  ! 
issued  the  “Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910,”  empowering  District  Councils  to  obtain 
supplies  of  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to  poor  persons 
for  both  curative  and  prophylactic  purposes.  The  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made  recommendation 
to  the  Council,  (a)  that  the  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers 
should  be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply  when  necessary, 
(b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  immediately  in  every  case  where  the  Anti- 
toxin is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or  prophylactic 
purposes,  and  (c)  that  the  Council  should  authorise  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  himself  to  obtain,  at  his  dis- 
cretion, a supply  for  use  in  accordance  with  the  Order. 

The  Council  agreed  to  these  recommendations,  and 
arranged  for  the  serum  to  be  obtained  locally  when  re- 
quired. 

Nine  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  12  of  scarlet 
fever  were  removed  to  hospital  for  isolation  and  treat- 
ment. 

Iteport  was  made  to  the  Council  by  the  Medical  Offi- 
cer of  Health  in  regard  to  the  dirty,  overcrowded  and 
insanitary  condition  of  a gipsy  encampment  at  Pineham, 
and  recommendation  was  made  that  the  Council  should 
take  action  under  section  91  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875,  and  section  9 of  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act,  1885. 

Report  was  also  made  to  the  Council  in  regard  to  a 
house  at  Denton,  where  serious  nuisance  existed,  owing 
to  the  defective  means  of  excrement  disposal : while,  in 
addition,  report  was  made  concerning  insanitary  condi- 
tions discovered  at  a dairy  farm  at  Denton.  These  mat- 
ters were  referred  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
necessary  action  to  be  taken.

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  designated  by  the 
Council  as  the  Officer  (acting  under  the  direction  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health)  to  make  systematic  in- 
spection, and  keep  records  of  the  work  performed,  under 
the  Hegulations  referred  to  in  the  margin,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  regular  procedure  will  be  carried  out  during 
1911. 


Two  samples  of  water  were  analysed  during  the  year, 
both  of  which  were  found  to  be  so  polluted  as  to  be 
unsafe  for  drinking  purposes. 


The  mains  of  the  East  Kent  Water  Company  traverse 
a great  part  of  the  District.  Endeavour  is  made  where 
practicable  to  induce  the  owners  of  existing  properties 
to  adopt  the  supply  for  their  premises,  and  nearly  all 
new  houses  erected  within  a reasonable  distance  of  the 
Company’s  mains  are  connected  therewith. 

During  the  year  twenty-two  additional  premises  were 
connected  with  the  mains  in  the  parishes  of  Kingsdown, 
East  Langdon,  Sheplierdswell,  Guston  and  St.  Mar- 
garet's. 

In  addition  to  the  supply  referred  to,  the  Folkestone 
Water  Company’s  mains  are  available  in  the  parish  of 
Alkliain. 


The  dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the  District  were  kept 
under  regular  supervision,  and  any  unsatisfactory  con- 
ditions which  came  under  observation  formed  the  sub- 
ject of  action  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Inspector 
reports  that  there  is  a general  readiness  on  the  part  o 
the  dairv-men  to  deal  with  any  defects  discovered,  and 
the  condition  of  the  premises  has  improved  of  late  \eais.

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There  are  now  56  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops 
on  the  Council’s  register. 

No  cases  of  tuberculosis  amongst  animals  came  under 
observation  during  the  year.  One  dairy-farmer,  at 
Farthingloe,  owning  a large  number  of  cows,  has  the 
tuberculin  test  regularly  applied  to  his  animals. 

No  samples  of  milk  were  collected  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  the  year  for  either  bacteriological  or 
chemical  examination. 

The  six  slaughter-houses  in  the  District  received  con- 
stant visitation.  In  one  case  defects  of  drainage  were 
detected  and  remedied,  while,  in  another  instance,  some 
stjms  in  connection  with  the  premises  were  abolished. 

No  carcases  of  diseased  animals  were  discovered  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  adoptive  Acts  in  force  in  the  Dover  liural  Dis- 
trict are  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890, 
the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  and 
Part  III.  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1907. 

Water-closets  discharging  into  cesspools  are  in  use  in 
most  cases  in  the  District.  This  applies  especially  to 
the  more  populous  and  modern  of  the  villages.  In  many 
cases,  owing  to  the  absence  of  water-supply  from  the 
public  mains,  pail-closets  are  used,  and,  in  regard  to 
cottage  property,  this  type  is  the  most  common.  Privy- 
vaults  still  exist,  but  their  number  is  gradually  decreas- 
ing. In  five  instances  during  the  year  offensive  privy- 
vaults  were  abolished  and  replaced  by  pail-closets. 

The  Inspector  has  not  been  able  to  furnish  the  actual 
number  of  each  type  of  sanitary  convenience  in  use. 

At  Kingsdown  and  St.  Margaret’s  public  scavengers 
are  appointed  by  the  respective  Parish  Councils  for  the 
removal  of  house  refuse  and  contents  of  pail-closets. 
All  emptying  of  cesspools  throughout  the  District  is 
carried  out  by  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  the  premises 
to  which  such  receptacles  are  attached.

In  addition  to  the  work  already  shown,  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  that  various 
defects  were  discovered  at  the  different  premises  visited. 
Their  remedy  involved  the  provision  of  proper  water- 
supply,  improvement  of  sanitary  arrangements,  and 
cleansing  and  emptying  of  offensive  privy-vaults  and 
cesspools,  etc. 

The  dairies,  cowsheds,  milkshops,  slaughter-houses 
and  piggeries  were  kept  under  regular  supervision,  and 
unsatisfactory  conditions  observed  were  dealt  with  by 
the  Inspector. 

Considerable  time  and  labour  were  involved  in  dealing 
with  the  different  outbreaks  of  infectious  sickness, _ in 
regard  to  disinfection  of  premises,  etc.,  and  the  institu- 
tion of  active  precautionary  measures,

During  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  regis- 
tered in  the  East  Ashford  Rural  District  was  298,  of 
which  8 (or  2.G8  per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  168, 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the 
incidence  of  deaths  of  “ residents  ” in  public  institutions 
beyond  the  District)  numbered  171. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  12,389,  the  birth- 
rate was  equal  to  24.05  per  thousand  ; while  the  total 
death-rate  stood  at  13.56,  and  the  net  death-rate  at 
13.80,  per  thousand  living. 

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  1 was  due  to  whooping- 
cough,  1 croup,  10  influenza,  1 diarrhoea,  2 gastritis,  1 
erysipelas,  9 phthisis,  1 tubercular  meningitis,  1 tuber- 
cular adenitis,  4 general  tuberculosis,  15  cancer,  10 
bronchitis,  8 pneumonia,  1 pleurisy,  1 congestion  of 
lungs,  1 catarrhal  laryngitis,  6 premature  birth,  6 ac- 
cident, 1 suicide,  23  heart  disease,  5 heart  failure,  1 
atheroma,  1 rheumatoid  arthritis,  1 Addison’s  disease, 
1 splenic  leuchsemia,  1 cystitis,  1 gastric  ulceration,  1 
appendicitis,  1 colitis,  1 intestinal  obstruction,  4 in- 
fantile convulsions,  1 marasmus,  1 exposure  at  birth,  1 
inflammatory  oedema  of  scrotum,  1 cyanosis,  1 stenosis 
of  larynx,  8 cerebral  haemorrhage,  1 cerebellar  tumour, 
1 epilepsy,  1 meningitis,  1 cerebro-spinal  meningitis, 
and  33  to  senile  decay. 

The  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  was 
equal  to  0.16,  and  that  from  the  notifiable  class  of  dis- 
eases to  0.08  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows  : — At  under  one  year  of  age,  22  died  ; at  one  and 
under  five,  6;  at  five  and  under  fifteen,  3:  at  fifteen 
and  under  twenty-five,  5;  at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty- 
five,  53;  and  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards,  82  died.

Infantile  mortality  was  equal  to  73.83  per  thousand 
births  registered  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act  of 
1889,  38  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  25  of  which 
were  referred  to  scarlet  fever,  7 diphtheria,  3 enteric 
fever,  and  3 to  erysipelas. 

In  regard  to  the  different  outbreaks  of  Scarlet  lever, 
fifteen  of  the  twenty-five  cases  reported  occurred  in  the 
first  four  months  of  the  year,  and,  of  this  number,  seven 
attended  a school  in  the  Ashford  Urban  District.  Of 
the  remaining  eight  of  this  series,  one  patient  was  an 
adult  sister  of  a school-infected  child,  one  an  adult  re- 
lation by  marriage  of  a similarly  infected  child,  while 
two  others  were  contact  cases.  One  case,  at  Chilham, 
was  notified  on  the  29th  March,  after  contact  with  a; 
child  who  was  attending  an  infected  school  in  the  Faver- 
sham  District,  and  a second  case  at  Chilham,  reported 
on  the  4th  April,  was  due  to  contact  with  the  March 
case.  The  seventh  and  eighth  cases  arose  at  an  isolated 
hamlet  at  Wye,  in  which  parish  no  previous  cases  had 
at  that  time  been  reported.  The  source  in  this  outbreak 
was  due  to  a sister,  who,  while  in  service  at  a school 
in  Margate,  contracted  the  Fever,  and  was  sent  to  the 
Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  from  whence, 
after  remaining  eight  weeks,  she  proceeded  io  her  home 
in  Wye,  four  days  before  the  two  patients  in  question 
were  attacked  with  the  malady.  At  the  time  of  my 
visit,  the  convalescent  from  the  Thanet  Hospital  was- 
suffering  from  rhinorrhoea,  a condition  under  such  cir- 
cumstances well  known  to  be  indicative  of  an  infective 
“ carrier.” 

Between  the  18th  April  and  the  end  of  the  year  ten 
cases  occurred.  In  one  instance,  notified  on  the  6th 
May,  the  infection  was  derived  from  the  source  referred 
to  in  the  last  paragraph.  In  the  next  case,  reported 
on  the  27th  June,  the  patient  was  sent  from  Wye  to 
her  home  at  Hastingleigh  when  taken  ill.  At  the  house 
where  she  was  attacked,  blankets,  belonging  to  a Wye 
charity,  were  stored.  These  blankets  were  said  to  have 
been  lent  to  an  infected  family,  and  returned  without 
being  efficiently  disinfected. 

The  third  case,  reported  on  the  13th  July,  was  that 
of  a servant,  whose  sister  joined  her  after  leaving  an 
infected  locality;  but  no  evidence  could  be  obtained  of 
definite  communication  with  any  known  case  of  the 
malady.  The  fourth,  at  Willesborough,  notified  on  the 
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(ith  August,  occurred  three  days  after  the  patient’s  re- 
turn from  a holiday  visit.  The  fifth  sufferer,  at  a ham- 
let at  Chilham,  was  reported  on  the  8th  August,  and 
had  been  in  contact  with  fellow  servants,  who  were 
suffering  from  tonsillitis. 

Another  case,  reported  on  the  30th  August,  arose  the 
day  after  the  patient’s  return  from  a visit  to  havers  ham. 
The  next  case,  notified  on  the  22nd  September,  occurred 
in  the  same  house  as  the  instance  reported  on  the  8th 
August,  where  cases  of  tonsillitis  had  appeared  amongst 
the  inmates. 

The  eighth  and  ninth  cases — husband  and  wife,  at 
Willesborough,  were  notified  on  the  19th  November. 
These  sufferers  lived  at  premises  where  the  drainage 
arrangements  were  found  to  be  very  defective. 

In  the  tenth  and  last  instance,  notified  on  the  20th 
December,  the  sufferer  had  been  sent  home  to  Ken- 
nington  from  a boarding-school  at  Saffron  Walden, 
where  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  had  broken  out.  An 
interval  of  over  a week  elapsed  between  discharge  from 
the  school  and  notification  of  the  case,  but  no  other 
source  to  account  for  the  attack  could  be  traced. 

Of  the  seven  cases  of  Diphtheria,  the  first,  at  Wye, 
reported  on  the  8th  January,  arose  on  premises  which 
were  found  to  be  defective  in  regard  to  sanitation.  The 
second,  at  Boughton,  notified  on  the  13th  February, 
was  found,  after  admission  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  to 
be  a case  of  scarlet  fever.  The  medical  practitioner  in 
attendance  had  expressed  a doubt  when  sending  the 
patient  to  the  Hospital. 

The  third  instance,  reported  on  the  21st  February, 
was  not  confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination  after 
reception  at  the  Hospital.  The  fourth  case,  notified  on 
the  8th  March,  was  that  of  a child  attending  New  Town 
School,  Ashford.  The  fifth  and  sixth  cases  occurred  in 
one  house  at  a hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Euekinge,  where 
very  serious  insanitary  conditions  were  found  to  exist 
at  the  premises  invaded  by  the  malady. 

The  seventh  case,  at  a hamlet  in  the  narish  of  Bil- 
sington,  was  reported  on  the  18th  November.  In  this 
case  also  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  patient’s  re- 
sidence could  only  be  described  as  very  faulty  in  char- 
acter, and  of  a nature  most  likely  to  propagate  Diph- 
theria.

The  first  of  the  three  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  oc 
curred  at  a dairy-farm,  where  the  insanitary  condition 
discovered  to  exist,  were  such  as  would  be  calculated  t< 
give  rise  to  the  disease.  There  was  no  history  of  ex 
traneous  introduction  of  the  specific  bacillus  or  virus  o 
this  disease.  Prior  to  the  case  notified,  which  was  c-on 
firmed  by  Widal’s  reaction  test,  there  had  been  a fata 
epidemic  amongst  the  fowls  kept  at  the  premises,  and 
on  having  one  of  these  fowls  killed  for  examination, 
found  that  the  liver  was  breaking  up  from  tuberculosis 

The  second  case  was  that  of  a woman,  who  drank 
large  quantity  of  the  milk  from  the  farm  in  question 
before  the  first  case  was  diagnosed  and  the  milk-suppl. 
stopped . 

The  third  case  arose  in  quite  another  locality,  an 
was  the  only  case  notified  in  the  family  or  neighboui 
hood.  The  father  of  the  sufferer  kept  a marine  store 
to  which  the  patient  had  access,  and  it  was  admitte 
that  there  was  frequent  handling  of  the  rags  and  otlie 
miscellaneous  matters  collected  for  sale.  There  was 
case  of  Enteric  Fever  in  the  family  some  six  years  age 
when  the  only  history  in  regard  to  the  source  was  tha 
of  contact  with  infected  rags,  or  other  articles  likely  t 
contain  infective  matter. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulation!-' 
1908,  only  one  case  (under  Form  11)  was  reported.  Th 
sufferer  was  a married  woman,  aged  26  years,  who  wa 
on  a visit  to  her  sister  at  Hamstreet.  She  was  found  t 
be  too  i'll  to  return  to  her  home  in  London,  and  is  rc 
maining  at  Hamstreet.  A sister  of  the  patient  suffere 
from  the  malady  many  years  ago. 

In  addition  to  the  single  instance  officially  reporte< 
several  cases  were  voluntarily  notified,  in  two  of  whic 
there  was  a family  history  of  consumption,  while,  i 
another  instance,  where  there  was  no  family  history  r 
the  disease,  there  had  been  continuous  contact  wit- 
separate  cases  in  two  households. 

Still  another  sufferer  is  now  under  observation,  thi 
being  a man  who  had  been  employed  as  a pawnbroker’ 
assistant  in  London,  where  he  contracted  the  malady 
After  treatment  ai  the  Frinley  branch  of  the  Brompto 
Hospital,  he  was  discharged,  and  resumed  work  as 
grocer’s  assistant,  in  which  occupation  he  remained  nin 
months.  In  this  instance  there  is  no  family  history  c 
the  disease. 
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The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  a supply  of  cautionary 
handbills  for  distribution  in  regard  to  known  cases  of 
consumption ; while  a supply  of  pocket  spittoons  is  avail- 
able for  issue  to  suitable  cases. 

Disinfection  of  premises  vacated  by  sufferers,  by  death 
or  otherwise,  was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector; 
and,  in  addition,  wherever  possible,  the  bedding,  etc., 
was  passed  through  the  steam  disinfecting  apparatus. 

On  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Hoard 
issued  the  “Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London)  Or- 
der, 1910,”  empowering  District  Councils  to  obtain  sup- 
plies of  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to  poor  persons  for 
both  curative  and  prophylactic  purposes.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made  recommendation  to  the 
Council,  (a)  that  the  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers  should 
be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply  when  necessary,  (b) 
that  such  Officers  should  inform  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  immediately  in  every  case  where  the  Anti-toxin 
is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or  prophylactic  purposes, 
and  (c)  that  the  Council  should  authorise  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  himself  to  obtain,  at  his  discretion,  a 
supply  for  use  in  accordance  writh  the  Order. 

The  Council  agreed  to  these  recommendations,  and 
arranged  for  the  serum  to  be  obtained  from  the  Clinical 
Itesearch  Association. 

A fatal  case  of  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  was  regis- 
tered in  May  at  Chilham.  From  a description  of  the 
clinical  symptoms  observed  by  the  medical  practitioner 
in  attendance,  the  characteristic  features  of  the  disease 
were  present.  Unfortunately,  lumbar  puncture  was  not 
resorted,  to  for  securing  a specimen  of  the  cerebro-spinal 
fluid  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  finding  of 
the  specific  diplococcus  would  have  been  more  satisfac- 
tory, because  this  fatal  case  had  been  preceded  by  in- 
fluenza in  the  same  family  and  also  in  another  family, 
living  next  door,  where,  in  addition,  a fatal  case  of 
Meningitis  was  registered. 

Influenza,  in  the  nervous  form  of  the  disease,  often 
closely  simulates  an  infectious  attack  of  the  cerebro- 
spinal nerve  centres,  and,  when  such  is  the  case,  it  is 
difficult  to  differentiate  the  malady  from  Spotted  Fever, 
as  was  illustrated  in  this  outbreak. 

Twenty-one  of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  three  of 
diphtheria,  and  the  three  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  re- 
moved to  hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment.

Insanitary  conditions  discovered  at  the  houses  where 
the  deaths  registered  as  due  to  “ Cerebro-spinal  Mening- 
itis ” and  “Meningitis”  occurred  formed  the  subject  of 
report  to  the  Council. 

Report  was  also  made  concerning  the  filth-sodden  con- 
dition of  the  site  occupied  by  a gipsy  encampment  at  Wil- 
lesborough,  and  recourse  has  now  been  made  to  legal 
procedure  for  securing  improvement. 

Other  insanitary  conditions  discovered  during  investi- 
gations into  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  formed  the 
subject  of  report  to  the  Council,  and  were  referred  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  necessary  action  to  be  taken.

The  new  sewerage  works  at  Willesborougli  Lees  have 
worked  satisfactorily,  a result  which  cannot  be  said  to 
obtain  in  regard  to  the  original  works  established  on  the 
south  side  of  the  parish. 

The  necessity  for  improving  the  methods  of  sewage 
disposal  at  Hilsington  has  formed  the  subject  of  con- 
siderable controversy.  In  connection  with  this  question, 
the  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  School  have  also  been 
made  the  subject  of  complaint.  The  following  report 
was  recently  made  to  the  Council  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  regard  to  the  matter: — 

“ From  an  inspection  of  the  locality,  which  I made 
with  the  help  of  the  District  Councillor  and  one  of  the 
School  Managers,  I find  that  very  little  alteration  has 
been  effected  since  the  date  of  my  last  report. 

“The  school  occupies  a good  natural  position,  but  the 
arrangements  for  excrement  and  sewage  disposal  are  very 
defective  in  character,  and  are  calculated  to  be  detri- 
mental to  the  health  of  the  scholars,  owing  to  the  ac- 
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cumulation  of  filth  in  old-fashioned  privy-vaults,  and 
soakage  of  slop-water  and  vault  drainage  into  the  moat 
near  the  school. 

“ As  there  is  no  proper  supply  of  water,  Clark’s  well  is 
resorted  to  for  a supply  of  drinking  water  for  both 
master  and  scholars. 

“ In  respect  to  a description  of  other  parts  of  the  village, 
I need  only  to  ask  you  to  refer  to  my  reports,  made  on 
the  19th  October,  1908,  and  1st  April'  1909,  as  the  same 
conditions  which  then  existed,  or  described  as  under- 
going alteration,  obtain  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  quite  clear  to  me  that  some  action  is  required 
at  present,  in  order  to  put  Bilsington  Cross  into  a satis- 
factory condition.  How  this  is  to  be  accomplished,  re- 
mains for  the  Council  to  determine. 

“ •'C  present,  there  is  a rough  system  of  sewerage,  which 
has  been  in  operation  for  many  years,  fulfilling  to  a large 
extent  the  object  for  which  it  was  constructed  ; but  com- 
plaint lias  been  made  of  a nuisance  created  at  its  outfall, 
with  further  possible  damage  to  a source  of  water-supply. 
This  complaint,  I think,  cannot  be  contradicted. 

Notwithstanding'  this  provision,  the  sewer  in  ques- 
tion has  not  been  made  use  of  to  the  extent  to  which  it 
might  have  been  utilized  for  removing  some  of  the  exist- 
ing nuisances. 

“ In  my  previous  reports,  I referred  to  an  essential  im- 
provement in  the  all-important  question  of  water-supply 
for  drinking  and  other  domestic  purposes,  and,  on  mak- 
ing inquiry  yesterday,  I find  that  Clark’s  well  cannot 
be  relied  upon  by  the  Council  for  a supply  of  water,  al- 
though, by  arrangement,  a certain  number  of  people  are 
at  present  permitted  to  fetch  water  from  this  source. 

Clark  s well,  therefore,  cannot  be  taken  into  any  con- 
sideration for  the  supply  of  water,  and,  as  the  hoped-for 
arrangement  with  the  principal  owner  in  the  neighbour- 
hood has  also  failed,  the  most  important  step  to  be  taken, 
is  to  consider  where,  and  how,  a water-supply  can  be 
provided. 

“The  bog  field  does  not  recommend  itself  as  a locality 
because  the  analysis  of  water  from  this  source  has  not, 
proved  satisfactory,  and  lifting  power  would  also  be  re- 
quired. A more  hopeful  scheme  would.  I think,  be 
worth  experimental  trial — viz.,  the  sinking  of  a well  near 
to  Bilsington  Cross.

“ From  local  information  obtained  yesterday,  I find 
there  is  a feeling-  that,  if  some  arrangement  could  be 
made  with  the  principal  owner  for  the  supply  of  water, 
and  a less  costly  scheme  of  sewerage  designed,  such 
procedure  would  not  meet  with  much  opposition,  because 
it  would  come  more  within  the  scope  of  the  resources 
of  the  Parish  which  has  but  a low  assessable  value.” 

Complaints  continue  to  be  made  in  respect  to  Oxenturn 
Lane,  in  the  parish  of  Wye,  where  the  Council  have  been 
asked  to  provide  a small  scheme  of  sewerage.  Attempts 
have  been  made  to  arrange  for  the  work  to  be  done  by 
an  agreement  between  the  owners  of  the  premises  and 
the  Council,  and,  although!  the  owners  at  one  time  of- 
fered a liberal  contribution  towards  the  cost,  this  pro- 
posal has  been  abandoned,  and  it  now  rests  with  the 
District  Council  to  determine  what  procedure  shall  be 
adopted  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  of  this  locality. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  in  the 
Last  Ashford  ltural  District  approximately  1,800  water- 
closets,  000  earth  or  pail-closets,  and  800  privy-vaults. 
The  chief  defect  in  regard  to  water-closets,  is  the  lack  of 
proper  means  of  flushing,  and  also  the  fact  that,  in  a 
large  number  of  cases,  the  w.c.  basins  are  of  an  obsolete 
type.  Where  there  is  a public  water-supply,  there  should 
be  no  difficulty  in  the  provision  of  proper  flushing  ar- 
rangements, but  the  problem  is  a difficult  one  in  localities 
where  the  householders  are  dependent  upon  private  wells 
for  their  supply. 

The  Inspector  states  that,  in  regard  to  earth-closets, 
he  has  some  difficulty  in  persuading  the  u.-?ers  to  provide 
the  necessary  dry  earth. 

The  types  of  closets  allowed  to  be  erected  are  water- 
closets  where  sewers  are  available,  and  earth-closets  in 
all  other  cases. 

In  five  of  the  larger  parishes  a system  of  earth-closets, 
with  regularly  appointed  village  scavengers  is  in  vogue: 
while  in  three  parishes  a weekly  collection  of  house- 
refuse  is  made. 

The  following  statement  deals  with  the  thirteen  houses 
reported  to  the  Council  during  the  year  bv  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  under  section  IT  of  the  Housing,  Town- 
Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909,  as  being  unfit  for  human

Tlie  Sanitary  Inspector  lias  been  designated  by  the 
Council  as  the  Officer  (acting  under  the  direction  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health)  to  make  systematic  inspection, 
and  keep  records  of  the  work  performed.  Up  to  the  end 
of  the  year  ninety-two  inspections  had  been  made  by  the 
Inspector  under  section  IT  of  the  Housing,  Town-Plan- 
ning, etc.,  Act,  1909. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  about 
2,920  houses  in  the  District  within  the  limits  of  the  ren- 
tal specified  in  section  14  of  the  Housing,  Town-Plan- 
ning, etc.,  Act  (i.e.,  not  exceeding  TIG  per  annum).  He 
also  reports  that  twenty-three  houses  were  erected  in 
the  District  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 

Six  samples  of  water  were  analysed  during  the  year, 
two  of  which  were  found  to  be  so  polluted  as  to  be  un- 
safe for  drinking  purposes. 

In  consequence  of  repeated  complaints  from  the  in- 
habitants of  Willesborough  in  respect  to  the  discoloura- 
tion of  the  water  as  supplied  from  the  works,  produced 
by  the  presence  of  iron,  the  Council  made  inquiry  re- 
specting the  method  of  filtration  adopted  at  Hastings  and 
Hythe,  and,  finding  that  the  results  were  satisfactory, 
decided  to  adopt  a similar  arrangement  for  removing  the 
iron  from  the  Willesborough  supply.  After  a local  In- 
quiry by  the  Local  Government  Hoard  had  been  held,  a 
loan  was  sanctioned  for  the  introduction  of  two  of 
Candy’s  compressed-air  filters,  capable  of  dealing  with 
10,000  gallons  of  water  per  hour,

In  the  parishes  of  Wye,  Kennington,  Boughton  Aluph 
and  Willesborough  public  water-supplies  are  available, 
the  first  three  parishes  being  supplied  from  the  mains  of 
the  Mid  Kent  a ter  Company,  and  the  latter  from  the 
works  belonging  to  the  East  Ashford  Rural  District 
Council. 

All  new  houses  erected  within  a reasonable  distance 
of  the  public  mains  are  connected  therewith,  and,  during 
the  year,  thirty-five  additional  premises  were  connected 
with  Ihe  public  supplies. 

During  the  hop-picking  season,  special  attention  was 
given  to  the  accommodation  provided  for  the  pickers. 
Owing  to  the  progressive  reduction  of  the  acreage  under 
hops  of  late  years,  fewer  pickers  have  been  employed, 
and,  consequently,  there  is  ample  accommodation  for  the 
persons  still  employed. 

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the  District  were  kept 
under  careful  supervision  during  the  year.  In  three 
cases  cowsheds,  etc.,  of  unsuitable  construction  were  con- 
demned and  closed,  and  premises  of  a modern  type  sub- 
stituted. 

In  three  instances,  attention  was  drawn  to  defects  of 
management,  while  at  five  premises  faults  of  construc- 
tion were  discovered  and  dealt  with. 

There  are  now  37  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  on 
the  Council’s  register. 

No  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  the  application  of 
the  tuberculin  test  to  the  animals  belonging  to  the  vari- 
ous cowkeepers,  and  no  samples  of  milk  were  collected 
by  the  .Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year  for  either 
bacteriological  or  chemical  examination. 

The  18  slaughter-houses  on  the  Council's  register  were 
regularly  visited,  as  far  as  possible  during  the  time 
killing  was  in  progress.  The  premises  were  found  to 
be  maintained  in  a generally  satisfactory  condition,  and 
no  carcases  of  diseased  animals  were  discovered. 

The  adoptive  Acts  in  force  in  the  East  Ashford  Rural 
District  are  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act, 
1.890,  and  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890. 
The  Council  have  taken  no  action  in  regard  to  the  adop- 
tion of  any  parts  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment 
Act,  1907.'

In  addition  to  the  work  already  described,  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  202  nuis- 
ances were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  comprising  64 
from  drainage  defects,  32  from  foul  ditches,  22  from 
cesspools  and  piggeries,  41  from  defective  closets,  6 from 
dirty  houses,  7 from  over-crowding,  6 at  slaughter- 
houses, 5 in  connection  with  cowsheds,  and  19  arising 
from  miscellaneous  causes. 


Inspector’s 

Report. 
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During  the  year  253  notices  were  served,  201  of  which 
were  informal,  and  52  statutory  notices.  The  number 
of  notices  complied  with  was  180,  this  including  four 
cases  outstanding  from  1909.  At  the  end  of  1910  there 
were  nine  outstanding  statutory  notices. 

Considerable  time  and  labour  were  involved  in  dealing 
with  the  various  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  33 
houses  being  disinfected,  and  some  350  articles  dealt  with 
at  the  steam  disinfecting  apparatus. 

Eighty-three  inspections  of  the  dairies,  cowsheds,  etc., 
were  made,  40  of  slaughter-houses,  and  04  of  workshops, 
and  any  unsatisfactory  conditions  observed  received 
prompt  attention.

During  the  year  1910  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  Eastry  Ivural  District  was  285,  of  which  12  (oi 
4.21  per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  109, 
while  tiie  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the  in- 
cidence of  deaths  in  public  institutions  within  and  with- 
out the  District)  numbered  160. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  12,310,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  23.15  per  thousand;  the  total  death-rate 
standing  at  13.73,  and  the  net  death-rate  at  13.00,  pei 
thousand  living. 

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  4 were  due  to  whooping- 
cough,  2 diphtheria,  1 influenza,  1 diarrhoea,  3 enteritis, 
1 gastritis,  12  phthisis,  1 general  tuberculosis,  2 tuber- 
cular meningitis,  14  cancer,  9 bronchitis,  8 pneumonia, 
1 alcoholism,  1 cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  4 premature  birth, 
6 accident,  4 suicide,  3 “found  drowned,”  14  heart  dis- 
ease, 3 heart  failure,  1 arterial  degeneration,  3 cerebral 
haemorrhage,  1 cerebral  thrombosis,  2 cerebral  degenera- 
tion, 1 general  paralysis  of  insane,  1 paraplegia,  1 hemi- 
plegia, 9 infantile  debility  and  marasmus,  1 infantile 
convulsions,  1 injury  at  birth.  1 gastric  ulcer,  2 appen- 
dicitis, 1 cystitis,  1 diabetes,  2 chronic  nephritis,  and  3 
to  senile  decay. 

The  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  waf 
equal  to  0.57,  and  that  from  the  notifiable  class  of  dis- 
eases to  0.16,  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  at 
follows:—  At  under  one  year  of  age,  21  died;  at  one  am 
under  five,  7 ; at  five  and  under  fifteen,  6;  at  fifteen  am

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act  . o 
1889,  28  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  12  of  which 
were  referred  to  diphtheria,  10  erysipelas,  and  6 to  scar- 
let fever. 

With  the  exception  of  three  cases  occurring  in  oiy 
family,  the  outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  were  widely  distri- 
buted'. The  first  case,  reported  on  the  14th  January, 
arose  at  an  inn,  where  the  insanitary  conditions  dis- 
covered were  such  as  would  be  lucely  to  develop  the  dis- 
ease; and  no  other  origin  could  be  entertained,  unless 
that  of  the  possible  introduction  of  the  infection  by  some 
stray  customer.  The  second  case,  reported  on  the  19th 
January,  was  due  to  contact  with  a known  case  at  the 
school  attended  by  the  sufferer. 

The  third  instance,  notified  on  the  25th  January, 
could,  after  excluding  other  possible  sources,  only  be 
accounted  for  by  the  insanitary  conditions  existing  at 
the  premises  invaded  by  the  malady.  The  fourth  case, 
reported  on  the  26th  of  the  same  month,  was  that  of  a 
child  who  was  sent  home  from  school  on  account  of 
rhinorrlioea,  and  who  proved  on  examination  to  be  suffer- 
ing from  nasal  Diphtheria. 

The  next  outbreak  consisted  of  three  cases  in  one 
family,  notified  on  the  4th,  8th  and  9th  of  February.  No 
history  of  contact  with  any  previous  case  could  be  ascer- 
tained. In  these  instances,  the  faulty  sanitary  arrange- 
ments found  at  the  premises  occupied  by  the  sufferers, 
were  sufficient  to  account  for  the  origin  of  the  malady. 

The  next  case  was  that  of  a child  who  was  sent  home 
from  school  on  the  4th  May  on  account  of  tonsillitis, 
which  proved,  on  subsequent  examination,  to  be  of  a 
diphtheritic  character. 

The  ninth  patient  was  a young  lady,  who  was  ill  on 
arrival  at  her  home  on  the  8th  July  from  a visit  to  Staf- 
fordshire. The  next  case  was  that  of  a scholar  attending 
an  infected  school,  from  which  source  the  attack  was 
most  probably  derived. 

The  last  two  cases  during  the  year,  reported  on  the 
25th  September  and  the  22nd  October,  were  at  first  sus- 
pected to  be  due  to  contact  with  a patient  convalescent 
from  the  disease;  but  inquiry,  coupled  with  the  result  of 
bacteriological  examination,  confuted  this  theory,  and, 
further,  sufficient  local  insanitary  conditions  were  found 
to  account  for  the  development  of  the  cases.

The  six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  reported  during  th 
year  occurred  in  separate  localities  on  the  26th  February 
10th  March , 20th  April,  30th  May,  6th  and  19th  Nc 
vember.  There  was  no  epidemic  prevalence  of  the  Feve 
in  any  locality. 

The  first  patient  was  a scholar  at  a school  attended  b 
children  from  Walmer,  and  was  in  contact  with  an  ir 
fected  child  from  the  District  in  question.  The  secon 
case  was  that  of  an  adult,  who  returned  home  ill  fror 
the  Canterbury  Hospital,  to  which  institution  she  ha 
been  sent  for  the  purpose  of  undergoing  a surgical  opera 
t ion. 

The  third  case  was  that  of  a child,  who  returned  horn 
ill  from  school,  but  no  history  as  to  the  source  coul 
be  ascertained.  The  fourth  instance  arose  after  exposur 
to  obnoxious  emanations  while  erupting  a cesspool,  th 
direction  of  the  wind  at  the  time  being  such  as  woul 
carry  the  gases  into  the  dwelling. 

The  fifth,  a mild  case,  was  contracted  from  non-report 
ed  cases  during  school  attendance.  The  sixth  suffere 
was  a scholar  who  was  taken  ill  at  another  school,  bu 
no  history  as  to  the  source  could  be  obtained. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulation? 
1908,  only  two  cases  (both  under  Form  13)  were  reported) 
The  patients  were  children,  aged  7 and  10  years,  respec 
lively,  one  of  whom  died  within  a month  of  notification 
They  were  the  children  of  widows,  and,  probably,  povert 
had  something  to  do  with  the  development  of  the  dig 
ease.  The  father  of  one  of  the  sufferers  died  of  th 
same  malady. 

Two  other  cases,  mother  and  daughter,  were  volun 
tarily  reported.  Roth  ended  in  death.  Before  com 
ing  into  the  Fastry  District,  the  mother,  who  was  th 
first  attacked,  used  to  attend  to  a consumptive  patient 
nursing  her  and  washing  her  clothes. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  a supply  of  cautionar; 
handbills  for  distribution  in  regard  to  known  cases  o 
consumption ; and  a supply  of  pocket  spittoons  is  avail 
able  for  issue  to  suitable  cases. 

Disinfection  of  rooms  vacated  by  sufferers,  by  deal 
or  otherwise,  was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspec 
tor  during  the  year. 

On  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Boar 
issued  the  “ Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London 
Order,  1910,”  empowering  District  Councils  to  obtai 
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supplies  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to 
poor  persons  for  both  curative  and  prophylactic  pur- 
poses. The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made 
recommendation  to  the  Council,  (a),  that  the  Poor  Law 
Medical  Officers  should  be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply 
when  necessary,  (b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  immediately  in  every 
case  where  the  Anti-toxin  is  obtained,  either  for  curative 
or  prophylactic  purposes,  and  (c)  that  the  Council 
should  authorise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  himself 
to  obtain,  at  his  discretion,  a supply  for  use  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Order. 

The  Council  agreed  to  these  recommendations,  and 
arranged  for  supplies  to  be  obtained  when  necessary 
from  the  Clinical  Research  Association. 

Eight  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  two  of  scarlet  Action  Taken, 
fevei^  Were  removed  to  the  hospital  for  isolation  and 
treatment. 

In  the  absence  of  a steam  disinfecting  apparatus,  in 
certain  cases  destruction  of  infected  bedding,  clothing, 
and  other  articles  is  resorted  to.  Disinfection  of  rooms 
is  effected  by  means  of  sulphurous  acid  gas  and  formalin. 

Report  was  made  to  the  Council  concerning  an  out- 
break of  mange  and  ringworm  among  the  cows  at  a 
dairy-farm  in  the  District,  and  also  in  regard  to  cer- 
tain insanitarv  conditions  existing  at  the  premises.  As 
a result  of  such  report  the  owner  of  the  farm  has  erected 
entirely  new  cowsheds,  etc.

The  sewerage  of  Wingham,  where  an  adequate  water- 
supply  is  available,  has  been  under  the  consideration 
of  the  Council,  but  there  is  considerable  objection 
amongst,  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  to  the  cost  which 
a scheme  for  this  purpose  would  involve.  The  cost  of 
the  Ash  sewerage  works  has  been  so  large  that  the 
Council  have  been  indisposed  to  undertake  works  at 
Wingham  after  their  experience  at  the  former  place. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  about 
3,375  dwelling-houses  in  the  District,  of  which  he  esti- 
mates about  13  per  cent,  possess  water-closets,  G3  per 
cent,  pail  or  earth-closets,  and  24  per  cent,  common 
privy- vaults. 

In  three  of  the  large  parishes — Ash,  Wingham  and 
Eastry,  scavengers  are  employed  by  tin*  Council  to 
empty  the  contents  of  the  pail  and  earth-closets.  The 
scavenging  is  carried  out  by  farmers,  who  utilize  the 
collected  material  for  agricultural  purposes.  The  col- 
lection is  made  once  a week  at  Ash,  and  twice  a week 
at  Wingham  and  Eastry. 

The  types  of  sanitary  conveniences  allowed  to  be 
erected  are  water-closets,  pail  and  earth-closets. 

The  following  statement  deals  with  the  twenty-one 
houses  reported  to  the  Council  during  the  year  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  under  section  17  of  the  Hous- 
ing, Town-Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909,  as  being  unfit  for

Tile  Sanitary  Inspector  lias  not  been  able  to  furnish 
the  number  of  houses  in  the  District  within  the  limits 
of  the  rental  specified  in  section  14  of  the  Housing, 
Town-Planning,  etc.,  Act  (i.e.,  not  exceeding  £16  per 
annum).  He,  however,  reports  that  there  are  about 
3,375  houses  of  all  classes  in  the  District,  and  that  47 
houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  during  the 
year. 

Nineteen  samples  of  water  were  analysed  during  the 
year,  five  of  which  were  Found  to  be  so  polluted  as  to 
be  unsafe  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  District  is  largely  traversed  by  the  water-mains 
of  the  joint  undertaking  with  Sandwich;  and  the  Mar- 
gate, hast  Kent,  and  Walmer  public  supplies  are  avail- 
able in  many  of  the  parishes.  During  the  year  16  addi- 
tional premises  were  connected  with  the  public  mains. 

The  35  dairies,  cowsheds,  etc.,  on  the  Council’s  re- 
gister received  careful  attention  during  1910,  and  the 
premises  were,  on  the  whole,  found  to  be  maintained 
in  a generally  satisfactory  condition.  In  one  instance 
entirely  new  cowsheds,  of  approved  design,  were 
erected. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  about  450  cows 
in  the  Eastry  Dural  District. 

A number  of  the  dairy  farmers  have  their  cows  re- 
gularly inspected  by  veterinary  surgeons:  but,  as  far 
as  is  known,  the  tuberculin  test  was  not  applied  during 
the  year. 

No  samples  of  milk  were  collected  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  either  chemical  or  bacteriological  examina- 
tion. 

The  nine  slaughter-houses  in  the  District  were  re- 
gularly visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  on  some  oc- 
casions during  the  time  killing  was  in  progress.  The 
premises  were  found  to  be  maintained  in  a good  condi- 
tion. 

In  one  instance  a butcher  voluntarily  reported  the 
condition  of  a bullock  purchased  by  him  at  Canterbury 
market.  This  animal  was  slaughtered,  and,  on  exami- 
nation by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  was  found  to 
be  tuberculous.  The  carcase  was  destroyed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  adoptive  Acts  in  force  in  the  Eastry  Dural  Dis- 
trict are  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act, 
1890,  and  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
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1890.  The  Council  have  taken  no  action  in  regard  to 
the  adoption  of  any  parts  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act  of  1907.

In  addition  to  tlie  work  already  shown,  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  103  nuis- 
ances came  under  notice  during  the  year,  95  of  v hich 
were  abated  as  the  result  of  action  by  the  Inspector, 
while  in  8 instances  the  work  necessary  to  effect  a re- 
medy is  still  in  hand. 

The  work  involved  in  abating  nuisances  included  the 
conversion  of  10  privies  to  pail-closets,  and  the  sub- 
stitution of  one  privy  by  a water-closet,  the  remedyint? 
of  six  cases  of  over-crowding,  and  other  matters  of  a 
minor  character. 

The  different  outbreaks  of  infectious  sickness  in- 
volved a considerable  amount  of  time  and  labour,  in 
regard  to  the  supervision  of  the  patients^  removal  to 
hospital,  disinfection  anil  the  institution  of  active  pre- 
cautionary measures. 

The  dairies,  cowsheds,  etc.,  were  visited  on  148  oc- 
casions, and  the  slaughter-houses  at  45  different  times, 
careful  attention  being  given  to  securing  the  remedy 
of  any  unsatisfactory  matters  observed.

During  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  registere 
in  the  Elliain  Rural  District  was  121,  of  which  13  (<. 
10.74  per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  115 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the  ii 
cidence  of  deaths  in  public  institutions  within  and  will 
out  the  District)  numbered  92. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  6,901,  the  birth-rat 
was  equal  to  17.53  per  thousand ; the  total  death-rat 
standing  at  16.23,  and  the  net  death-rate  at  13.33,  pt 
thousand  living. 

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  4 were  due  to  whooping 
cough,  1 influenza,  1 diarrhoea,  10  phthisis,  1 gener; 
tuberculosis,  1 tubercular  meningitis,  1 tubercular  per 
tonitis,  1 tuberculosis  of  spine,  5 cancer,  6 bronchitis,

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act  of  Notification 
389 , 20  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  20  of  which 
ere  referred  to  scarlet  fever,  2 diphtheria,  2 enteric 
sver,  and  2 to  erysipelas. 

The  first  appearance  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  District  Scarlet  Fever, 
uring  the  year,  was  a case  at  the  Workhouse,  reported 
n the  5th  April,  concerning  which  no  history  of  expo- 
are  to  any  known  previous  case  could  be  ascertained. 

'n  the  27th  August,  a soldier  on  leave  at  a hamlet  in 
wingfield  was  notified.  This  man  had  visited  so  many 
laces  during  his  leave,  that  it  was  difficult  to  trace  the 
Durce  of  his  attack. 

On  the  5th  September,  a case  at  Sellindge  was  re- 
orted,  after  the  patient’s  return  home  from  a visit  in 
urrey,  where  he  had  been  in  contact  with  infected  re- 
itives.  On  the  lOtli  October,  another  case  at  Sellindge 
'as  notified,  but  no  history  as  to  the  source  of  the  in- 
action could  be  traced. 

These  four  isolated  instances  were  followed  by  three 
utbreaks  at  Lyminge,  Lympne  and  Saltwood.  The 
utbreak  at  Lyminge  consisted  of  seven  cases,  which 
ropped  up  between  the  1st  November  and  the  end  of  1 
ear,  six  of  them  being  due  to  school  influence.  The 
rst  case  reported  was  discovered  by  the  School  Medical 
ifficer  during  official  examination  of  the  school.  It 
'as  found  that  previous  illness  had  occurred  in  this 
atient’s  household,  but  had  not  been  recognised  as  being 
icarlet  Fever.  In  regard  to  the  subsequent  cases,  it 
'as  ascertained  that  children  with  sore  throats  had  been 
a attendance  at  school,  and  that  influenza  was  also  pre- 
alent,  both  amongst  the  scholars  and  in  the  parish. 

’hus,  on  account  of  the  mixed  infection  which  prevailed, 
iagnosis  was  rendered  difficult;  while,  in  addition,  the 
rrangements  for  disposal  of  excrementitious  matter  at 
he  out-offices  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  school, 
v'ere  found  to  be  of  such  a nature  as  would  be  likely  to 
avour  the  propagation  of  any  infectious  malady  which 
.light  arise  amongst  the  scholars. 

The  two  sufferers  at  Lympne,  notified  on  the  21st 
November  and  29th  December,  were  members  of  one 
amily,  the  second  patient  attacked  being  reported  after 
he  return  of  the  first  from  hospital.

The  remaining  seven  cases,  at  Salt-wood,  were  due  to 
contact  at  school  with  children  who  were  suffering  from 
what  was  at  first  thought  to  be  measles,  and  the  Fever 
had  spread  before  active  measures  could  be  taken  for 
its  suppression. 

The  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  simultaneously 
in  one  household.  There  was  no  history  of  contact  with 
any  previous  cases,  and  there  were  no  further  instances 
reported  in  the  District  during  the  year.  Influenza  was 
present,  in  the  household,  and  had  preceded  the  cases 
notified.  The  condition  of  the  house  and  surroundings 
was  found  lo  be  very  defective  in  regard  to  sanitation. 

The  two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  at  Sellindge, 
and  were  reported  on  the  9th  April  and  iOth  May.  In 
one  instance  the  water-supply  was  found  to  be  polluted, 
and,  in  the  other  case,  obnoxious  nuisance  from  a cess- 
pool existed  at  the  patient’s  residence.  Sliell-fish,  ob- 
tained from  a hawker,  had  also  been  partaken  of,  but 
no  other  cases  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood,  where 
other  people  had  consumed  shell-fish  from  the  same 
source.  As  all  three  sources  are  among  the  known 
causes  of  Enteric  Fever,  it  was  not  easy  to  say  which 
was  the  predominant  factor  at  work  in  the  development 
of  the  cases  in  question.  All  these  possible  sources  were 
dealt  with,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  no  other 
cases  arose  in  the  District. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  ltegulations, 
1908,  no  cases  of  pulmonary  consumption  were  reported 
during  the  year.  The  first  official  intimation  of  any  case 
was  after  death,  being,  in  fact,  the  entry  in  the  Regis- 
trar’s death-returns. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  a supply  of  handbills  for 
distribution  in  regard  to  known  cases  of  consumption; 
and  disinfection  of  rooms  vacated  by  sufferers,  by  death 
or  otherwise,  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

On  the  15tli  August,  the  Local  Government  Board 
issued  the  “Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910,’’  empowering  District  Councils  to  obtain 
supplies  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to 
poor  persons  for  both  curative  and  prophylactic  purposes. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made  recom- 
mendation to  the  Council,  (a)  that  the  Poor  Law  Medi- 
cal Officers  should  be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply  when 
necessary,  (b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform  the  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health  immediately  in  every  case  where 
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the  A at i -toxin  is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or  prophy- 
lactic purposes,  and  (c)  that  the  Council  should  authorise 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  himself  to  obtain,  at  his  dis- 
cretion, a supply  for  use  in  accordance  with  the  Order. 

The  Council  a greed  to  these  recommendations,  and 
arranged  for  supplies  to  be  obtained  from  the  Clinical 
ltesearch  Association . 

Fourteen  of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  and  the  two 
cases  of  diphtheria,  were  removed  to  the  Flham  Isola- 
tion Hospital  for  treatment;  while  three  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  admitted  to  the  Cheriton  Isolation  Hospital  - 
The  remainder  of  the  patients  were  treated  at  their  own 
homes. 

Other  matters  discovered  during  visitation  of  the  Dis- 
trict were  referred  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
appropriate  action  to  be  taken.

Owing  to  the  failure  of  the  Parish  Council  to  deal 
satisfactorily  with  the  cesspool  nuisance  at  Lyminge, 
pressure  was  brought  to  bear  upon  the  Pural  District 
Council  to  take  steps  to  procure  the  preparation  of 
plans  for  a scheme  of  sewerage  for  the  village.  After 
discussion,  this  course  was  adopted,  and  it  was  deter- 
mined to  apply  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  sanc- 
tion to  borrow  money  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  scheme  selected. 

Where  public  water-supplies  are  available,  water- 
closets,  with  proper  flushing  cisterns,  are  in  use.  At 
other  places  in  the  District,  pail  and  earth-closets  are 
in  vogue.  Some  few  privy-vaults  are  still  in  existence, 
but,  whenever  opportunity  offers,  such  obsolete  sani- 
tary conveniences  are  abolished. 

At  Lyminge,  the  contents  of  pail-closets  are  collected 
each  week  by  the  village  scavenger;  while  at  Saltwood 
a weekly  collection  of  house-refuse  is  made. 

The  following  statement  deals  with  the  seven  houses 
reported  to  the  Council  during  the  year  bv  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  under  section  17  of  the  Housing, 
Town-Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909,  as  being  unfit  for 
human  habitation  : —

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  designated  by  the 
Council  as  the  Officer  (acting  under  the  direction  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health)  to  make  systematic  inspec- 
tion, and  keep  records  of  the  work  performed  under  the 
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Regulations  referred  to  in  the  margin.  The  Inspector 
eports  that,  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  sixty  houses  have 
>een  inspected  under  the  Regulations. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  further  states  that  there  are 
Tout  1,290  houses  in  the  District  within  the  limits  of 
he  rental  specified  in  section  14  of  the  Housing,  Town- 
Tanning,  etc.,  Act  (i.e.,  not  exceeding  £16  per  annum). 

Eight  samples  of  water  were  analysed  during  the  year, 
WO  of  which  were  found  to  be  so  polluted  as  to  be 
msafe  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  mains  of  the  Elham  Valley  Water  Company  are 
ivailable  in  a considerable  portion  of  the  District;  but 
Vcrise,  Uphill,  Hawkinge  and  Swingfield  are  still  witli- 
)iit  a public  supply.  The  Folkestone  works  are  at  too 
ow  a level  to  supply  the  localities  in  question  without 
idditional  expense  for  pumping  operations ; but  negotia- 
tions have  been  proceeding  between  the  East  Kent  Water 
Company  and  the  Elham  Rural  District  Council,  the 
Company  desiring  to  enlist  the  Council’s  support  in  an 
ipplication  for  a Provisional  Order  for  the  purpose  of 
empowering  the  Company  to  supply  Acrise  and  Swing- 
ield . 

The  80  dairies,  cowsheds,  etc.,  now  on  the  Council’s 
■egister  were  kept  under  careful  supervision  during  the 
je ar,  improvements  in  regard  to  different  matters  being 
effected  in  seven  instances. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  there,  are  now  about  686 
■ows  in  the  Elham  Rural  District. 

The  cows  at  three  dairy-farms  were  examined  by 
veterinary  surgeons  at  the  cost  of  the  owners  of  the 
tnimals,  while  one  cow  was  tested  with  tuberculin  at 
lie  instance  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 

In  regard  to  this  last-mentioned  case,  suspicion  as  to 
he  condition  of  the  cow  was  aroused  in  the  mind  of  a 
visitor  staying  at  the  dairy-farm.  This  visitor  com- 
nunicated  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  there- 
upon visited  the  farm,  taking  with  him  a veterinary 
mrgeon  to  apply  the  tuberculin  test.  As  the  animal 
showed  a decided  reaction  to  the  test,  it  was  slaughtered, 
ind  the  carcase  effectually  disposed  of. 

No  samples  of  milk  were  collected  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  the  year  for  either  bacteriological  or 
ehemical  examination.

The  six  slaughter-houses  in  the  District  were  kept 
under  observation.  On  some  occasions  the  visits  were 
made  during  the  time  killing  was  in  progress.  The 
premises  were  found  to  be  clean,  and  no  carcases  of  dis- 
eased animals  were  discovered  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  adoptive  Acts  in  force  in  the  Elham  Rural  Dis- 
trict are  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890, 
and  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890. 
Sections  23  and  25  of  Part  II.,  34  to  46,  48,  49  and  50 
of  Part  III.,  and  the  whole  of  PartlV.  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  have  also  been 
adopted  by  the  Council.

In  addition  to  the  work  already  described,  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  65  nuis- 
ances of  various  kinds  were  discovered  and  dealt  with 
during  the  year,  163  inspections  of  the  dairies,  cow- 
sheds, etc.,  were  made,  improvements  being  effected  in 
7 instances,  and  the  slaughter-houses  were  visited  on 
20  occasions,  improvements  being  secured  in  2 cases. 

Twenty-three  visits  were  paid  to  the  13  schools  in  the 
District,  and  in  four  instances  defective  conditions  were 
discovered  and  remedied. 

The  different  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  involved 
a considerable  amount  of  time  and  labour  in  connection 
with  visitation,  disinfection,  and  the  institution  of 
active  precautionary  measures.

During-  tlie  year  1910,  tlie  numlier  of  births  regis- 
tered in  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  was  129,  of  which 
10  (or  7.75  per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  104, 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the  in- 
cidence of  deaths  in  public  institutions  within  and  with- 
out the  District)  numbered  114. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  10,890,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  11.84  per  thousand;  the  total  death-rate 
standing  at  9.55,  and  the  net  death-rate  at  10.47,  per 
thousand  living. 

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  6 were  due  to  measles, 

9 whooping-cough,  1 diphtheria,  1 enteric  fever,  2 in- 
fluenza, 1 diarrhoea,  2 enteritis,  1 gastritis,  1 erysipelas, 

10  phthisis,  1 tubercular  disease  of  hip,  1 tubercular 
peritonitis,  2 tubercular  meningitis,  15  cancer,  3 bron- 
chitis, 3 pneumonia,  1 pulmonary  congestion,  1 fibroid 
disease  of  lung,  1 gummatous  tumour  of  brain,  1 pre- 
mature birth,  18  heart  disease,  1 accident,  1 suicide,  1 
gangrenous  ovarian  cyst,  1 appendicitis,  1 colitis,  1 
septic  absorption  from  perforating  ulcer  of  foot,  1 vomit- 
ing, 1 spasm  of  glottis,  2 diabetes,  4 chronic  nephritis. 
1 rheumatoid  arthritis,  1 gout,  2 cerebral  thrombosis,  6 
cerebral  haemorrhage,  3 hemiplegia,  1 paralysis  agitans, 
and  5 to  senile  decay. 

The  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  was 
equal  to  1.65,  and  that  from  the  notifiable  class  of  dis- 
eases to  0.27,  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows  : — At  under  one  year  of  age,  10  died ; at  one  and 
under  five,  13;  at  five  and  under  fifteen,  4;  at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-five,  6 : at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty-five, 
39  ; and  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards,  42  died.

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Infantile  mortality  was  equal  to  77.52  per  thousand 
births  registered  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act  of 
1889,  27  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  11  of  which 
were  referred  to  scarlet  fever,  8 diphtheria,  7 enteric 
fever,  and  1 to  erysipelas. 

With  regard  to  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  three  oc- 
curred at  the  St.  Anne’s  Home,  to  which  institution 
drafts  of  children  are  continuously  sent  throughout  the 
year.  In  regard  to  two  of  the  instances  reported,  fresh 
children  had  arrived  two  or  three  days  before  the  cases 
were  notified,  and  the  institution  was  rarely  free  from 
otorrlicea  amongst  some  of  the  inmates.  Some  unsus- 
pected “carrier”  was,  in  all  probability,  the  source  of 
the  outbreaks. 

In  respect  to  the  remaining  eight  cases,  one  patient 
was  a scholar  at  the  elementary  school,  who  was  living 
at  premises  which  were  found  to  be  in  a bad  sanitary 
condition.  Another  case  occurred  at  premises  which 
were  defective  in  regard  to  sanitation. 

One  sufferer,  notified  on  the  30th  March,  had  played 
with  an  infected  visitor.  The  next,  in  order  of  date, 
was  a visitor  from  Bushy,  Hertfordshire,  who  was  ill  on 
arrival  in  the  Town,  while  the  fifth  was  a brother  of  the 
last-mentioned  patient.  The  sixth  sufferer  was  a visitor, 
who  became  ill  three  days  after  arrival ; the  seventh  was 
a visitor  at  a school  which  had  been  turned  into  a tem- 
porary boarding-house  for  the  season,  and  the  eighth 
was  a visitor,  two  of  whose  brothers  had  recently  been 
in  the  Stock  well  isolation  hospital. 

The  first  case  of  Diphtheria  was  that  of  a child  at- 
tending the  Council  school.  The  school  was  visited, 
and  a “swab”  taken  from  another  child  who  exhibited 
suspicious  symptoms.  Bacteriological  examination  of' 
the  specimen  indicated  that  the  latter-mentioned  child 
was  a “carrier.” 

The  next  patient  was  also  a scholar  attending  the  same 
school,  whose  brother  had  been  sent  into  hospital  with 
Diphtheria  at  the  end  of  1909,  and  had  returned  home 
prior  to  the  occurrence  of  the  second  case.  A third 
sufferer  also  attended  the  same  school. 

Tlie  fourth — another  scholar — was  the  daughter  of  a 
lodging-house  keeper,  at  whose  house  a lodger  had  for  a 
fort  night  previously  suffered  from  sore  throat. 
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The  next  case,  notified  in  July,  was  that  of  a waitress, 
vho  complained  of  having  had  to  attend  to  a customer, 
vho  was  evidently  ill,  and  possessed  a most  offensive 
hroat. 

In  the  same  month,  a probationer,  and  also  a niece 
>f  the  Matron,  at  the  Cottage  Hospital  were  reported. 
In  inquiry,  defects  of  sanitation  were  discovered  at  the 
institution.  The  last  case,  reported  on  the  18tli  Septem- 
ber, was  that  of  an  errand-boy,  who  lived  at  premises 
vhicli  were  found  to  be  very  defective  in  respect  to  the 
1 rain  age  arraugemen  ts . 

Of  the  seven  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  the  first  was 
“eported  on  the  20th  April,  and  occurred  at  premises 
vhieh  were  found  to  be  in  a very  dirty  condition.  The 
liagnosis  was  not  confirmed  by  Widal’s  reaction  test. 

The  second  case  was  that  of  a boy  who  had  been  ex- 
posed to  noxious  drain  gases.  The  third  was  a servant- 
gfrl,  whose  home  was  found  to  be  defective  in  regard  to 
sanitation. 

The  fourth  case  was  that  of  a woman,  who  had  suf- 
fered for  some  time  from  intestinal  trouble,  and  had  been 
treated  for  this  in  the  Canterbury  Hospital.  On  her 
return  home,  she  was,  after  resort  had  been  made  to 
Widal’s  reaction  test,  notiHeR  as  suffering  from  Enteric 
f ever.  The  conditions  of  her  home  were  insanitary  in 
character,  and  had  formed  the  subject  of  adverse  report. 

The  next  two  cases,  reported  on  the  21st,  July  and 
22nd  August,  were  members  of  one  family,  and  lived  in 
one  of  a row  of  houses,  built  near  ground  which  had 
been  at  one  time  saturated  with  setvhge.  Illness  had 
several  times  previously  broken  out  in  this  locality. 

The  seventh  case  was  that  of  a servant,  who  con- 
tracted her  illness  while  at  home  in  Huntingdonshire, 
where  she  drank  water  from  a polluted  well.

In  the  two  other  cases,  “E.G.”  and  “E.McD.,”  the 
patients  were  sent  down  to  the  St.  Anne’s  Home  at 
Herne  Bay  from  the  Camberwell  and  Carshalton  Infir- 
maries, respectively.  The  first  of  these  patients  is  stated 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Home  to  have  recovered 
from  the  malady. 

In  addition  to  these  three  cases,  one  voluntary  notifi- 
cation was  received. 

Disinfection  of  rooms  vacated  by  consumptive  suf- 
ferers, by  death  or  otherwise,  was  carried  out  by  the- 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

On  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Board 
issued  the  “ Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910,”  empowering  District  Councils  to  obtain 
supplies  of  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to  poor  persons 
for  both  curative  and  prophylactic  purposes.  The  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made  recommendation 
to  the  Council,  (a)  that  the  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers, 
should  lie  authorised  to  obtain  a supply  when  necessary, 
(b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  immediately  in  every  case  where  the  Anti- 
toxin is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or  prophylactic  pur- 
poses, and  (c)  that  the  Council  should  authorise  the  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health  himself  to  obtain  at  his  discretion, 
a supply  for  use  in  accordance  with  the  Order. 

The  Council  agreed  in  substance  with  these  recom- 
mendations, and  arranged  for  the  serum  to  be  obtained 
locally. 

Three  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  the  seven  cases  of  en- 
teric fever,  were  treated  at,  the  Blean  Isolatioifllospital ; 
while  three  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  seven  cases  of  scar- 
let fever,  were  removed  to  the  Sea  Street  Isolation  Cot- 
tages. One  of  the  scarlet  fever  cases  was  admitted  from 
the  St.  Anne’s  Home,  but  was  subsequently  transferred 
from  Sea  Street,  by  motor  ambulance,  to  the  Metropoli- 
tan Asylums  Board’s  Hospital  at  Shooter’s  Hill,  Lon- 
don. 

The  District  still  suffers  inconvenience  from  the  lack 
of  a proper  steam  disinfecting-apparatus.

Two  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  to  the  Coun- 
cil under  section  91  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

During  the  year,  eight  additional  houses  were  con- 
nected with  the  new  sewers,  and  the  cesspools  previously 
used  were  abolished.  The  District  is  now  provided  with 
sufficient  sewers,  and  only  two  houses  remain  to  be 
connected.  Only  water-closets  are  now  allowed  to  be 
constructed. 

A daily  collection  of  house-refuse  is  in  vogue  in  the 
Town.  The  collection  is  completed  by  about  10.30  a.m., 
and  the  refuse  is  conveyed  to  a depot  situated  in  the 
open  country,  about  two  and  a half  miles  from  the 
Town,  where  it  is  utilized  for  agricultural  purposes,  etc.

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  designated  by  the 
Council  as  the  Officer  (acting  under  the  direction  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health)  to  make  systematic  inspec- 
tion, and  keep  records  of  the  work  performed  under  the 
Regulations  referred  to  in  the  margin.

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  about 
200  houses  in  the  District  within  the  limits  of  the  rental 
specified  in  section  14  of  the  Housing,  Town-Planning, 
etc.,  Act  (i.e.,  not  exceeding  £10  per  annum.). 

There  are  no  back-to-back  houses  or  cellar  dwellings 
in  the  District. 

The  supply  of  water  provided  by  the  Herne  Bay  Water 
Company  was  periodically  analysed  during  the  year,  the 
results  showing  the  water  to  maintain  its  usual  satis- 
factory standard  of  purity. 

The  20  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  now  on  the 
Council’s  register  were  kept  under  regular  supervision 
during  the  year. 

The  tuberculin  test  was  not  applied  to  any  of  the  cows 
in  the  District  during  the  year,  and  no  samples  of  milk 
were  collected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  either  bac- 
teriological or  chemical  examination. 

The  eight  slaughter-houses  on  the  Council's  register 
received  careful  attention,  visits  being  paid  during  the 
time  killing  was  in  progress.  The  premises  were  found 
to  be  kept  in  a generally  satisfactory  condition,  and  no 
carcases  of  diseased  animals  were  discovered. 

The  adoptive  Acts  in  force  in  the  Herne  Bay  Urban 
District  are  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act, 
1890,  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  and 
the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907.

Tn  addition  to  the  work  already  described,  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  343  nuis- 
ances of  different  kinds  were  dealt  with  during'  the  year, 
in  respect  to  which  145  notices  were  issued,  70  of  which 
were  statutory  notices,  and  75  of  an  informal  character. 
Fifty-three  of  the  nuisances  were  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Inspector  by  complaints  from  inhabitants. 

The  works  involved  in  remedying  the  conditions  ob- 
served included  the  construction,  re-construction,  or 
repair  of  66  house  drainage  systems;  the  cleansing  and 
clearing  of  26  drains;  the  ventilation  of  13  drains;  the 
repair  of  27  soil-pipes ; the  disconnection  from  drains  of 
14  waste-pipes;  the  cleansing  or  repair  of  59  water- 
closets;  the  provision  of  water-closets  in  2 cases,  and  of 
w.c.  flushing  apparatus  in  4 instances;  the  provision  of 
flushing  apparatus  to  7 urinals;  the  repair  of  defective 
guttering  and  down-spouting  in  23  cases;  the  repair  of 
18  leaky  roofs;  the  provision  or  improvement  of  water- 
supply  at  10  premises;  the  provision  of  sinks  in  3 in- 
stances; the  cleansing  of  5 dirty  houses,  and  the  repair 
of  16  dilapidated  houses;  the  paving  of  14  yard  surfaces; 
the  abatement  of  2 cases  of  overcrowding;  the  cleansing 
of  12  stables,  slaughter-houses,  etc. ; the  removal  of  10 
offensive  accumulations;  the  abatement  of  5 nuisances 
from  I lie  improper  keeping  of  animals;  and  the  remedy- 
ing of  7 defects  of  a minor  character. 

In  three  instances  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  to 
enforce  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  the  proceedings  in 
each  case  having  the  desired  effect. 
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One  hundred  and  six  visits  were  paid  to  the  slaughter- 
houses, resulting'  in  the  issue  of  5 written  notices. 
Forty-four  inspections  of  the  dairies,  cowsheds  and  in  ilk- 
shops  were  made,  followed  by  the  serving  of  6 written 
notices. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  and  labour  was  in- 
volved in  dealing  with  the  different  outbreaks  of  infec- 
tious sickness,  36  houses  being  disinfected,  quantities 
of  bedding  and  clothing  destroyed,  and  other  active  pre- 
cautionary measures  instituted. 
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By  the  term  'Non  residents,"  is  meant  pereons  brought  into  the  district  on  account  of 
•ickness  or  infirmity,  and  dying  in  public  institutions  there;  and  by  the  term  "Residents," 
is  meant  persons  who  have  been  taken  out  of  the  district  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity, 
and  have  died  in  public  institutions  eisewhere. 

The  " Public  institutions  " to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  erf  theee  Tables  are 
ithose  into  which  persons  are  habitually  received  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  6uch 
as  hospitals,  workhouses  and  lunatic  asylums.  A list  of  the  Institution*  in  respect  of  the 
deaths  in  which  corrections  have  been  made  is  given  below.

During  1 lie  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  borough  of  Hythe  was  144,  of  which  2 (or  1.39 
per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  were  73, 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the 
i ncid  ence  of  deaths  of  “ residents  ” in  public  institutions 
without  the  Borough)  numbered  81. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  0,700,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  21 .49  per  thousand ; while  the  total  death- 
rate  stood  at  10.89,  and  the  net  death-rate  at  12.09,  per 
thousand  living. 

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  1 was  due  to  enteric 
fever,  1 diarrhoea,  1 puerperal  fever,  8 phthisis,  1 miliary 
tuberculosis,  1 general  tuberculosis,  8 cancer,  8 bron- 
chitis, 4 pneumonia,  1 congestion  of  lungs,  3 premature 
birth,  1 accident,  11  heart  disease,  1 heart  failure,  1 
arterial  atheroma,  1 congenital  malformation  of  skull, 
1 neglect  at  birth,  1 uraemia,  4 chronic  nephritis,  1 
pyonephrosis,  1 infantile  convulsions,  4 infantile  debility 
and  marasmus,  1 abscess  of  middle  ear,  1 melancholia, 

1 dementia,  2 cerebral  haemorrhage,  1 gastric  ulceration, 
1 rheumatoid  arthritis,  and  10  to  senile  decay. 

The  death-rate  from  both  the  chief  epidemic  and  noti- 
fiable classes  of  diseases  was  equal  to  0.30  per  thousand 
of  the  estimated  population. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows: — At  under  one  year  of  age,  1!)  died:  at  one  and 
under  five,  2;  at  five  and  under  fifteen.  2:  at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-five,  2;  at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty-five, 
27;  and  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards,  29  died. 

Infantile  mortality  was  equal  to  131.94  per  thousand 
births  registered  during  the  year. 
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Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act  of 
1889,  5 cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  3 of  which  were 
referred  to  scarlet  fever,  1 puerperal  fever,  and  1 to  ery- 
sipelas. 

The  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  on  the  8th 
July,  and  the  6th  and  21st  October.  No  history  could 
be  traced  of  contact  with  any  previous  cases  of  the  dis- 
ease, except  in  the  third  instance,  which  was  an  exten- 
sion of  infection  from  the  case  reported  on  the  6th 
October.  The  only  possible  factor  common  to  all  three 
was  school  influence,  as  all  the  sufferers  attended  the  ele- 
mentary school. 

It  is  by  no  means  an  easy  task  to  obtain  information 
of  all  cases  that  may  arise  in  the  Borough,  because  cases 
may  occur  among  visitors  to  the  Town,  which  may  never 
be  recognised  or  reported,  and  which  may  act  as  carriers 
of  infection. 

As  an  illustration,  the  following  instance  may  be  nar- 
rated : On  the  29th  July,  a visitor  arrived  in  the 

Borough,  who,  after  contact  with  a case  of  sore  throat 
at  his  lodgings,  was  taken  ill  on  the  10th  August,  had 
a rash  on  the  13th,  and  left  Hythe  on  the  26th.  Between 
the  26th  August  and  the  1st  September,  he  was  in  con- 
tact with  a friend  in  London,  who  was  notified  with 
Scarlet  Fever  soon  after  such  contact.  The  boy  in  ques- 
tion then  went  down  to  Knaresboro,  in  Yorkshire,  where 
he  was  seen  by  a medical  man,  who  pronounced  him  to 
be  in  the  peeling  and  final  stage  of  Scarlet  Fever.  Thus, 
the  visitor  at  Hvthe  in  August  was  not  recognised  as 
having  had  Scarlet  Fever  until  his  arrival  in  Yorkshire 
at  the  beginning  of  September.  In  the  meantime,  lie 
had  proved  a source  of  infection  to  one  of  his  friends  at 
home,  and,  during  the  interval  that  elapsed  between 
his  attack  and  the  recognition  of  the  disease,  it  is  quite 
possible  that  he  may  have  been  the  source  of  infection 
+o  many  others.  All  these  facts  were  not  brought  to 
tight  until  the  discovery  of  the  nature  of  the  boy’s  ill- 
ness at  Knaresboro. 

The  single  instance  of  Puerperal  Fever  was- not  re- 
ported until  the  final  and  fatal  stage  had  been  reached. 
The  nature  of  the  confinement  required  the  adoption  of 
protracted  operative  measures,  but  the  source  of  the 
sepsis  was  not  ascertained.

were  received  during  the  year;  but,  as  will  be  seen  by 
reference  to  Table  IV.,  eight  deaths  from  the  disease 
were  recorded. 

On  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Board 
issued  the  “ Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910,”  empowering  District  Councils  to  obtain 
supplies  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to 
poor  persons  for  both  curative  and  prophylactic  pur- 
poses. The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made 
recommendation  to  the  Council,  (a)  that  the  Door  Law 
Medical  Officers  should  be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply 
when  necessary,  (b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  immediately  in  every  case 
where  the  Anti-toxin  is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or 
prophylactic  purposes,  and  (c)  that  the  Council  should 
authorise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  himself  to  ob- 
tain, at  his  discretion,  a supply  for  use  in  accordance 
with  the  Order. 

The  Council  decided  to  make  no  definite  arrangements 
at  the  present  moment. 

Two  of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to,  and 
treated  in,  the  Cheriton  Isolation  Hospital,  under  an 
arrangement  which  exists  between  the  Hythe  and  Cheri- 
ton Councils.  The  question  of  the  provision  of  inde- 
pendent hospital  accommodation,  with  complete  equip- 
ment for  disinfecting  purposes,  has  not,  so  far,  been 
considered  urgent  by  the  Council,  although,  some  time 
ago,  land  was  acquired  for  this  purpose.  Tent  provi- 
sion, etc.,  was  made,  with  the  view  of  being  utilized  on 
the  ground  obtained  in  the  event  of  any  emergency  aris- 
ing; and,  in  the  meantime,  the  arrangement  with  Cheri- 
ton has  been  available  for  the  few  cases  which  have  re- 
quired isolation  in  hospital. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  resort  to  closure  in  re- 
gard to  any  of  the  schools  in  the  Borough  of  Hythe. 

The  Borough  possesses  a complete  water-carriage 
system  of  sewerage,  the  sewage  being  discharged  into 
the  sea  a mile  and  a half  to  the  westward  of  the  Town. 

Water-closets  with  water-waste-preventer  flushing  cis- 
terns, are  the  only  sanitary  conveniences  allowed  to  be 
erected,  and  there  are  now  1,050  w.c.'s  in  the  Borough. 
Might  pail-closets,  however,  still  exist  at  West  Hythe. 

The  house-refuse  in  the  Borough  is  collected  by  the 
Council’s  employees  once  a week  from  the  1st  October 
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to  the  31st  March,  and  twice  a week  during-  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year.  The  collected  material  is  deposited 
at  a depot  at  West  ITythe. 

Inquiry  and  report  were  made  in  regard  to  a trade 
nuisance'  at  the  Hythe  gas  works,  produced  during  the 
manufacture  of  “Coalite  fuel.  In  consequence  of  the 
seriousness  of  the  complaints  made  bj  the  residents  in 
the  vicinity,  decided  action  was  taken  by  the  Council, 
with  the  result  that  the  manufacture  of  the  fuel  in  ques- 
tion was  abandoned  by  the  Company.

(i.e.,  not  exceeding  £16  per  annum).  Twenty-six 
houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  during'  the 
year. 

1 here  are  no  back-to-back  houses  or  cellar  dwellings 
in  the  Borough. 

Ihe  water-supply  is  from  the  Council’s  own  works 
in  the  parish  of  Saltwood.  Twenty-six  fresh  houses  were 
connected  with  the  mains  during  the  year,  and  there 
an*  now  1,508  houses  connected  with  the  public  supply. 

ihe  nine  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milk  shops  now  on 
tlm  Council  s register  were  kept  under  regular  super- 
vision during  the  year,  and  the  condition  of  the  pre- 
mises was  found  to  be  generally  good. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  in  regard  to  the 
application  of  the  tuberculin  test  to  the  animals  belong- 
ing' Ihe  various  cowkeepers : and  no  samples  of  milk 
were  collected  during  the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  either  chemical  or  bacteriological  examination. 

The  four  slaughter-houses  on  the  Council’s  register 
were  regularly  visited  during  the  year,  on  many  occa- 
sions during  the  time  killing  was  in  progress.  The  pre- 
mises were  found  to  be  generally  well  kepi,  and  no  car- 
cases of  diseased  animals  were  discovered  by  the  Sani- 
tary Inspector. 

The  adoptive  Acts  in  force  in  the  Borough  of  Hytlie 
are  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  the 
Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890.  and  sections 
15  to  25,  27  to  31,  and  33  of  Part  II.,  sections  34  to 
38,  43  to  49,  and  51  of  Part  III.,  and  sections  52  to  60, 
and  62  to  65  of  Part  IV.  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1907.

In  addition  to  the  work  already  skown,  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  defective 
drains  and  sanitary  fittings  were  remedied  at  20  pre- 
mises, and  that  9 offensive  accumulations  were  re- 
moved. 

The  special  inspections  with  the  view  of  discovering 
houses  possessing  no  w.c.  flushing  apparattis  was  con- 
tinued during  the  year,  57  houses  being  visited,  with 
the  result  that  proper  apparatus  has  been  fitted  in  48 
additional  instances. 

Forty-eight  inspections  of  the  dairies,  cowsheds  and 
milkshops  were  made  during  the  year,  and  the  slaughter- 
houses were  visited  ou  23  occasions.

Area  (excluding  water)  20,825  acres. 

Population  (census  1901)  11,144 


During  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  regis- 
tered in  the  Isle  of  Tlianet  Rural  District  was  214,  of 
which  28  (or  13.08  per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  240, 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the  in- 
cidence of  deaths  in  public  institutions  within  and  with- 
out the  District)  numbered  154. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  13,278,  the  birth- 
rate was  equal  to  1G.12  per  thousand;  while  the  total 
death-rate  stood  at  18.07,  and  the  net  death-rate  at 
11.52,  per  thousand  living. 

Of  the  net  number  of  deaths,  5 were  due  to  whooping 
cough,  2 diphtheria,  2 enteric  fever,  7 influenza,  2 diar- 
rhoea, 19  phthisis,  2 tubercular  meningitis,  2 tubercular 
peritonitis,  1 intestinal  tuberculosis,  12  cancer,  8 bron- 
chitis, 6 pneumonia,  1 pleurisy,  1 bronchial  asthma, 
cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  6 premature  birth,  9 accident, 
suicide,  1 homicide,  10  heart  disease,  3 heart  failure, 
3 cerebral  haemorrhage,  1 cerebral  thrombosis,  1 hemi- 
plegia, 1 epilepsy,  3 infantile  convulsions,  2 infantile 
debility  and  marasmus,  1 meningitis,  1 spleno-medul- 
lary  leukaemia,  2 exophthalmic  goitre,  2 chronic  rheu- 
matism, 4 chronic  nephritis,  1 renal  calculus,  1 impacted 
gallstone,  2 appendicitis,  2 peritonitis,  1 cellulitis  of 
head,  1 septicaemia  from  ulcer  of  leg,  and  10  to  senile 
decay. 

The  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  was 
equal  to  0.83,  and  that  from  the  notifiable  class  of  dis- 
eases to  0.30,  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  popula- 
tion. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows: — At  under  one  year  of  age,  20  died;  at  one  and

Infantile  mortality  was  equal  to  98.13  per  thousand 
births  registered  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act  of 
1889,  49  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  24  of  which 
were  referred  to  scarlet  fever,  13  diphtheria,  i eiysipe- 
las,  4 enteric  fever,  and  1 to  typhus  fever. 

The  first  five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year 
arose  at  West  gate,  and  were  reported  on  the  4th,  9th, 
lTtli  and  21st  January,  and  the  4th  February.  Three  of 
these  were  adults,  who  were  suspected  of  having  con- 
tracted t he  disease  while  away  from  home  in  an  infected 
locality.  In  the  two  other  instances,  the  only  probable 
source  was  derivation  at  school,  or  at  a Christmas  party 
attended  a few  days  before  attack. 

Two  cases  at  Birchington,  notified  on  the  8th  and  12tli 
February,  were  due  to  school  influence;  while,  on  the 
22nd  February,  and  the  3rd  and  19th  March,  three 
further  cases  at  Westgate  were  reported,  one  occurring 
in  a house  which  was  previously  infected,  while  the  other 
two  were  contracted  at  school. 

The  next  case,  on  the  13th  April,  was  that  of  an  adult, 
who  had  attended  her  child  during  an  attack  of  Scarlet 
Fever.  This  child  had  been  in  indirect  contact  with 
Scarlet  Fever  patients,  but  was  never  notified. 

On  the  3rd  May,  a case  was  reported  after  contact  with 
a patient  recently  returned  from  hospital.  On  the  30th  of 
the  same  month  a man,  after  sustaining  an  injury,  fol- 
lowed by  blood  poisoning,  was  notified  with  Scarlet 
Fever,  but  there  was  no  definite  history  as  to  the  source 
of  the  infection. 

On  the  26th  June  a single  instance  at  Sarre  was  re- 
ported, the  malady  being  contracted  while  the  patient 
was  away  from  home,  staying  at  an  infected  house. 

After  an  interval  of  a month,  Scarlet  Fever  broke  out 
in  August  at  Birchington,  six  cases,  in  three  families, 
being  reported.  The  source  was  suspected  to  be  due  to 
convalescent  visitors,  with  whom  the  sufferers  had  been 
in  contact. 

The  remaining  four  cases  were  distributed  as  follows  : 
Two  in  one  family  at  Westgate,  living  on  premises  which 
were  found  to  be  in  an  insanitary  condition,  and  another

at  a private  school  at  Westgate,  in  regard  to  which  no 
source  was  revealed.  The  last  case  during  the  year  was 
not  notified  until  the  peeling  stage  had  been  reached, 
and  previous  cases  of  illness,  said  to  have  been  influenza, 
had  occurred  in  the  same  family. 

In  regard  to  the  thirteen  cases  of  Diphtheria,  the  first 
was  reported  a few  days  after  the  patient’s  arrival  at  a 
newly  established  branch  of  a convalescent  home  at  St. 
Nicholas,  and  was  clearly  an  imported  case. 

Three  cases  at  a hamlet  in  St.  Peter’s  (Extra)  were 
reported  on  the  13th  April.  On  visiting  this  family,  it 
was  found  that  a previous  case,  which  had  been  kept 
from  school,  existed  in  the  household,  the  mother  excus- 
ing herself  on  account  of  her  poverty  from  calling  in  a 
medical  man  to  attend  this  sufferer.  The  first  sufferer 
attacked  in  tin’s  family  attended  an  infected  school,  and 
was  subsequently  notified,  but  the  delay  in  discovery 
and  notification,  led  to  the  extension  of  the  disease  to 
three  other  members  of  the  household. 

The  sixth  case,  at  Birchington,  was  reported  on  the 
28th  April,  but  the  diagnosis  was  not  established  by 
bacteriological  examination.  A batch  of  six  cases  then 
arose  in  a family  at  Minster,  the  mother  being  the  last 
attacked.  These  cases  cropped  up  one  after  another,  and 
were  indicative  of  some  unsuspected  “carrier”  acting 
as  a centre  for  the  dissemination  of  the  malady.  rl  his 
“ carrier”  was  discovered  in  the  person  of  a boy  suffer- 
ing from  post-nasal  Diphtheria,  who  had  not  been  sus- 
pected of  being  so  affected.  He  subsequently  succumbed 
to  diphtheritic  paralysis. 

The  last  case  of  Diphtheria  reported  during  the  year 
occurred  at  Birchington  on  the  9th  August.  The  suf- 
ferer Avas  a visitor,  who  arrived  during  the  incubation 
period  of  the  disease,  and  who  evidently  contracted  the 
malady  before  leaving  her  home  at  Wembley. 

The  four  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  respectively 
at  Garlinge,  the  Union  Workhouse,  Minster,  and  Bir- 
chington. The  case  at  Garlinge,  reported  on  the  29th 
March,  was  that  of  a maid  engaged  at  a laundry,  who 
might  have  been  in  contact  with  infected  linen  : but  the 
premises  at  which  she  lived  were  in  a dirty  and  insani- 
tary condition.  The  drinking-water  was  found  to  be 

pure,  and,  after  exclusion  of  other  possible  sources,  the 
positive  evidence  forthcoming  pointed  to  the  state  of  the 
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premises  as  the  cause  of  Che  attack.  The  next  instance 
was  that  of  a man  sent  in  to  the  AVorkhouse  from  Mar- 
gate with  what  was  thought  to  be  pneumonia.  An- 
other member  of  the  family  was  said  to  have  suffered 
from  diarrhoea  at  Margate. 

The  sufferer  at  Minster,  notified  on  the  11th  July,  was 
sick  after  partaking  of  mackerel,  to  which  he  attributed 
his  illness.  There  were,  however,  faulty  drainage  ar- 
rangements at  the  premises  which  he  occupied.  This 
case  might  possibly  have  been  one  of  paratyphoid ; but, 
as  no  specimen  was  taken  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion, this  opinion  could  only  be  a matter  of  conjecture. 

The  fourth  case  was  that  of  a labourer,  who  was  ill  for 
a month  before  notification,  the  Doctor  considering  at 
first  that  his  patient  was  suffering  from  enteric-influenza. 
A visitor  at  the  house  had  suffered  from  a similar  at- 
tack, but  had  not  been  reported  as  having  Enteric 
Fever,  on  account  of  the  symptoms  being  considered  in- 
sufficiently diagnostic  of  the  disease. 

A single  case  of  Typhus  Fever  at  the  Workhouse  was 
notified.  This  terminated  fatally  on  the  second  day  after 
the  patient’s  admission.  The  sufferer  was  sent  into  the 
institution  from  Broadstairs,  where  he  was  attended  by 
a medical  man,  who  thou  ght  he  was  suffering  from  some 
lung  disease.  The  patienTleft  his  lodgings  at  Bradford 
on  the  14th  July,  slept  that  night  at  Battersea,  and  ar- 
rived at  Broadstairs  on  the  15th.  Fie  was  sent  into  the 
A\r  orkhouse  on  the  5th  August,  and  died  on  the  7th. 
The  case  was  first  notified  as  Enteric  Fever,  but  the  diag- 
nosis was  afterwards  altered  to  Typhus  Fever. 

From  inquiries  instituted,  it  was  ascertained  that  there 
was  no  history  of  exposure  to  Typhus  Fever,  both  Brad- 
ford and  Battersea  being  entirely  free  from  this  disease. 
Prior  to  the  patient’s  leaving  Bradford,  there  had,  how- 
ever, been  a good  many  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  in  that 
town. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1908,  four  notifications  were  received  during  the  year, 
as  follows  : —

One  of  these  patients — “ T.H. a male,  aged  63 — was 
admitted  to  the  Workhouse  a month  previous  to  notifi- 
cation, with  what  was  thought  to  be  pleurisy.  The  man 
had,  prior  to  his  illness,  suffered  much  from  exposure 
and  privation,  consequent  upon  lack  of  employment.

Tlie  next  sufferer — “ A.W.,”  a male,  aped  27— develop- 
ed the  malady  some  months  after  a severe  attack  of 
influenza.  I here  was  no  family  history  of  consumption. 

in  the  next  case,  that  of  a female,  aged  25, 

her  husband  s first  wife  had  died  of  consumption,  and 
there  was  a possibility  that  the  husband — now  dead 
may  have  contracted  the  malady,  and  so  infected  the 
present  patient.  The  sufferer  arrived  in  Thanet  on  a 
visit  to  her  parents  about  six  weeks  before  notification, 
and  was  admitted  fo  the  Workhouse  the  day  after  she 
was  first  reported. 

I n addition  to  these  cases,  one  voluntary  notification 
was  received. 

The  cases  in  the  Workhouse  are  treated  in  the  general 
ward,  but  are  separated  from  'the  other  patients  by  a 
glass  screen. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  a supply  of  cautionary 
handbills  for  distribution  in  regard  to  known  cases  o. 
consumption,  and,  where  necessary,  spittoons  are  pro- 
vided by  the  District  Council  for  the  use  of  patients. 

Disinfection  of  rooms  vacated  by  consumptive  suf- 
ferers, by  death  or  otherwise,  was  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

On  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Board 
issued  the  “ Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910,”  empowering  District  Councils  to  obtain 
supplies  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to 
poor  persons  for  both  curative  and  prophylactic  pur- 
poses. The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made 
recommendation  to  the  Council,  (a)  that  the  Poor  Law 
Medical  Officers  should  be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply 
when  necessary,  (b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  immediately  in  every  case 
where  the  Anti-toxin  is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or 
prophylactic  purposes,  and  (c)  that  the  Council  should 
authorise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  himself  to  obtain, 
at  his  discretion,  a supply  for  use  in  accordance  with  the 
Order. 


The  Council  agreed  with  these  recommendations,  and 
arranged  for  the  serum  to  be  obtained  from  a chemist 
(Mr.  Evans),  who  has  branch  establishments  at  Margate, 
Ramsgate,  Westgate-on-Sea,  and  Birchingt.on. 

Action  Taken.  Twenty-one  of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  11  of  diph- 
theria, and  2 of  enteric  fever,  were  treated  at  the  Isle  of 
Thanet  Joint  Isolation  Hospital. 
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Ileport  was  made  to  the  Council  concerning  the  his- 
tory of  the  case  of  Typhus  Fever,  to  which  reference 
has  already  been  made. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  resort 
to  official  closure  in  regard  to  any  of  the  schools  in  the 
District. 

Birchington  is  still  without  a system  of  sewerage,  and 
the  methods  of  excreta  disposal  in  vogue  cannot  be  con- 
sidered to  be  satisfactory.  It  is  very  desirable  that  a 
proper  scheme  of  sewerage  for  the  locality  should  be 
propounded. 

Afghan  Terrace,  and  other  places  at  Heading  Street, 
St.  Peter’s  (Extra),  also  require  to  be  properly  sewered, 
and  this  could  probably  best  be  accomplished  by  an  ar- 
rangement with  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban 
District  Council  for  the  connection  of  a branch  sewer 
with  their  system. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  about 
2,150  water-closets,  and  about  850  pail-closets,  privies, 
etc.,  in  the  District.  During  the  year,  fifteen  nrivv- 
vaults  were  abolished,  ten  of  which  were  replaced  bj 
eartli-closets  and  five  by  water-closets.

Weekly  collections  of  house-refuse  are  made  in  the 
parishes  of  Birchington,  Garlinge,  St.  Peter's  (Extra), 
and  part  of  Westgate-on-Sea,  by  contractors  employed 
by  the  Council.  No  collection  is  made  in  the  remaining 
portion  of  the  District.

Tlie  Sanitary  Inspector  lias  been  designated  by  the 
Council  as  the  Officer  (acting  under  the  direction  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health)  to  make  systematic  inspec- 
tion, and  keep  records  of  the  work  performed  under  the 
Regulations  referred  to  in  the  margin.  The  following 
statement  shows  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out 
after  the  appointment  of  this  Officer  (exclusive  of  the 
premises  referred  to  above) : —

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  about 
3,000  dwelling-houses  of  all  classes  in  the  District,  of 
which  about  1,623  are  within  the  limits  of  the  rental 
specified  in  section  14  of  the  Housing,  Town-Planning, 
etc.,  Act  (i.e.,  not  exceeding  FIG  per  annum).  Fifty- 
six  houses  were  erected  in  the  District  by  private  enter- 
prise during  the  year. 

There  are  no  back-to-back  houses  or  cellar  dwellings 
in  the  District. 

Ten  samples  of  writer  were  analysed  during  the  year, 
one  of  which  was  found  to  be  so  polluted  as  to  be  unsafe 
for  drinking  purposes. 

Report  to  the  Council  was  made  in  regard  to  the  pre- 
sence of  large  quantities  of  suspended  iron  in  the  Min- 
ster water-supply,  due  to  the  rusty  condition  of  the  ser- 
vice mains;  and  recommendation  was  made  that  certain 
of  the  mains  should  be  replaced  by  new  pipes,  that  extra 
flushing  openings  should  be  inserted  at  different  points, 
and  that  regular  flushing  should  take  place  at  suitable 
times,  of  which  notice  should  be  given  to  the  house- 
holders, etc.,  using  the  water.  In  addition  to  the  re- 
port, correspondence  was  entered  into  with  the  Water 
Fngineer  of  the  Ramsgate  Corporation,  as  the  Minster 
supply  is  derived  from  the  Corporation  mains;  and  many 
visits  were  paid  to  the  locality  in  connection  with  the 
matter. 

Seventy-eight  additional  premises  were  connected  with 
the  public  mains  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District 
during  the  year.  About  eighty  per  cent,  of  tin1  houses 
in  the  District  draw  their  supply  from  the  public  mains. 
The  remainder  are  supplied  from  wells,  except  about 
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ten  houses  at  Stonar,  which  are  dependent  upon  the 
Diver  Stour  for  drinking  water.  No  action  has  yet  been 
taken  by  the  Council  in  regard  to  providing  a proper 
water-supply  for  the  latter-mentioned  place. 

The  51  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  now  on  the 
Council's  register  were  kept  under  careful  supervision 
during  the  year,  and  the  Inspector  was  successful  in 
obtaining  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  many 
of  the  premises. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  about  1,025  cows 
in  the  Tlianet  Dural  District. 

At  eight  of  the  larger  dairy-farms  the  cows  are 
periodically  inspected  by  veterinary  surgeons  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  owners  of  the  animals. 

The  tuberculin  test  was  not  applied  during  the  year, 
and  no  samples  of  milk  were  collected  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  Council  do  not  yet  possess  urban  powers  in  regard 
to  the  registration  of  slaughter-houses.  There  are  11 
of  these  premises  in  the  District,  and  they  were  kept 
under  strict  supervision  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during 
the  year.  Many  visits  were  paid  during  the  times  kill- 
ing was  in  progress. 

No  carcases  of  diseased  animals  were  discovered  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year. 

The  adoptive  Acts  in  force  in  the  Isle  of  Tlianet  Dural 
District,  are  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act, 
1890,  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890, _ and 
section  38  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1907.  The  latter  section  is  only  in  force  in  the  contri- 
butory places  of  Garlmge,  Minster  and  Westgate-on- 
Sea.

in  addition  to  the  work  already  described,  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  301  nuis- 
ances were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  93  of  which  arose 
from  defective  drains  and  sanitary  fittings,  12  from  foul 
and  defective  privies,  26  from  blocked  drains,  1 from  a 
defective  earth-closet,  44  from  offensive  accumula- 
tions, 64  from  damp  and  dirty  dwellings  and  other  pre- 
mises, 18  from  improper  keeping  of  animals,  27  from 
overflowing  cesspools,  3 from  overcrowding,  and  12  from 
various  other  causes. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-five  inspections  of  the  51 
dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  were  made,  27  defects 
being  discovered  and  dealt  with.  Sixty-seven  visits 
were  paid  to  the  11  slaughter-houses  in  the  District,  as 
a result  of  which  16  defects  were  remedied. 

Under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  11  samples 
of  milk  were  purchased  for  analysis,  one  of  which  was 
found  to  lie  deficient  in  fat,  and  one  to  contain  extrane- 
ous water. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  in  regard  to  the  sample 
containing  extraneous  water,  but  the  vendor  was  success- 
ful in  proving  the  warranty  upon  which  he  relied  for 
his  defence,  and  the  Justices  accordingly  dismissed  the 
case. 

Preservatives  were  absent  from  all  the  samples  taken. 

The  different  outbreaks  of  infectious  sickness  involved 
a great  amount  of  time  and  labour,  in  regard  to  disinfec- 
tion, and  the  institution  of  active  precautionary  mea-

During  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  West  Ashford  Rural  District  was  155,  of  which  8 
(or  5.10  per  cent.)  were  illegitimate. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  124, 
while  the  net  deaths  (obtained  by  correction  for  the  in- 
cidence of  deaths  in  public  institutions  within  and  with- 
out the  District),  numbered  120. 

I' pon  an  estimated  population  of  7,354,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  21.08  per  thousand;  while  the  total  death- 
rate  stood  at  10.80,  and  the  net  death-rate  at  10.32,  per 
thousand  living.

Infantile  mortality  was  equal  to  77.42  per  thousand 
births  registered  during  the  year. 

I nder  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act  of 
1889,  1 1 cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  0 of  which  were 
referred  to  scarlet  fever,  3 diphtheria,  and  2 to  ery- 
sipelas. 

Of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  the  first — a child,  aged  3.'. 
years,  living  at  Little  Chart  Forstal,  was  reported  on  the 
3rd  February,  the  source  being  due  to  contact  with  an 
infected  visitor.  The  house  occupied  by  the  patient  was 
found  to  be  in  a damp  and  insanitary  condition. 

The  second  case  at  Great  Chart — was  reported  on  the 
1st  M a re  h.  This  child  was  attending  a school  where  a 
severe  form  of  influenza  was  prevalent  amongst  the 
scholars.  This  patient’s  home  was  also  found  to  be  in 
an  insanitary  condition. 

The  third  case — at  Kingsnorth — occurred  on  the  8th 
May,  the  sufferer  being  an  assistant  schoolmistress.  The 
conditions  in  respect  to  sanitation,  both  at  the  school  and 
the  patient’s  home,  were  found  to  be  bad.  Although  no 
other  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  at  this  time 
about  thirty-three  children  had  subsequently  to  be  ex- 
cluded from  school  on  account  of  bad  sore  throats. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  cases — at  Little  Chart— were  re- 
ported on  the  24th  and  28th  July,  the  patients  being 
members  of  one  family.  There  was  no  history  beyond 
contact  with  suspected  “carriers”  at  school.  Influenza 
had  been  present  in  the  patients’  home  for  a month  be- 
fore the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported. 

The  sixth  case — at  Bethersden — was  notified  on  the 
29th  July.  The  patient  attended  a private  school  in  the 
village.  No  association  with  any  other  case  of  the 
Fever  could  be  traced. 

In  regard  to  the  three  cases  of  Diphtheria,  the  first- 
at  Bethersden  — was  reported  on  the  24th  February. 
Just  prior  to  his  attack  the  sufferer — a child — had  been 
exposed  to  foul  gases  from  defective  drains,  which  had 
been  opened  for  repair. 

On  the  2nd  May  another  child  from  Bethersden  was 
notified.  Similar  causes  were  in  operation  at  the  pre- 
mises where  the  patient  resided. 

The  third  and  last  instance  occurred  at  Westwell  on 
the  15th  October.  Here  also  the  drainage  arrangements 
at  the  patient’s  residence  were  found  to  be  defective.

All  tlie  cases  were  dissociated  from  each  other  in  re- 
spect to  time  and  locality,  and,  as  far  as  could  be  ascer- 
tained, had  no  history  of  contact  with  other  cases,  either 
within  or  without  the  District;  but  all  arose  on  premises 
which  were  so  defective  in  regard  to  arrangements  for 
disposal  of  excreta  as  to  be  likely  to  give  rise  to  the  out- 
breaks. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
of  1908,  three  notifications  were  received,  as  follows; —

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  a supply  of  cautionary 
handbills  for  distribution  in  regard  to  known  cases  of 
consumption,  and,  where  necessary,  pocket  spittoons  are 
provided  for  the  sufferers  at  the  cost  of  the  Council. 

Disinfection  of  rooms  vacated  by  consumptive  patients, 
by  death  or  otherwise,  was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

On  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Board 
issued  the  “ Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910,”  empowering  District  Councils  to  obtain 
supplies  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  for  use  in  regard  to 
poor  persons  for  both  curative  and  prophylactic  purposes. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  thereupon  made  recom- 
mendation to  the  Council,  (a)  that  the  Poor  Law  Medi- 
cal Officers  should  be  authorised  to  obtain  a supply  when 
necessary,  (b)  that  such  Officers  should  inform  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  immediately  in  every  case 
where  the  Anti-toxin  is  obtained,  either  for  curative  or 
prophylactic  purposes,  and  (c),  that  the  Council  should 
authorise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  himself  to  ob- 
tain, at  his  discretion,  a supply  for  use  in  accordance 
wi  th  the  Order. 

After  consideration,  the  Council  decided  to  make  no 
definite  arrangements  at  present. 

Three  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  and  one  case  of  diphtheria, 
were  removed  to  the  isolation  hospital  for  treatment. 

Report  was  made  to  the  Council  concerning  insanitary 
conditions  discovered  at  the  Kingsnorth  School  during 
investigation  into  an  outbreak  of  sore  throats  amongst 
the  scholars.  Report  was  also  made  in  regard  to  serious 
insanitary  conditions  found  at,  houses  in  Kingsnorth  Vil- 
lage in  the  course  of  this  investigation.  This  latter 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
appropriate  action  to  be  taken.

Tlie  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  designated  by  the 
Council  as  the  Officer  (acting  under  the  direction  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health)  to  make  systematic  inspec- 
tion, and  keep  records  of  the  work  performed  under  the 
Regulations  referred  to  in  the  margin.  The  following 
statement  shows  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  after 
the  appointment  of  this  Officer  (exclusive  of  the  pre- 
mises referred  to  above)  : —

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  are  about 
1,842  dwelling-houses  of  all  classes  in  the  District,  of 
which  about  1,621  are  within  Hie  limits  of  the  rental 
specified  in  section  14  of  the  Housing,  Town-Planning, 
etc.,  Act  (i.e.,  not  exceeding  £16  per  annum).  Ten 
new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  by  private 
enterprise. 

There  are  no  back-to-back  houses  or  cellar  dwellings 
in  the  District. 

Five  samples  of  water  were  analysed  during  the  year, 
three  of  which  were  found  to  be  so  polluted  as  to  be 
unsafe  for  drinking  purposes.

The  number  of  houses  connected  with  the  mains  of 
t lie  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  continues  steadily  io 
increase.  During  the  year,  twenty-nine  additional  pre- 
mises in  the  parishes  of  Smarden,  Westwell,  Pluckley 
and  Bethersden  were  connected,  making  a total  of  880 
houses  in  the  District  drawing  a supply  from  the  Com- 
pany’s mains. 

In  addition -to  this  public  supply,  a small  scheme  to 
provide  for  “ Lit'tle  Houses,”  Egerton,  has  been  car- 
ried out  by  the  owner  of  two  of  the  cottages.  The 
supply  is  taken  from  Barling’s  Hole  spring,  on  the  side 
of  Egerton  Hill,  and  conveyed  through  a main  to  a stand- 
pipe at  a convenient  point.  Twenty  houses  can  now  be 
supplied  with  pure  water  from  this  source. 

The  question  of  supplying  the  parishes  of  Kingsnorth, 
Shadoxhurst  and  Great  Chart  has  occupied  the  attention 
of  the  Council  during  the  year,  but  up  to  the  present, 
no  satisfactory  arrangement  has  been  effected. 

The  42  dairies  and  cowsheds  now  on  the  Council’s  re- 
gister were  regularly  visited  during  the  year.  The 
cowsheds  were  found  to  be  well  paved,  lighted  and  ven- 
tilated, and  the  premises  maintained  in  a cleanly  condi- 
tion. 

The  Inspector  states  that  there  are  from  880  to  400 
cows  in  the  District. 

No  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  the  application  of 
the  tuberculin  test,  and  no  samples  of  milk  were  • ol- 
leeted  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year  +or 
either  chemical  or  bacteriol  ■'rrical  examination 

The  nine  slaughter-houses  in  the  District  were  regu- 
larly inspected,  and  were  found  to  be  maintained  in  a 
generally  satisfactory  condition.  The  premises  wen- 
visited  on  many  occasions  during  the  time  killing  was  in 
progress. 

No  carcases  of  diseased  animals  were  discovered  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year. 

None  of  the  adoptive  Acts  have  been  put  in  force  in 
the  West  Ashford  Rural  District

In  addition  to  the  work  already  described,  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  254  letters 
concerning’  sanitary  matters  were  written  during’  the 
year,  while  (>()  nuisances  were  reported  to  the  Council. 
Eighty -five  informal,  and  ten  statutory  notices  were 
issued  during  the  year. 

The  works  carried  out  in  dealing  with  the  various 
matters  which  came  under  observation,  included  the 
re-construction  of  28  house-drainage  systems,  the  con- 
version of  6 privies  into  w.c.’s,  and  10  into  pail-closets, 
the  provision  of  18  new  sinks,  the  construction  of  T cess- 
pools, the  cleansing  of  32  filthy  ditches,  cesspools,  etc., 
and  many  other  matters  of  a minor  character. 

The  42  dairies  and  cowsheds  were  visited  on  91  occa- 
sions. Limewashing  was  ordered  in  several  instances. 

The  9 slaughter-houses  were  inspected  at  30  different 
times,  and  certain  small  defects  (such  as  lack  of  lime- 
washing, etc.),  were  noted,  and  immediately  dealt  with. 

The  outbreaks  of  sickness  entailed  a considerable 
amount  of  work  in  regard  to  supervision  of  removal  of 
patients  to  hospital,  disinfection  of  houses  in  18  in- 
stances, the  disinfection  of  2 elementary  schools,  and  the 
institution  of  active  precautionary  measures.
